A.M.    on  Sunday,    July  13,    1969,    in  the  University  Union,    Illinois  State  Uni- 
versity,   Normal,    Illinois.      Dr.    Norris  L  Brookens,    Chairman  of  the  Board, 
presided.

The  Chairman  asked  if  there  were  corrections  or  additions  to  the  minutes  of 
the  meeting  of  June  1,    1969.      There  being  none,    the  minutes  were  approved 
as  distributed  to  the  members.      The  Chairman,    in  response  to  a  suggestion 
by  several  of  the  Board  members,    directed  the   secretary  in  the  future  to 
identify  Board  members  casting  dissenting  votes  on  any   proposition  before 
the  Board  for  action. 

CHAIRMAN'S  ITEMS 

Dr.    Brookens  recognized  Mr.    Guy  E.    Cornwell  who  presented  a  motion  that 
Dr.    Robert  C.    Spencer  be  employed  as  President  of  Sangamon  State  University 
effective  September  1,    1969,    at  a  base  salary  of  $36,  000  per  year,    and  in  addi- 
tion to  receive  a  housing  allowance  of  $3600  per  year,    the  use  of  a  car,    and 
other  fringe  benefits  which  are  common  to  the  Presidents  of  Regency  Universi- 
ties.     The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mrs.    Masters,    roll  was  called,    and  the 
motion  unanimously  carried. 

Dr.    Brookens  then  introduced  Dr.    Spencer  and  invited  him  to  sit  at  the  Board 
table. 

The  Chairman  advised  of  the  statutory  requirement  for  adopting  the  calendar 
of  meetings  of  the  Board  for  the  fiscal  year  1970.      Mr.    Loren  Smith  moved  that 
the  calendar  of  meetings  as  distributed  be  adopted.      The  motion  was   seconded 
by  Dr.    Millar,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously.      The 
calendar  is  appended  as  Exhibit  "A"  to  these  minutes. 

Dr.    Brookens  advised  of  the  establishment  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
Bureau  of  the  Budget  and  read  a  letter  which  had  been  directed  by  the  Governor 
to  the  heads  of  all  State  agencies  regarding  the  functions  of  the  Bureau  of  the 
Budget. 

The  Chairman   next  reported  on  actions  of  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  at 
its  July  meeting,    which  included  approval  of  the  program  for  a  Master  of  Arts 
Degree  with  a  Major  in  Journalism  at  Northern  Illinois  University. 

The  Chairman  advised  that  it  would  be  desirable  to  continue  the  ad  hoc  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Board  until  the  next  regularly  scheduled  meeting  in  September. 
Dr.    Millar  moved  that  the  ad  hoc  Executive  Committee  be  continued  until  the 
September  1969  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Regents.      The  motion  was  seconded  by 
Mr.    Cornwell,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  unanimously  carried. 

Dr.    Brookens  advised  that  the  Executive  Secretary,    Dr.    Matsler,    had  undergone 
surgery  within  the  past  week  and  was  not  able  to  attend  the  meeting.      The 
Executive  Secretary's  Report  would  be  presented  by  Mr.    William  J.    Keating. 


ILLINOIS  STATE  UNIVERSITY 

Dr.    Samuel  E.    Braden  informed  the  Board  on  1969  Summer  Session  Enroll- 
ment at  Illinois  State  University,    indicating  a  15.  7  percent  increase  when 
compared  to  the  1968  session.     He  also  advised  that  as  of  June  15,    1969, 
3135  beginning  freshmen  had  been  admitted  for  the  1969  Fall  semester,    and 
that  865  transfer  students  had  also  been  admitted. 

President  Braden  then  presented  his  Report  to  the   Board  and  requested  approval 
of  the  following  items: 

1.  Personnel  transactions  for  faculty  and  other  employees,    including  ap- 
pointments to  faculty  positions  for  1969-1970  not  previously  authorized, 
and  recommended  salaries  for  existing  faculties  for  the  academic  year 
1969-70..     A  list  of  the  persons  affected  by  these  transactions  is  appended 
to  the  President's  Report  and  will  be  kept  on  file  at  the  University  and  in 
the  Central  Office. 

2.  Purchases 

a.  From  Operating  Budget  $142,  957.  31 

b.  From  Revenue  Bond  Budget  661,  170.42 

c.  From  Buildings 

Watterson  Towers  5,072.00 

Dr.    Braden  called  particular  attention  to  the  purchase  of  synthetic  turf  for 
Hancock  Field  as  itemized  in  the  Purchases  from  Revenue  Bond  funds  and 
responded  to  questions  from  members  of  the  Board  regarding  this  purchase. 

Mr.    Cornwell  presented  and  moved  for  adoption  of  a  resolution  applying  certain 
surplus  revenues  in  "The  Teachers  College  Board  Physical  Education  Revenue 
Fund  of  1961  for  Illinois  State  Normal  University  at  Normal,    Illinois",    to  be  used 
for  the  synthetic  turf  on  Hancock  Field.      The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Smith, 
roll  was  called,    and  the  resolution  was  adopted  unanimously.     A  copy  of  the 
resolution  is  appended  as  a  part  of  these  minutes. 

3.  Miscellaneous 

a.  Student  Activity  and  Service  Fee. 

Request  for  authorization  to  increase  fees  paid  by  students  to 
provide  for  athletics,    activities,    and  services  from  $34.  50  per 
semester  to  $41.  50  per  semester,    effective  in  the  Fall  of  1969. 
This  will  bring  total  fees  for  full  time  Illinois  students  to  $168 
per  semester  or  $336  per  year  for  1969-70.      The  breakdown  is 
as  follows:

b.  Activity  and  Service  Fee  -   Laboratory  Schools. 

Request  for  approval  for  conversion  of  activity  fee  at  Univer- 
sity High  School  (currently  $7.  50  per  semester)  to  an  activity 
and  service  fee  of  $32.  50  per  semester,    and  the  establishment 
of  an  activity  and  service  fee  at  Metcalf  School  of  $25.  00  per 
semester.      The  summer  fee  would  be  $15.  00  for  each  school. 
In  addition,    it  was  requested  that  the  University  be  allowed  to 
waive  the  service  and  activity  fee  for  up  to  10%  of  the   students 
on  the  basis  of  substantiated  need. 

c.  Room  and  Board  Charges. 

Request  for  authorization  to  increase  average  room  and  board 
charges  in  residence  halls  for  the  1970-71  school  year  from 
$470  to  $510  per  semester. 

d.  Proposal  for  Inter -Institutional  Cooperation. 
Recommendation  for  adoption  of  the  principles  of  cooperation 
between  Illinois  State  University,    Northern  Illinois  University, 
and  other  similar  institutions  in  the  North  Central  Area  in  the 
following  areas:     cooperative  educational  programs;  exchange 
of  academic  credit;    cooperative  research  projects;    faculty 

and  student  exchanges;  intercollegiate  athletics;  and  other  areas 
of  promotion  of  mutual  interests. 

Dr.    Millar  moved  that  the  items  presented  in  the  President's  Report  as   submitted 
and  revised,    with  the  exception  of  that  section  relating  to  buildings  and  grounds, 
be  approved.     The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Smith,    roll  was  called,    and  the 
motion  carried  unanimously. 

5.  Buildings  and  Grounds 

a.  Air  Conditioning  for  Moulton  Hall,    Felmley  Hall  of  Science  and 

East  Gate  Hall. 

President  Braden  recommended  that  the  bids  be  accepted  as  pre- 
sented to  the  Board  in  June  and  that  contracts  be  awarded  for 
this  project  as  follows:

Dr.    Millar  moved  that  contracts  be  awarded  for  Air  Conditioning  for  Moulton 
Hall,    Felmley  Hall  of  Science  and  East  Gate  Hall  as  recommended.      The 
motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Cornwell,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion 
carried  unanimously. 

b.  Electrical  Distribution  and  Extension  of  Utilities. 


A  representative  of  the  firm  of  Brown,    Davis,    Mullins  and 
Associates  explained  the  scope  of  this  project  to  (a)  provide 
a  site  for  a  new  substation  and  extend  underground  electrical 
distribution;  and  (b)  the  construction  of  a  storm  sewer  which 
will  serve  the  Union-Auditorium  and  Library  complex  as  well 
as  other  structures  including  the  North  Campus  area.      The 
estimated  total  cost  of  this  project  is  $712,000,    including  fees 
and  contingencies. 

Mr.    Loren  Smith  moved  that  authorization  be  given  to  proceed  with  this  project 
and  to  take  bids  for  the  work.      The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Barr,    roll 
was  called,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously.

President  Braden  asked  Dr.    Richard  Hulet  to  give  a  brief  progress  report 
on  the  Union-Auditorium  project.     Dr.    Hulet  advised  that  most  of  the  project 
consultants  were  present  to  answer  questions  which  might  arise.      The  ques- 
tion arose  whether  with  current  planning  and  work  being  done  a  finished  project 
could  be  had  for  $11.  8  million.      Dr.    Hulet  advised  that  this  was  the  goal  toward 
which  they  were  working. 

A  representative  of  the  Leo  Daly  firm  of  St.    Louis  presented  a  progress  report 
on  Phase  II  of  the   Campus  Master  Plan,    highlighted  by  a  floor  exhibit. 

Dr.    Millar  moved  that  approval  be  given  to  the  remaining  portions  of  the 
President's  Report  for  Illinois  State  University.      The  motion  was   seconded 
by  Mr.    Smith,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously.

President  Rhoten  A.    Smith  presented  his  report  to  the  Board  and  requested 
approval  of  the  following  items:

a.  New  Library  -   Phase  I  -  East  Campus. 

Request  for  permission  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  firm  of 
Hellmuth,  Obata  and  Kassabaum,    Inc.    to  perform  architectural 
services  for  the  construction  of  Phase  I.      Any  portion  of  the 
fee  for  planning  ($80,  456  approved  on  January  5,    1969)  which  is 
paid  to  the  architect  will  be  applied  toward  the  total  fee  for  final 
design.      The  existing  contract  for  planning  will  continue  until 
new  contract  for  construction  design  becomes  effective. 

b.  University  Center   -  Sprinkler  System  for  Bookstore  and 
Associated  Areas   -  East  Campus. 

A  representative  of  Gilbert  A.    Johnson,    Kile,    Seehausen  and 
Associates,    Inc.    presented  final  plans  and  specifications  for  this 
project,    and  advised  that  a  recent  estimate,    including  additional 
sprinkler  heads  for  extended  coverage,    indicated  the  need  for 
an  increase  in  the  approved  budget  from  $27,  500  to  $33,  000. 

Mr.    Cornwell  moved  that  the  approved  budget  for  this  project  be  increased  from 
$27,  500  to  $33,  000  and  that  authority  be  granted  to  advertise  for  bids.      The 
motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Smith,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  unanimously 
carried. 

c.  University  Center   -   New  Air  Conditioning  and  Heating  System 

for  the  Capitol  Room  -  East  Campus. 

Bids  received  on  June  13,  1969,  for  this  project  exceeded  the 
amount  approved,  and  it  was  recommended  that  the  low  bid  be 
rejected  and  the  project  rebid. 

d.  Remodeling  of  Davis  Hall  -   FY  70. 

Request  for  authorization  to  employ  Specialized  Area  Consultants, 
Park  Ridge,    Illinois,    to  work  with  the  architect  in  designing 
technical  areas,    at  a  fee  not  to  exceed  $8,  435.  00,    payable  from 
Remodeling  of  Davis  Hall  FY  70.

Biological  Sciences  Building,    Phase  II  -   Surface  Improvements  - 

East  Campus   (IBA  Project  #74-20-12). 

Mr.  William  Moluf  of  S.  W.  Knetsch  &  Associates,  Inc.  ,  consulting 
engineers,  presented  the  tabulation  of  bids  received  for  this  project 
and  recommended  award  of  contract  to  Stahl  Construction  Company, 
DeKalb,  Illinois,  in  the  amount  of  $67,315.  00,  plus  engineering  and 
supervision  fee  of  $6,  058.  35.  Total  project  cost  -  $74,  373.  35, 
payable  from  Illinois  Building  Authority  funds. 

Mrs.    Masters  moved  that  award  of  contract  as  recommended  by  S.    W.    Knetsch 
&  Associates,    Inc.    be  recommended  to  the  Illinois  Building  Authority.      The 
motion  was   seconded  by  Mr.    Cornwell,    roll  was  called  and  the  motion  carried 
unanimously. 

Mrs.  Masters  moved  that  approval  be  given  to  the  President's  Report  for 
Northern  Illinois  as  submitted  and  revised.  The  motion  was  seconded  by 
Mr.    Smith,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  unanimously  carried. 

Mr.    Loren  Smith  presented  and  moved  for  adoption  of  a  resolution  applying 
certain  surplus  revenues  in  revenue  bond  funds  toward  the  establishment  of  a 
Bookstore  Inventory  in  the  University  Union  at  Northern  Illinois  University  and 
to  provide  other  additional  working  capital  in  the  total  aggregate  amount  of 
$900,  000.      The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Cornwell,    roll  was  called,    and 
the  resolution  was  adopted  unanimously.     A  copy  of  the  resolution  is  attached 
as  a  part  of  these  minutes. 

President  Smith  requested  approval  of  the  Board  to  request  the  release  of 
$284,717  in  Board  of  Higher  Education  contingency  for  the  General  Purpose 
Classroom  Building,    IBA  Project   #75-56,    necessitated  by  the  rapidly 
escalating  costs  and  the  delay  of  the  project  during  the  first  half  of  this  year. 

Mr.    Loren  Smith  moved  that  the  Board  approve  a  request  to  the  Board  of 
Higher  Education  for  release  of  $284,  717  BHE  contingency  in  the  budget  for 
the   General  Purpose  Classroom  Building  (IBA  #75-56).      The  motion  was 
seconded  by  Mr.    Barr,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  unanimously  carried. 

Mr.    Cornwell  presented  and  moved  for  adoption  of  a  resolution  applying  cer- 
tain surplus  revenues  to  pay  the  costs  of  installing  Astroturf  on  the  field  of 
the   stadium  at  Northern  Illinois  University,    in  an  estimated  amount  of  $306,  000. 
The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Barr,    roll  was  called,    and  the  resolution  was 
unanimously  adopted.     A  copy  of  the  resolution  is  appended  as  a  part  of  these 
minutes. 
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SANGAMON  STATE  UNIVERSITY 

President  Spencer  distributed  copies  of  a  memorandum  to  members  of  the 
Board  requesting  authorization  to  establish  positions  for  the  purpose  of 
developing  initial  executive  and  administrative  staff  of  Sangamon  State  Uni- 
versity. 

Mrs.    Masters  moved,    and  the  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Smith,    as 
follows:     that  approval  be  given  to  the  request  for  authorization  to  establish 
the  positions  listed  below  for  the  purpose  of  developing  the  initial  executive 
and  administrative  staff  of  Sangamon  State  University.      It  is  understood 
that  the  means  for  completion  of  the  initial  staff  are  also  authorized,    namely: 
recruitment,    screening,    selection,    and  recommendations  to  the  Regents  for 
appointment.     It  is  understood  that  the  intent  of  President  Spencer  is  to  estab- 
lish one  or  more  informal  advisory  committees  to  assist  in  the  task  of  inter- 
viewing and  screening  applicants  for  these  initial  positions.     It  is  likely  that 
consultants  may  be  engaged  to  fill  certain  positions  temporarily.

Universities.      It  was  further  moved  and  seconded  that  Murphy  and  Mackey, 
Inc.    of  St.    Louis,    Missouri,    be  employed  as  architects  for  preparation  of 
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the  Master  Plan  of  Sangamon  State  University,    the  Master  Plan  to  include 
planning  for  temporary  buildings,    the  contract  for  the  Master  Plan  to  be 
approved  and  authorized  by  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  with  a  report  to  the  Board 
of  Regents. 

Roll  was  called  and  the  motion  was  unanimously  carried. 

REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  SECRETARY  -   NO.    14 

Section  I  -  NIU  Proposal  for  the  Establishment  of  a  Department  of  Geography 
and  a  Department  of  Geology 

Dr.    Brim  said  that  this  proposal  had  been  resubmitted  to  the  Central  Staff 
and  copies  had  been  distributed  to  Board  members  along  with  other  mate- 
rials for  the  meeting,    and  he  reported  that  the  Staff  recommendation  was 
that  the  Board  approve  the  proposal  and  that  it  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of 
Higher  Education. 

Mr.    Cornwell  moved  that  the  Board  approve  the  establishment  of  a  Depart- 
ment of  Geography  and  a  Department  of  Geology  at  Northern  Illinois  Univer- 
sity,   and  that  the  proposal  be   submitted  to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  for 
its  consideration.      The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mrs.    Masters,    roll  was 
called,    and  the  motion  was  carried,    with  Dr.    Brookens  casting  the  only 
dissenting  vote. 

Section  II  -   Manual  of  General  Information  for  Architects  and  Engineers 

This  document  was  distributed  for  study  by  members  of  the  Board,    with  a 
final  draft  to  be  submitted  at  the  September  meeting.      It  was  suggested  that 
the  Central  Staff  solicit  comments  from  architects. 

Section  III  -   Staff  Benefits 

Mr.    Keating  reported  that  Mr.    Gary  Wulf  had  been  named  to  serve  on  a 
committee  of  the  University  Civil  Service  System  of  Illinois  to  study 
"all  phases  of  the  benefits  program". 

Section  IV  -   Sangamon  State  University  Matters 

Copies  of  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  City  Council  of  the   City  of  Springfield 
relative  to  city  owned  land  adjacent  to  the  Sangamon  State  University  site 
were  distributed  to  Board  members  for  their  information. 

Section  V  -  Report  of  Legal  Counsel  -  No.    11 

Mr.    Mathias  reported  that  the  ad  h£>c  Executive  Committee  had  approved 
the  purchase  of  property  from  Donald  R.    and  Ruby  Marie  Grubb  and  the 
Schreiner  property,    each  parcel  being  a  portion  of  the  site  for  the  proposed 
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Library  Building  at  Northern  Illinois  University,    and  advised  that  it  would 
be  necessary  for  the  Board  to  ratify  these  actions  of  the  Committee. 

Mr.    Smith  presented  and  moved  for  adoption  of  two  resolutions  approving, 
ratifying  and  affirming  the  action  of  the  Ad  Hoc  Executive  Committee. 
The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Cornwell,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion 
unanimously  carried.      The  text  of  the  two  resolutions  is  appended  as  a  part 
of  these  minutes. 

Capital  Budget  Requests  for  Northern  Illinois  University,    Illinois  State 
University  and  Sangamon  State  University  had  been  distributed  to  members 
of  the  Board  for  study  in  advance  of  the  meeting.      Mr.    Loren  Smith  moved 
that  the  Capital  Budget  Requests  for  the  three  Regency  Universities  be 
approved  for  submittal  to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  in  the  following 
amounts;     Northern  Illinois  University,    $21,554,909;  Illinois  State  University, 
$17,917,770;  and  Sangamon  State  University,    $1,718,000.      The  motion  was 
seconded  by  Mr.    Cornwell,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried  unani- 
mously. 

In  the  absence  of  Dr.    Matsler,    Dr.    Brookens  submitted  the  following 
salaries  for  Central  Office  Staff  for  Board  approval:

Dr.    Millar  stated  that  he  was  appreciative  of  the  confidence  the  Board  had  shown 
and  that  at  this  time  he  would  like  to  offer  a  Resolution  as  a  memorial  to  Dr.

WHEREAS,    the   Board  of  Regents  was   shocked  and  deeply  saddened  by 
the  untimely  death  of  Dr.    Norris   L  Brookens,    Chairman  of  this  Board;  and 

WHEREAS,    Dr.    Brookens,    as  the  first  Chairman  of  this  Board,    served 
with  diligence  and  effectiveness  and  his  able  and  imaginative  leadership  inspired 
and  exerted  a  profound  influence  upon  all  those  who  worked  with  him;  and 

WHEREAS,    he  had  a  brilliant  career  of  public  and  private   service,    was 
highly  regarded  by  his  colleagues  in  medicine,    served  with  honor  and  distinction 
as  an  officer  of  the  U.    S.    Army  in  World  War  II,    served  as  a  member  of  his 
local  Board  of  Education  and  was  active  in  many  community  and  civic  projects;  and 
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WHEREAS,    he  had  a  deep  concern  for  humanity,    was  sympathetic  to 
the  needs  of  others  and  worked  to  afford  equal  opportunities  for  all  and  particu- 
larly the  underprivileged;  and 

WHEREAS,    we  are  grateful  for  the  opportunity  to  serve  with  him,    to 
know  him  and  to  have  him  as  a  friend;  now,    therefore, 

BE  IT  RESOLVED,    that  the  Board  of  Regents  express  its  profound  sorrow 
and  its  deep  sense  of  loss  in  the  passing  of  this  illustrious  citizen  and  extend  our 
condolences  and  heartfelt  sympathy  to  Mrs,    Brookens  and  the  members  of  his 
family,    that  this  resolution  be  entered  upon  the  minutes  of  this  meeting  and  a 
copy  thereof  sent  to  Mrs.    Brookens. 

Mr.    Loren  Smith  moved  that  the  Resolution  be  adopted.      The  motion  was   seconded 
by  Dr.    Kenneth  Lund,    and  the  Resolution  was  adopted  by  acclamation.      Dr.    Julian 
then  requested  that  the  Board  rise  and  pay  a   silent  tribute  to  the  memory  of 
Dr.    Brookens. 

The  Chairman  asked  if  there  were  additions  or  corrections  to  the  minutes  of  the 
meeting  of  July  13,    1969.      There  being  none,    Mrs.    Masters  moved  that  the  minutes 
be  approved  as  distributed  to  the  members.      The  motion  was   seconded  by  Dr. 
Julian,    roll  was  called  and  the  motion  unanimously  carried. 

Presidents'   Residence  Committee  Report 

Mrs.    Masters  read  the  following  Resolution,    which  had  been  developed  in  com- 
mittee. 

RESOLUTION  FOR  ACQUISITION  OF  PRESIDENT'S 
HOME,    NORTHERN  ILLINOIS  UNIVERSITY 

WHEREAS,    the  Board  of  Regents  is  charged  by  law  with  the  management, 
operation,    control  and  maintenance  of  NORTHERN  ILLINOIS  UNIVERSITY  and 
has  heretofore  determined  that  acquisition  of  the  following  real  estate,    to  wit: 

Lot  10  and  part  of  Lot  9  described  as  follows:     Beginning  at  the 
most  Easterly  corner  of  said  Lot  9;  thence  Southwesterly  along 
the  North  line  of  Woodlawn  Drive,    a  distance  of  62.  5  feet; 
thence  Northwesterly,    a  distance  of  155.  5  feet,    more  or  less  to 
a  point  on  the   Northwesterly  line  of  said  Lot  9  that  is  69.  5  feet 
Southwesterly  from  the  most  Northerly  corner  of  said  Lot  9; 
thence  Northeasterly  along  the  Northwesterly  line  of  said  Lot  9, 
a  distance  of  69.  5  feet  to  the  most  Northerly  corner  of  said  Lot  9; 
thence  Southeasterly  along  the  Northeasterly  line  of  said  Lot  9, 
a  distance   of  156.  0  feet  to  the  place  of  beginning  in  Woodlawn  Acres 
Subdivision  on  part  of  the  South  Half  of  Section  14,    Township  40 
North,    Range  4  East  of  the  Third  Principal  Meridian  in  the  City  of 
DeKalb,    DeKalb  County,    Illinois.      Also  that  part  of  the  vacated 
public  alley  adjacent  to  the  above  premises, 
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is  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Board  of  Regents  and  Northern  Illinois   University; 
and 

WHEREAS,    with  respect  to  the  above  described  real  property  the  best 
interests  of  the   Board  of  Regents  and  Northern  Illinois  University  demand  that 
presidents  of  said  University  be  lodged  on  premises  owned,    operated,    con- 
trolled and  maintained  by  the   said  Board  of  Regents  for  the   reasons  that  it  will 
be  expected  that  certain  administrative  duties  be  performed,    meetings  be  held, 
official  entertainments  and  university  business  be  conducted  on  said  premises 
as  a  condition  of  employment  of  said  presidents;  and 

WHEREAS,    Northern  Illinois  University  Foundation,    incorporated  under 
the   "General  Not  for  Profit  Corporation  Act"  of  the  State  of  Illinois,    for  educa- 
tional and  charitable  purposes  was,    among  other  objects,    organized  for  the 
purpose  of  acting  as  the  business  agent  of  the  University  Governing  Board  in 
performing  such  services  as   said  Board  desires  and  specifies  and  to  undertake 
such  enterprises  as  in  the  judgment  of  said  Board  shall  tend  to  promote  the 
interests  and  welfare  of  said  Northern  Illinois  University;  and 

WHEREAS,    the  owners  of  said  real  estate,    Rhoten  A.    Smith  and 
Barbara  M.    Smith,    have  offered  to  sell  the   same  to  the  Board  of  Regents  or  to 
Northern  Illinois  University  Foundation  for  the   sum  of  Sixty-five  Thousand 
Seven  Hundred  Twenty-one  and  66/100  Dollars   ($65,721.  66),    which  is  less  than 
the  appraised  price  of  said  premises,    and 

WHEREAS,    said  Northern  Illinois  University  Foundation  can  borrow  the 
funds  to  pay  for   said  real  estate  and  is  empowered  to  acquire,    hold  and  convey 
real  property,    and  may  mortgage  such  real  property; 

NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  Board  of  Regents  re- 
quest Northern  Illinois  University  Foundation  to  purchase  the  above  described 
real  property  and  to  maintain  the   same  as  a  home    for  the  Presidents  of  Northern 
Illinois  University  and  to  lease   said  premises  to  the  President  of  Northern 
Illinois  University,    and 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,    that  in  the  event  Northern  Illinois   University 
Foundation  purchases   said  real  estate  and  maintains  the   same,    then  the   Board 
of  Regents  will  undertake  and  agree  to  purchase   said  real  estate  from  Northern 
Illinois  University  Foundation  at  the  price  paid  therefor,    plus  the  additional 
amounts  expended  in  maintaining   said  premises,    as  funds  become  available 
therefor,    and  guarantee  the  repayment  of  any  loan  or  indebtedness    incurred  in 
the  purchase  of  said  property,    together  with  interest  and  necessary  expenses 
incidental  thereto,    subject  to  the  limitations  imposed  by  statute,    such  payment 
to  be  made  from  funds  appropriated  by  the  General  Assembly  or  from  revenues 
that  may  become  available  to  the   Board  of  Regents,    and 

FURTHER   RESOLVED,    that  the  officers  of  this  Board  are  authorized  and 
directed  on  behalf  of  this  Board  to  enter  into  such  an  agreement  and  to  do  all 
things  necessary,    proper  and  expedient  to  carry  out  the  intent  of  this   Board  as 
expressed  in  this  Resolution  and  the  preamble  thereto. 
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Mr.    Barr  stated  that  although  he  would  vote  for  adoption  of  the  foregoing  Resolution 
he  wished  to  make  it  clear  that  he  would  not  consider  the   second  paragraph  of  the 
Resolution  as  establishing  any  policy  with  regard  to  presidents'  homes  by  which 
he  would  consider  himself  bound  when  this  matter  arose  in  the  future. 

Dr.    Millar  requested  Mrs.    Masters  to  read  again  the   second  paragraph  of  the 
Resolution,    and  asked  Mr.    Barr  if  he  were  suggesting  that  that  paragraph  be    de- 
leted from  the  Resolution.      Dr.    Barr  replied  that  he  would  prefer  that  it  be 
deleted.      Dr.     Kenneth  Lund  remarked  that  this  has  been  the  policy  and  is  related 
to  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  treatment  of  the  condition.     He  remarked  that  the 
policy  could  be  changed  by  the  Board,    but  traditionally  this  had  been  the  policy. 

Dr.    Millar  stated  that  the   Board  is  undertaking  a  study  of  the  entire  problem,    and 
said  he  agreed  with  Dr.    Lund  that  deletion  of  the  second  paragraph  probably  would 
weaken  the  Resolution  from  the  standpoint  of  tax  treatment.      Dr.    Millar  said  that 
unless  there  were  other  comments  he  would  entertain  a  motion  for  adoption  of  the 
Resolution. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  moved  that  the  Resolution  be  adopted.      The  motion  was  seconded 
by  Mr.    Loren  Smith,    roll  was  called,    and  the  resolution  unanimously  adopted. 

The  Chairman  announced  that  with  the  adoption  of  the  foregoing  Resolution  the 
Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Presidents'  Housing  was  dissolved  and  stated  that  a  new 
committee  would  probably  be  formed  in  the  next  few  months  to  extend  the  study. 

Dr.    Millar  then  asked  Dr.    Rhoten  A.    Smith,    President,    Northern  Illinois  University, 
to  make  his  report  to  the  Board. 

NORTHERN  ILLINOIS  UNIVERSITY 

President  Smith  reported  on  degrees,    Graduate  and  Undergraduate,    awarded  at 
the  Summer  Session  1969,    and  also  reported  on  the  applications  for  admission  for 
Fall  Semester  1969  as  compared  with  applications  in  1968.     He  reported  that  total 
applications  in  1969  have  increased  by  11%. 

1.  Personnel  transactions  for  faculty  and  other  employees,     including  a  request 

for  additional  new  positions   (Operating  Staff)  not  previously  budgeted,    but 
for  which  funds  are  available  and  a  simultaneous  request  for  permission  to 
employ.     A  list  of  the  persons  involved  in  these  transactions  is  appended  to 
the  President's  Report  and  will  be  kept  on  file  at  the  University  and  in  the 
Central  Office. 

President  Smith  advised  that  a  number  of  new  Chairmen  of  Departments 
had  been  appointed  during  the  past  few  months.      Dr.    Julian  inquired  into 
the  method  used  for  appointing  a  Chairman.      The  President  responded  that 
within  a  Department  a  committee  is   set  up  which  begins  to  accumulate  names 
from  within  and  without  the  Department.      This  list  of  names  is  narrowed 
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down  to  some  manageable  number,    usually  three  to  five.      People  from  out- 
side the  University  are  brought  in  for  interview  by  the  total  department  as 
well  as  the  deans  involved,    the  provost  and  oftentimes  the  President.      When 
this  process  has  been  completed,    the  committee  submits  to  the  provost  a 
list  containing  two  or  three  names  ranked  in  order  of  preference,    and  the 
provost  then  makes  the  selection. 

Dr.  Julian  inquired  whether  the  decision  of  the  Department  is  ever  over- 
ruled by  the  provost  or  dean,  and  Dr.  Geigle  replied  that  there  is  usually 
a  consensus  before  the  list  of  three  is  selected,  and  this  situation  was  not 
likely  to  occur. 

President  Smith  said  he  would  like  to  recommend  to  the  Board  and  the 
Staff  a  mutual  discussion  of  policies  with  regard  to  appointments,    ranks 
and  promotions  with  sister    institutions,    believing  present  policies  to  be 
too  restrictive.      Mr.    Loren  Smith  asked  whether  it  might  be  appropriate  to 
suggest  to  the  Executive  Secretary  that  he  undertake  an  investigation  of  this 
with  the  universities.      Dr.    Matsler  replied  that  the  Central  Staff  is  now  com- 
piling the  existing   Board  regulations  from  the    minute  s     and  from  other 
documents,    including  those  pertaining  to  appointments,    and  that  these  regula- 
tions would  be  presented  to  the  Board  for  examination  and  consideration. 

Dr.    Julian  commented  that  he  had  read  a  news  report  about  the  possibility 
of  a  strike  at  Northern  Illinois  University  and  Illinois  State  University. 
President  Smith  advised  that  the  University  was  in  the  process  of  negotia- 
tions with  the  union,    were  working  hard  toward  a  settlement,    but  as  yet  a 
settlement  had  not  been  arrived  at.

The  planning  portion  is  payable  from 
001-4186-600.  30,    subject  to  release  of  funds  in  the  amount  of 
$1,  500,    this  amount  to  be  applied  to  the  architect's  final  fee 
on  the  project.

A  representative  of  the  architectural  firm  of  Middleton  Associates

President  Smith  advised  that  they  had  intended  to  present  a 
tabulation  of  bids  for  the  reconstruction  of  the   south  terrace 
and  south  terrace  walls,    but  were  unable  to  do  so  because  of 
the  10  day  requirement  for  notice;  and  in  lieu  were  requesting 
permission  to  put  the  project  out  for  bids,    to  accept  bids  and 
to  award  contract,    subject  to  approval  of  the   Central  Office. 
He  advised  that  if  bids  were  not  presented  to  the  Board  until 
the  October  meeting  they  would  run  into  weather    problems  and 
would  not  be  able  to  do  the  needed  work  until  next  Spring, 
The  estimated  total  cost  is  $10,  500,    of  which  amount  $1,  500 
will  be  paid  by  the  contractor,    and  $1,  500  will  be  paid  by  the 
architect,    the  balance  to  be  absorbed  by  the  University. 

Dr,    Lund  moved  that  authority  be  given  for  the  redesign  and  reconstruction  of  the 
south  terrace  and  south  terrace  walls,    University  Center  Terrace,    to  put  the 
project  out  for  bids,    and  that  the  contract  be  awarded,    subject  to  approval  by  the 
Central  Office  Staff.      The  motion  was   seconded  by  Mr.    Loren  Smith,    roll  was 
called  and  the  motion  carried  unanimously.

President  Smith  said  that  in  the  July  meeting  of  the  Board  Dr.    Brookens  had 
raised  the  question  of  the  type  of  detergents  used.      The  President  said  he  had 
caused  an  investigation  to  be  made  and  'was  happy  to  report  that  beginning  in 
1969  the  University  had  included  in  its  specifications  for  bid  that  only  biode- 
gradable detergents  would  be  acceptable.      This  has  been  true  in  100%  of  the 
purchases  made  by  the  University. 

President  Smith  also  called  attention  to  the  attachment  to  his  Report  having  to 
do  with  football  helmets,    as  requested  by  Dr.    Brookens,    and  also  the  requested 
information  on  wage  administration  and  the  method  of  determining  salary  ranges. 

Dr.    Matsler  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  university  transactions  approved 
by  the  ad  hoc  Executive  Committee  during  the  month  of  August  would  be   reflected 
in  the  September  minutes  and  approval  of  the  September  minutes  would  constitute 
approval  by  the  Board  as  a  whole  of  these  August  transactions. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  moved  that  the  President's  Report  as  submitted  and  revised  be 
approved  for  Northern  Illinois  University.      The  motion  was   seconded  by  Mr.    Barr, 
roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  was  carried  unanimously.

Dr.    Spencer  reported  further  that  lead  time  for  academic  and  physical  planning 
for  Sangamon  State  is  two  months,    and  by  agreement  with  the  Master  Planning 
Architect,    Sangamon  State  is  committed  to  having  a  program  ready  to  submit  on 
November  1.      The  architect  will  in  turn  bring  to  him  a  Master  Plan  by  late 
April  or  May  1  of  1970. 

He  also  reported  that  he  had  met  with  the  Academic   Planning  Committee  in  August 
and  found  them  a  very  talented  group.     After  the  meeting  on  September  19  this 
Committee  will  be  discharged.      He  remarked  that  he  had  presented  to  them  the 
idea  that  they  take  to  heart  some  of  the  literature  on  the  discontent  in  higher  edu- 
cation in  America* today,    and  suggested  that  before  things  are  "taken  off  the 
shelf"  and  it  is  decided  that  the  University  will  have  certain  departments,    they 
should  take  a  look  at  the  wrongs  and  difficulties  in  higher  education  today.      He 
stated  further  that  on  October  24  and  25  a  two  day  planning  workshop  would  be 
held  in  Springfield  with  members  of  the  Committee,    academic  planners  of  other 
universities,    people  who  are  being  hired  for  SSU,    student  delegates  from  neighbor- 
ing institutions   --  the  two  Regency  Universities,    the  junior  colleges  in  Springfield, 
Concordia  Seminary  and  several  liberal  arts  colleges.      Two  student  delegates  from 
each  will  be  invited  to  attend  and  reading  lists  and  questions  will  be   sent  to  them. 
The   Presidents  of  institutions  will  be  asked  to  send  the  head  of  the   student  body  and, 
if  possible,    one  other  person,    such  as  the  defeated  opponent  in  the  last  election. 
He  believed  they  should  be  able  to  produce  a  working  paper  which  can  be  submitted 
to  the  architect  as  the  initial  academic  program  for  Sangamon  State,    thereby  dis- 
tilling two  years  into  two  months.       He   stated  there  is  an  abundance  of  material 
to  guide  him  in  these  deliberations,    and  he  thought  it  possible  to  make  wise  and 
sound  decisions  under  these  circumstances. 

President  Spencer   said  that  he  was  exploring  the  meaning  of  relevance  in  higher 
education  and  looking  at  the  meaning  of  innovation  in  these  areas:     admissions, 
curriculum,    graduate  programs,    emphasis  and  design  of  meting  out  rewards 
and  promotions  for  students  and  faculty;  advancement  in  the  academic  world; 
the  measurement  of  quality  and  of  failure;  how  an  institution  can  discharge  its 
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moral  and  social  responsibilities  to  the  community;  how  to  design  a  campus  to 
foster  what  has  been  discovered  in  all  of  these  deliberations. 

In  staff  recruitment,    Dr.    Spencer  stated  he  thought  it  important  to  have  these 
questions   ready  so  that  the  people  who  will  be  interviewed  can  commit  themselves. 
He   said  he  had  received  an  abundance  of  applications  from  people  who  wish  to 
serve  Sangamon  State,    and  that  he  is  looking  for  persons  with  imagination,    with 
competence  and  a  willingness  to  experiment,    if  this  is  indicated  by  his  planning 
group.      He  anticipated  that  at  the  November  meeting  of  the  Board  he  would 
request  authorization  for  basic  degree  programs  and  faculty  positions. 

Dr.    Spencer  reported  that  he  is  establishing  liaison  with  various  groups  in  the 
city,    including  land  developers  who  control  land  on  the  perimeter  of  the  campus; 
that  he  had  met  with  county  planning  people;  and  that  already  a  strong  working 
relationship  had  been  established  with  Lincoln  Land  Community  College  and  their 
architects  and  those  for  Sangamon  State  University. 

No  action  was  taken  on  President  Spencer's  Report, 


ILLINOIS  STATE  UNIVERSITY 


Before  presenting  his  Report  to  the  Board,    Dr.    Braden  reviewed  briefly  the 
summary  of  degrees  awarded  in  August  1968,    January  1969  and  June  1969,    as 
compared  with  similar  degree  awarding  dates  of  1967-1968. 

He   reported  that  as  of  August  1969,    3Z14  beginning  freshmen  had  been  admitted 
to  the  University  for  the  Fall  semester,    and  an  additional  10Z0  transfer   students 
had  been  admitted. 

President  Braden  introduced  Dr.    Charles  A.    White  who  has  been  appointed 
Assistant  to  the  President,    effective  September  1,    1969.      Dr.    White  has  been 
Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Speech. 

1.  Personnel  transactions  for  faculty  and  other  employees,    including  appoint- 
ments to  new  positions  not  previously  authorized  by  the  Board  and  for 
which  authorization  is,  simultaneously  requested.      A  list  of  the  persons 
involved  in  these  transactions  is  appended  to  the  President's  Report  and 
will  be  kept  on  file  at  the  University  and  in  the   Central  Office. 

2.  Purchases 

a.  From  Operating  Budget  $64,749.48 

b.  From  Revenue  Bond  Budget  8,027.49

Mr.    Barr  inquired  of  President  Braden  whether  university  cars  were  kept  in  a 
motor  pool  and  taken  out  for   specific  assignments,    or  whether  they  were  as- 
signed to  individuals.       Dr.    Braden  responded  that  at  Illinois  State  University 
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the  use  of  cars  is  budgeted  through  the  allocation  of  funds  to  each  Department  in 
a  travel  category,    and  therefore  travel  must  be  approved  and  be  a  part  of  that 
Department's  mission,    whatever  it  may  be.     He  stated  that  the  greatest  use  of 
automobiles  by  the  University  is  in  the   supervision  of  practice  teachers  all  over 
the  State,    and  particularly  in  the  Northern  part  of  the  State.      The  cars  are 
checked  out  through  the  Department  of  Professional  Laboratory  Experiences 
and   for  each  trip  the  person  files  the  mileage,    to  what  point  he  traveled,    and 
for  what  purpose. 

3.  Buildings  and  Grounds 

a.  South  Mall  Art  Building  and  DeGarmo  Hall 

Because  of  the  constant  and  high  rate  of  costs  escalation,    permission 
was  requested  to  ask  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  to  release  the 
contingency  monies  on  both  of  these  projects,    if  it  is  needed. 

(Mr.    Beahringer  explained  that  the  Illinois  Building  Authority  has 
refused  to  go  out  for  bids  on  any  job  that  is  not  within  cost  estimate 
of  the  project.      It  has  no  flexibility  for  alternates  to  add  in  or 
deduct.     IBA  wants  assurance  that  if  the  bid  does  come  in  over  the 
estimates  there  is  additional  money  to  take  care  of  the  overage. 
As  of  now,    IBA  refuses  to  even  consider  going  out  on  SMART 
because  of  no  flexibility  within  the  bids.      The  base  bid  on  SMART 
is  at  the  limit  of  construction  funds  without  any  alternates  whatsoever. 
IBA  wants  assurance  that  if  needed,    funds  will  be  available.  ) 

b.  Union- Auditorium 

In  response  to  a  question  by  the  Chairman,    Dr.    Braden  replied  that 
the  project  would  come  in  within  the  $11.  8  million  approved.     He 
stated  that  they  have  three  or  four  modules  on  this  project  and  as 
the  months  go  by  it  is  more  and  more  likely  that  some  of  these 
modules  would  have  to  be  eliminated.     Dr.    Millar  inquired  if  the 
general  concept  and  design  of  the  building  is   still  essentially  as  pre- 
sented originally,    and  Dr.    Braden  stated  it  is  and  that  it  is   still  a 
viable  project. 

c.  Married  Student  Apartments 

President  Braden  advised  that  Chapman  and  Cutler,    the  municipal 
bond  consultants,    advised  that  the  original  program  of  50  one-bedroom 
and  50  two-bedroom  apartments  must  be  followed.

Dr.    Braden  said  that  he  would  like  to  inform  the  Board  about  a  threatened  strike 
on  the  ISU  campus.      There  had  been,    he  stated,    wide  publicity  that  the  union  had 
indicated  its  intention  to  call  a  strike  on  September   12.     He  advised  the  Board 
that  negotiations  were  undertaken  to  develop  contract  language  and  they  had  been 
making  rather  good  progress  until  July  18  at  which  time  it  had  become  impossible 
to  have  any  further  negotiations.      Meetings  had  been  scheduled  but  had  been  can- 
celled by  the  union.     A  negotiation  meeting  is  scheduled  for  Wednesday,    Septem- 
ber 10,    at  which  time  the  University  will  attempt  to  continue  the  settlement  of  the 
contract  language  and  get  into  the  wage  question.      Dr.    Braden  said  the  university 
is  hopeful  of  making  further  progress  in  the  coming  week  in  order  to  prevent  the 
strike.      The  University   is  prepared,    he   stated,    to  do  their  utmost  to  carry  on 
in  the  event  of  a  strike. 

Dr.    Millar  stated  that  this  topic  had  been  of  sufficient  import  to  the  Board  that 
it  had  taken  a  position  on  it,    and  said  that  although  the  Board  is  not  in  a  position 
to  offer  advice  in  the  sense  that  the  University  is  on  the  scene  and  the  Board  is 
not,    it  must  be  recognized  that  the  objectives  of  the  Board  and  the  State  of 
Illinois  be  served.     In  good  faith  the  University  must  continue  negotiations  and 
work  with  representatives  of  the  union.     Every  effort  will  be  made  to  keep  the 
University  open  and  provide  food  service  by  whatever  means  it  can  be  done. 
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He   stated  that  planned  in  this  way,    ihe   strike  comes  at  a  crucial  time,    but  with 
proper  planning  and  some  degree  oi  foresight,    this  objective  can  be  met.      He 
stated  that  as  a  State  institution  and  having  the  strength  of  the  State  of  Illinois 
we  must  be  resolved  to  take  whatever  appropriate  legal  means  are  felt  necessarv 
to  make  certain  that  we  keep  the   University  open,    and  that  in  fact  the  strike  dees 
not  result  in  any  violence.      We  want  a  fair   settlement  and  above  all  to  keep  the 
students  in  school. 

Appropriate  legal  measures  may  imply  many  things,    he  stated,    and  an  injunction 
is  available  and  advised  he  would  like  to  read  a  Resolution  passed  earlier  this 
year  which  addresses  itself  directly  to  this  problem: 

RESOLUTION  AUTHORIZING  LEGAL  PROCEDURES  IN  EVENT 
OF  A  STRIKE  BY  EMPLOYEES  OF  THE  REGENCY  UNIVERSITIES 

WHEREAS,    the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  State  of  Illinois  is  charged  by 
law  to  manage,    operate,    control  and  maintain  Illinois  State   University,    Northern 
Illinois  University,    and  Sangamon  State  University  as  provided  by  Statute, 
IRS  Chapter  144,    Sections   301-311,    "Regency  Universities  Act"    (1967);  and 

WHEREAS,    all  persons  employed  under  the  University  Civil  Service 
System  of  Illinois  are  public  employees;  and 

WHEREAS,    the  conditions  of  employment  in  public   service  are  controlled 
within  boundaries  of  public  policy;  and 

WHEREAS,    it  is  contrary  to  the  public  policy  and  the  law  of  the  State  of 
Illinois  for  public  employees  to  engage  in  a  strike; 

NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  officers  of  the  Board  of 
Regents  are  hereby  authorized  to  commence  legal  and  equitable  proceedings  as 
may  be  appropriate  to  restrain  strikes  or  work  stoppages  against  the  Regency 
Universities  on  the  part  of  any  employees  of  the   Board  of  Regents. 

Adopted  July  13,    1969 
Normal,    Illinois 

This  Resolution  has  been  in  effect,    and  prior  to  exercising  any  of  the  more  power- 
ful tools,    Dr.    Millar   stated  he  hoped  that  reason  and  judgment  would  prevail; 
and  above  all  he  would  hope  everyone  would  do  the  utmost  to  make  certain  that  the 
students  who  arrive  on  campus  find  a  University  in  which  they  can  seek  their 
education.      Dr.    Millar   stated  he  would  be  receptive  to  any  comments  by  other 
Board  members. 

Dr.    Braden  stated  that  he  appreciated  the  direction  of  the  Board.      He   said  that 
a  number  of  telephone  calls  had  come  in  from  various   segments  of  the  University 
community  inquiring  whether  or  not  a  person  is  obliged  and  free  to  come  to  work 
in  the  event  of  a  strike.      The  University  response  had  been,    not  only  is  he  free, 
he  is  obliged  to  come  to  work.      A  strike  does  not  have  legal  standing. 
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Mr.    Mathias  added  that  the  courts  have  held  that  in  Illinois   such  strikes  are 
illegal. 

Dr.    Braden  added  that  the  University  is  taking  whatever   steps  it  can  to  keep 
the   University  open  and  will  have  alternative  plans  for  handling  various  func- 
tions. 

Mr.    Loren  Smith  moved  that  the   President's  Report  for  Illinois  State  University 
as   submitted  and  revised,    be  approved.      The  motion  was   seconded  by  Dr. 
Knoblauch,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously.    ** 


REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  SECRETARY  -   NO.    15 

Section  I    -  New'  Programs 

Dr.    Matsler  reviewed  the  request  for  the  Master  of  Music  Education  Degree  at 
Illinois  State  University.      This  is  not  a  new  program,    but  rather,    an  appropriate 
change  in  title  from  the  previously  used  "Master  of  Science  in  Music"  and 
"Master  of  Science  in  Education"  with  emphasis  on  Music.      The  request  does  not 
require  approval  by  the   Board  of  Higher  Education. 

The  Master  of  Music  Degree  at  Illinois  State   University  was  reviewed,    which 
provides  for  a  more  specialized  degree  than  the  M.  A.    in  Music  or  the  Master 
of  Music  Education  degree.      Board  of  Higher  Education  approval  is  not  required, 
and  there  are  no  additional  costs  involved. 

Mr.    Cornwell  moved  that  approval  be  given  to  these  two  new  programs  at  Illinois 
State  University  as   submitted  to  the  Board.       The  motion  was   seconded  by  Dr. 
Knoblauch,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

The  Ed.  D.  in  Art  Education  at  Northern  Illinois  University  had  been  submitted 
to  members  of  the  Board  in  advance  of  the  meeting,  and  Dr.  Matsler  reviewed 
the  proposal  and  recommended  to  the   Board  that  the  proposal  be  approved. 

Mr.    Cornwell  moved  that  the  Board  of  Regents  approve  the  Doctor  of  Education 
program  in  Art  Education  and  direct  that  this  proposal  be  submitted  to  the  Board 
of  Higher  Education  for  its   review  and  approval.      The  motion  was   seconded  by 
Mrs.    Masters,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  unanimously  carried. 

Section  II  -  Internal  Budgets  for  Fiscal   Year  1969-70 

Dr.    Matsler  advised  that  the  staff  had  had  a  very  short  time  to  consider  the 
internal  budgets  for  ISU  and  NIU,    but  had  tried  to  be  sure  that  totals  were   recon- 
cilable,   and  had  worked  out  a  table  which  had  been  presented  to  members  of  the 
Board.      The  internal  budgets,    he  stated,    came  in  late  because  of  the  legislative 

(**See  p.    Zl  for  ISU  Transactions  approved  by  Executive  Committee  in  August  19 69 i 
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session  and  labor  negotiations.      The  annual  operating  budgets  are  in  effect, 
he  advised,    and  the   Board  had  passed  on  these  requests.      He   stated  that  an 
internal  budget  is  a  management  tool  and  the  Board  members  might  like  to 
look  at  the  comparison  of  items.      The    percentages  by  category  have  not  changed 
very  much,    and  he  noted  that  the  one  big  change  is  in  staff  benefits,    due  to  a 
change  in  the  Retirement  System.     He  stated  that  the  salaries  of  all  individuals 
hired  do  appear  in  the  budget  and  the  positions  expected  to  be  filled  in  the  coming 
year  appear  also. 

Mr.    Barr  stated  that  he  intended  to  vote  against  approval  of  the  NIU  internal 
budget  at  this  meeting  because  the  document  had  been  presented  to  Board  mem- 
bers at  the  start  of  the  meeting  and  the  members  had  not  had  an  opportunity  to 
study  it.      He  questioned  what  function  the   Board  of  Regents   serves  in  voting  on 
the  budget  without  due  consideration.     He  stated  there  was  insufficient  time  for 
any  member  to  intelligently  approve  or  disapprove.      This  is   something,    he  said, 
that  in  order  for  any  member  to  take  intelligent  action  on  would  have  to  be 
examined. 

Dr.    Matsler  advised  that  normally  these  budgets  would  be  presented  in  June 
or  July,    and  that  the  budgets  are  based  on  the  formulae  developed  by  the  Board 
of  Higher  Education.      The  Legislature  approved  the  final  budgets  July  1. 

Dr.    Millar  noted  that  the  internal  budget  from  NIU  was  dated  August  29,    which 
would  have  given  members  at  least  some  time  to  look  it  over. 

Dr.    Julian  commented  that  he  would  have  to  take  the  same  position,    and  that 
the   Board  was  being  called  on  to  approve  something  they  had  not  studied  or  read. 
He   S2w  no  other  alternative  except  that  the  Board  rely  upon  the  staff  and  hold  it 
responsible  for  certifying  that  all  the  materials  in  the  budget  are  in  keeping  with 
the  cuts,    if  they  were  to  be  approved  at  this  time. 

Dr.    Knoblauch    commented  that  the  situation  was  not  as  bad  as  it  appeared  to  be; 
that  about  75%  of  these  funds  are  already  committed.      Another  15-20%  are  capital 
items,    and  he  stated  that  in  every  legislative  year  there  would  be  obstacles  hard 
to  overcome, 

Dr.    Matsler  stated  that  all  new  programs  in  the  budget  requests  had  been  dis- 
cussed with  the   Board  last  year.      The  Board  has  been  apprised  as  to  where  the 
new  money  is   supposed  to  be  going. 

Mr.    Loren  Smith  commented  that  as  far  as  the  Executive  Secretary  is  concerned, 
he  would  like  the  Central  Staff  to  give  to  the  Board  some  kind  of  commentary  on 
the  budgets.      What  he  is  interested  in  is  knowing  the  trends  over  the  past  three 
or  four  years;  where  we  are  moving  in  terms  of  amounts  of  money  allocated  to 
instruction  or  general  administration,    equipment  and  books.      Is  the  nature  of 
the  mission  of  the  university  being  reflected  in  the  kind  of  allocations  we  are 
making?      He  stated  that  it  is  really  up  to  the   Presidents  as  to  how  they  spend 
their  money. 
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Dr.    Millar  asked  the  Presidents  to  comment  on  this.       Dr.    Braden  said  that  the 
basic  question  is  how  the  Board  exercises  control  over  the  Universities.      This 
is  a  pro  forma  action  and  has  to  be  because  of  the  timetable.     Neither  the  Board 
nor  the  University  can  control  this.      When  the  legislature  makes  its  decision 
on  June  30,    and  we  have  to  have  legal  authority  this  year,    things  have  to  be 
done  quickly,    a  matter  of  superhuman  effort.      He  thought  the  real  question  is 
for  the   Board  and  Staff  and  everyone  to  see  whether  or  not  these  budgets  as 
compared  with  last  year's  take  us  in  the  direction  we  want  to  go;  and  if  not, 
then  Board  should  exercise  direction. 

Mr.    Barr  inquired  what  would  happen  if  the  Board  put  off  approving  these 
budgets  until  the  October  meeting.      He   said  he  was  not  criticizing  the  University 
for  coming  in  late.      The  University  came  in  when  it  had  the  job  done.      His  cri- 
ticism,   he  said,    is  asking  for  approval  at  this  meeting. 

Dr.    Millar  said  that  in  order  to  answer  Mr.    Barr's  question,    Mr.    Mathias  had 
informed  him  that  it  is  possible  to  operate  on  the  basis  of  these  budgets  as  pre- 
sented,   to  instruct  the  universities  to  do  this,    and  delay  approval  for  thirty  days. 
This  would  give   members  an  opportunity  to  look  over  the  budgets,    to  examine 
and  make  comments,    and  not  in  any  way  obstruct  the  operation  of  the  universities, 
and  might  very  well  generate  some  constructive  action  on  the  part  of  the  Board 
members. 

President  Smith  stated  that  they  had  operated  for  two  months  on  the  budget, 
and  the  Board  had  approved  purchases  three  times. 

Mr.    Barr  moved  that  the  Board  authorize  the  University  to  operate  on  the  basis 
of  the  internal  budgets  as  presented  until  the  next  regularly  scheduled  meeting 
of  the  Board,    and  that  at  that  time  the  Board  will  consider  the  budgets  for  final 
approval.      The  motion  was   seconded  by  Mrs.    Masters,    roll  was  called,    and 
the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Dr.    Lund  stated  that  the  available  history  of  budgeting  was  incomplete.      He 
stated  that  the   Board  of  Regents  was  a  newly  constituted  board.      Sometime 
last  year,    during  calendar  1968,    the  Board  began  to  hear  about  formula  budget- 
ing.     Summary  sheets  from  appropriate    people  are  needed  to  guide  our  reading 
before  next  meeting.      The  three  Presidents,    the  Staff  and  anybody  who  can  help 
to  give  consideration  to  a  budget  procedure  which  is  more  informative  and 
acceptable  should  begin  working  on  this  problem.      The  Board  does  not  have  the 
opportunity  to  review    cost  consequences,    allocation  of  resources    and  related 
decisions.      It  can  manipulate  only  3  to  5%  of  the  budget,    yet  it  has  the  responsi- 
bility to  generate  proposals  which  should  accomplish  educational  results,    and 
it  must  support  them  through  channels  of  government.      Dr.    Lund  stated  he 
thought  there  were  bigger  questions  on  which  the  Board  should  be   spending  its 
time  and  stated  he  hoped  a  study  could  be  generated  over  a  period  of  years. 
Dr.    Lund  observed,    "We  have  three  new  Presidents.      We  have  a  new  Executive 
Secretary,    and  they  bring  experiences  from  other  states  and  other  places. 
Let  them  widen  their  circle.      We  have  a  new  Bureau  of  the  Budget,    and  I  think 
one  of  our  problems  will  be  to  defend  our  prerogatives.      There  is  a  big  and 
complex  job  to  be  done.  " 
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Dr.    Millar  stated  that  he  fully  agreed  that  the  Board  should  address  itself  to 
that  problem  in  the  coming  months,    and  that  he  was  sure  the  Presidents 
support  this  kind  of  action  on  the  part  of  the   Board. 

Section  III  -   Architects  Manual 


Dr.    Matsler   said  that  this  manual  had  been  presented  in  July   in  draft  form  to  the 
Board  members.      Since  that  time  the  Central  Staff  has  solicited  help  from  archi- 
tects and  from  the  institutions.      He   stated  he  was  now  recommending  that  the 
Board  adopt  this  manual  as  policy.      Dr0    Knoblauch  suggested  that  on  page  14  of 
the  Manual  the  word  "adequate"  be   substituted  for  "weekly"  with  reference  to 
inspections. 

Dr.  Knoblauch  moved  that  the  Architects  Manual  with  the   suggested    revision  be 
approved  as   submitted.      The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Smith,    roll  was  called, 
and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Section  IV  -    New  Programs  Coming  to  the   Board  for  Fall  Approval 

Dr.    Matsler  reviewed  briefly  the  new  academic  programs  which  would  be  presented 
to  the   Board  for  approval  at  subsequent  meetings:     at  ISU,    a  Master's  Degree  in 
Educational  Media,    and  a  Doctor  of  Philosophy  Degree  in  English;  and  at  NIU,    a 
Center  for  Government  Studies   (within  the  Department  of  Political  Science), 
a  Doctor  of  Philosophy  Degree  in  Geology,    a  Doctor  of  Philosophy  Degree  in 
Physics,    and  a  Doctor  of  Philosophy  Degree  in  Educational  Psychology. 

Section  V  -   Schedule  for  Submission  of  Capital  and  Operating  Budget  Requests 
for  FY  1970-71 

The  Executive  Secretary  called  attention  to  the  September  15-26  dates  for  review 
of  operating  budget  requests  by  the   Central  Office,    and  said  he  had  been  advised 
that  the  institutions  could  not  complete  them  by  that  time,    and  for  that  reason  he 
was  recommending  that  the  October  5  meeting  of  the  Board  be  postponed  until  a 
later  date. 

Dr.    Lund  moved  that  the  October  meeting  of  the   Board  of  Regents  be  postponed 
until  October  21.      The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Barr,    roll  was  called,    and  the 
motion  carried,    with  Mr.    Cornwell  abstaining. 

Section  VI  -    Printing  of  Governance   Policy  Document 

Dr.    Matsler  advised  that  bids  had  been  received  and  a  purchase  order  issued  to 
the  lowest  bidder  for  the  printing  of  the  document.      Six  thousand  copies  have  been 
ordered,    with  the  provision  that  the  type  will  be  held  for  one  year  pending  a 
possible  additional  order  of  4000  copies. 

Section  VII  -  August  Action  of  Executive  Committee 

Dr.    Matsler  reported  that  during  the  month  of  August  the  Executive   Committee 
had  received  skeletal  Presidents'   Reports  containing  requests  for  approval  of 
necessary  personnel  and  purchase  transactions.      The   reports  are  incorporated 
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into  the  Presidents'  September  reports.      The  Central  Office  had  requested  ap- 
proval of  the  hiring  of  an  Administrative  Assistant,    Mr.    William  H.    Griffith, 
at  an  annual  salary  of  $13,  000,    effective  September  22,    1969.      President  Spencer 
had  requested  approval  of  the  hiring  of  Dr.    Robert  Marsh,    Academic  Program 
Coordinator,    effective  September  8,  1969,    at  an  annual  salary  of  $15,  500; 
Mrs.    Annabelle  Patton,    Administrative  Assistant,    effective  September  2,    1969, 
at  an  annual  salary  of  $12,  000;  and  non-academic  employees  as  listed  below: 

John  Michael  Doyle,    Accountant  II,    $10,  500  p/a,    effective  9/8/69 
Mrs.    Shirley  Kinley,    Secretary  III,    $580  per  mo.  ,    effective  9/2/69

Mr.    Smith  moved  that  the  Board  ratify  the  above  actions  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee during  the  month  of  August.      The  motion  was   seconded  by  Dr.    Lund, 
roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  unanimously  carried. 

Section  VIII  -    Sangamon  State   University  Personnel  Transactions 

The  Executive  Secretary  reported  that  President  Spencer  had  recommended  the 
appointment  of  Dr.    Robert  Batson  as  a  Consultant  in  Public  Administration  at 
an  annual  salary  of  $21,  500,      The  appointment  is  for  one  calendar  year.      Dr.    Batson 
will  continue  to  teach  on  a  part  time  basis  at  Illinois  State  University,    with  the 
financial  arrangements  between  the  two  Universities  to  be  pro  rated  equitably. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  moved  that  approval  be  given  to  the  appointment  of  Dr.    Batson 
as  recommended  by  Dr.    Spencer.      The  motion  was   seconded  by  Mr.    Smith,    roll 
was  called,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Section  IX  -   Report  of  Legal  Counsel  No.    12 

Mr.    Mathias  presented  and  recommended  that  the  Board  adopt  a  Resolution  ap- 
proving the  lease  and  authorizing  its  execution  for  space  to  be  used  for  the 
administrative  offices  of  Sangamon  State  University.      The   space  is  in  the  Myers 
Building,    Springfield,    Illinois,    at  a  rental  of  $880  per  month. 

Mr.    Barr  moved  that  the  Resolution  be  adopted  authorizing  the  execution  of  the 
lease  for  office   space  for  Sangamon  State  University.      The  motion  was   seconded 
by  Dr.    Lund,    roll  was  called,    and  the  Resolution  was    adopted  unanimously. 
The  text  appears  below: 

RESOLVED,    that  the  lease  between  the  partnership  known  as  Myers 
Families    and  the  Board  of  Regents  covering  the  premises  known  and  described 
as  Rooms  809,    812,    and  818  on  the  Eighth  Floor  and  Room  517  on  the  Fifth 
Floor    of  the  Myers   Building  at  Fifth  and  Washington  Streets  in  the  City  of 
Springfield,    Illinois,    for  the  one  year  period  beginning  September  1,    1969,    and 
ending  August  31,    1970,    to  be  used  for  offices  and  administrative  purposes  of 
Sangamon  State   University  at  a  monthly  rental  of  $880,    be  and  the   same  is 
hereby  approved  subject  to  suitable  appropriations,    and  that  the  officers  of  the 
Board  of  Regents  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  execute  said  lease  for 
and  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Regents. 
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Mr.    Mathias  reported  that  since  mailout  date  Northern  Illinois  University  had 
reached  an  agreement  with  Local  8  of  International  Union  of  Operating  Engineers, 
and  also  with  the  Northern  Illinois  University  Patrolmen's  Association,    and  he 
recommended  that  the  Board  authorize  the  execution  of  both  of  these  agreements. 
He  also  reported  that  an  agreement  had  been  reached  between  Illinois  State  Uni- 
versity and  Local  8  of  the  International  Union  of  Operating  Engineers  at  ISU, 
and  recommended  that  the  Board  authorize  execution  of  this  agreement. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  moved  that  the  Board  approve  each  of  these  agreements  and 
authorize  the  Chairman  and  Executive  Secretary  to  execute  the  agreements. 
The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Cornwell,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion 
carried  unanimously. 


OTHER   BUSINESS 


President  Smith  informed  the  Board  that  an  offer  of  employment  had  been  made 
to  one  Ulysses  D.    Jenkins,    contingent  upon  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Regents, 
as  a  Reading  Counsellor  at  Northern  Illinois  University  in  an  experimental  program 
for  disadvantaged  students.      President  Smith  said  that  a  subsequent  review  of 
Mr.    Jenkins1  qualifications  indicated  that  he  could  not  be  recommended  for  such 
an  appointment  because  of  the  lack  of  proper  qualifications. 

Mr.    Barr  moved  that  the  Board  disapprove  the  appointment  of  Mr.    Ulysses  D. 
Jenkins  as  Reading  Counsellor  at  Northern  Illinois  University.      The  motion  was 
seconded  by  Mr.    Cornwell,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Mr.    Mathias  advised  that  at  the  time  the  Board  authorized  the  contract  with  the 
Murphy  and  Mackey  architectural  firm,    the  costs  were  not  included.      The  cost 
has  been  set  at  $125,  000  and  includes  the  use  of  consultants  by  the  Master  Plan 
architect,    to  be  paid  by  the  architect.      The  architect  will  submit  a  list  of  con- 
sultants they  propose  to  use,    to  be  mutually  agreed  upon  by  the  Board  and  the 
architect. 

There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Board,    Dr.    Millar  declared 
the  meeting  adjourned  until  the  next  scheduled  meeting  on  October  21,    1969,    at 
Illinois  State  University.

The  Chairman  asked  whether  there  were  corrections  or  additions  to  the  minutes 
of  the  meeting  of  September  7,    1969.      There  being  none,    Dr.    Julian  moved  that 
the  minutes  be  approved  as  distributed.      The  motion  was   seconded  by  Mr.    Smith, 
and  the  motion    carried  unanimously. 


CHAIRMAN'S  ITEMS 


Dr.    Millar  advised  that  the  late  Norris   L  Brookens  had  served  as  a  member  of 
the  Merit  Board  when  he  was  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Regents.      He  then  stated 
that  he  had  appointed  Mr.    Guy  E.    Cornwell  to  succeed  to  this  position  on  the 
Merit   Board  and  -would  entertain  a  motion  confirming  this  appointment.      Dr.    Lund 
moved  that  the  appointment  of  Mr.    Cornwell  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  Merit 
Board  be  ratified  by  the   Board.      The  motion  was   seconded  by  Dr.    Julian,    and 
the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

The  Chairman  advised  that  Mrs.    Thomas  D.    Masters  had  represented  the  Board 
of  Regents  at  a  meeting  of  the  Association  of  Governing  Boards  in  Washington, 
D.  C.    and  called  upon  Mrs.    Masters  to  report  on  the  meeting. 

Mrs.    Masters  advised  that  these  meetings  are  held  twice  a  year  for  members  of 
governing  boards,    and  that  four  or  five  hundred  institutions  are  involved,    and 
she  believed  that  most  had  been  represented  in  Washington.      The  theme  of  the 
meeting  was  entitled,    "Higher  Education  and  the  Disadvantaged  Student". 

Dr.    Millar  then  introduced  to  the  meeting  Mr.    Anthony  Varese,    the  most  recently 
appointed  member  to  the  Board  of  Regents,    and  welcomed  Mr.    Varese  to  the 
Board. 

Dr.    Millar  next  reported  on  actions  of  the   Board  of  Higher  Education  early  in 
October.      He  advised  there  had  been  great  interest  in  the  position  paper  written 
by  the   staff  of  the   Board  of  Higher  Education  which  attempts  to  lay  the  groundwork 
to  establish  criteria  for  the  approval  of  new  academic  programs  on  the  basis  of 
their  relevance  to  social  problems  today.      He  advised  "that  there  had  been  an  at- 
tempt to  have  this  paper  adopted  as  the  official  position  of  the  Board  of  Higher 
Education,    but  that  Board  members,    including  himself,    had  resisted  this  motion 
and  stated  they  would  like  more  time  to  read  and  digest  the  paper  and  have  it 
resubmitted  at  the  November  4  meeting.      Dr.    Millar  asked  that  each  member  of 
the   Board  of  Regents,    the   Presidents  and  their  staffs,    and  in  fact  all  interested 
persons,    read  the  paper  and  offer  comments  to  him,    inasmuch  as  he  would  be 
required  to  vote  on  whether  or  not  the  adopt  the  paper  as  the  position  of  the  BHE. 
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He  stated  he  would  appreciate  advice,    comments,    or  any  discussion,    directed 
either  to    Dr.    Matsler  or  himself." 

He  reported  that  another  presentaticr  had  been  made  for  the  Science   Building 
at  ISU,     and  reviewed  briefly  the  history  of  this  building,    saying  that  one  year 
ago  when  Dr.    Brookens  had  presented  it  to  the  BHE  it  had  been  the  victim  of  a 
tie  vote,    and  on  that  basis  it  had  not  been  authorized.     It  was  written  into  the 
minutes  that  the  building  was  not  disapproved,    but  held  in  abeyance. 

The  Chairman  next  advised  that  copies  of  a  draft  of  the  Constitution  for  Northern 
Illinois  University  were  available  and  he  would  appoint  an  ad  hoc  readers  commit- 
tee to  read  the  document  and  report  directly  to  President  Smith  within  the  next 
few  weeks.      He  named  Mr.    Loren  Smith,    Dr.    Kenneth  Lund,    Dr.    Percy  Julian 
and  himself  to  his  ad  hoc  committee,    stating  that  the  committee  would  cease  to 
exist  after  it  had  reported  its  findings  and  thoughts  to  President  Smith. 

Dr.    Braden  advised  that  he  had  copies  of  the  draft  of  the  ISU    Constitution  avail- 
able.     Dr.    Millar  then  appointed  an  ad  hoc  readers  committee  to  review  this 
document  and  report  their  findings  and  thoughts  to    President  Braden.      The 
members  of  this  committee  are  Mr.    Guy  E.    Cornwell,    Mrs.    Thomas  D.    Masters, 
Mr.    Anthony  Varese  and  Dr.    Gordon  H.    Millar. 


OPERATING  BUDGETS 

Illinois  State  University 

Dr.    Braden  advised  that  the  ISU  operating  budget  was  a  composite  of  items 
which  are  in  part  statutory,    in  part  determined  by  formula,    and  in  part  deter- 
mined by  the  university  request  for  new  programs.      He  stated  that  the  great 
bulk  of  the  request  is  determined  by  the  formula  process  by  which  the  BHE  and 
its   staff  determine  the  level  of  costs  and  the   support  level  that  should  be  recom- 
mended for  higher  education.      He  stated  that  Dr.    Matsler  could  respond  to  any 
questions  with  respect  to  the  operation  of   formula  and  statutory  provisions,    and 
that  he  would  confine  himself  to  new  program  items.      He  advised  ISU  has  a 
number  of  new  programs,    program  improvements  and  other  specific  items, 
most  of  which  have  been  presented  to  the  Board  previously  in  the  course  of 
having  made  a  biennial  operating  budget  request  last  year.     He  advised  that 
there  was  relatively  little  that  is  new  in  this  request,    although  the    fact  that  the 
State  has  gone  to  annual  budgeting  systems  provides  an  opportunity  to  review 
again  the  specific  components  of  the  request  that  will  be  effective  for  FY  71. 
He  listed  the  new  programs  and  advised  that  the  staff  of  the  Board  had  reviewed 
this  list  and  had  made  certain  suggestions  with  respect  to  the  best  means  of 
obtaining  the  goals  the  university  has  in  mind.      He  continued  that  he  believed 
the  university  and  the  Central  Staff    were  in  general  common  agreement  that  the 
listed  programs  are  ones  that  deserve  the  support  of  the  Board,    and  that  he 
was  recommending  them  to  the  Board. 
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Dr.    Millar    said  that  the  budget  as  presented  by  Dr.    Braden  had  been  under 
study  by  the   staff  and  Board  members,    and  that  the  items  mentioned  by  the 
President  have  been   under  discussion  over  a  period  of  time.     He   said  that 
unless  there  were  comments  from  other  Board  members,    he  would  entertain 
a  motion  that  the  operating  budget  request  for  Illinois  State  University  in  the 
total  amount  of  $37,  635,  034  be  approved.      Mr.    Cornwell  moved  that  the  ISU 
operating  budget  request  be  approved.      The  motion  was  seconded  by   Dr.    Julian, 
roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Dr.    Millar  commented  that  these  operating  budget  requests  were  the  first  on 
which  the  Board  had  had  an  opportunity  to  have  relatively  intense  discussion 
between  staff  and  members  of  the  universities.      He  thought  that  this  discussion 
had  proved  to  be  healthy  and  responsible,    and  although  there  were  areas  in 
which  there  was  not  total  agreement,    the  consensus  was  good,    and  the  Staff  has 
been  instructed  to  so  argue  when  they  present  them  to  the  Board  of  Higher  Edu- 
cation. 

Northern  Illinois  University 

Before  presenting  the  operating  budget  request  for  Northern  Illinois  University, 
President  Smith  distributed  copies  of  a  change  in  enrollment  computations,    which 
he  stated  would  make  a  slight  difference  in  Schedule  A.      The  President  also  called 
attention  to  two  errors  in  typing  the  budget  document,    which  he  asked  to  be  cor- 
rected. 

President  Smith  briefly  discussed  new  programs,    program  improvements  and 
other  specific  items,    which  were  the  areas  asked  for  above  and  beyond  formula 
numbers.      There  had  been  some  previous  discussion  of  a  number  of  these,    but 
the  changes  were:     Item  b-10-Z,    Computer  Services,    a  cut  of  $10,  626  which  should 
not  have  been  included;  and  item  b-10-5,    Living  and  Learning,    which  should  come 
out  of  increased  enrollments  and  out  of  dollars  generated  by  formula,    and  the 
$27,880  should  be  deleted.      With  these  changes  and  the  changes  in  enrollment 
figures,    the  President  advised  the  total  request  for  Northern  Illinois  University 
is  $51,  313,192. 

Dr.    Lund  moved  that  the  operating  budget  request  for  Northern  Illinois  University 
be  approved.      The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Smith,    roll  was  called,    and  the 
motion  carried  unanimously. 

Sangamon  State  University 

President  Spencer  advised  that  the  operating  budget  request  which  had  been  distri- 
buted represents  all  new  positions  and  all  new  programs,   which  are  the  best  esti- 
mates of  how  Sangamon  will  operate  in  FY  71.     He  said  he  had  been  aided  in  the 
development  of  this  document  by  the  Central  Staff  who  had  drafted  it.      The  request 
represents  a  revision  and  upgrading  due  to  increased  costs  of  living,    salaries 
and  building.      His  total  request  for  Sangamon  State  University  is  $3,  301,  310. 
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Mr.    Smith  moved  that  the  operating  budget  request  for  Sangamon  State  University- 
be  approved.      The  motion  was  seconded  by  Dr,    Lund,    roll  was  called,    and  the 
motion  carried  unanimously. 

Central  Office 

Dr.    Matsler  stated  that  the   Central  Office  operating  budget  request  asks  for  two 
additional  professional  positions,    an  Assistant  Financial  Officer  and  an  Assist- 
ant to  the  Executive  Secretary,    and  one  additional  clerk- stenographer.      He  stated 
the  Central  Office  had  originally  asked  for  three  additional  persons,    but  this  had 
been  reduced  to  two,    and  that  the  total  of  the  original  request  was  reduced  by 
$5,  326.      The  total  request  is  $382,  821. 

Dr,    Julian  moved  that  the  operating  budget  request  for  the  Central  Office  of  the 
Board  of  Regents  be  approved.      The  motion  was   seconded  by  Mr.    Smith,    roll  was 
called,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously, 

Th?  total  operating  budget  request  for  the  Regency  system  amounts  to  $92,  632,  357. 

The  Chairman  then  asked  President  Braden  to  present  his  Report  to  the  Board. 

ILLINOIS  STATE  UNIVERSITY 


1  *  Policy  on  Campus  Disorders 

President  Braden  advised  that  in  the  last  session  of  the  legislature  there 
were  a.  number  of  bills  which  had  to  do  with  campus  policy  on  demonstrations,    and 
four  of  these  bills  had  recently  been  approved  by  the  Governor  and  took  effect 
withm  the  last  few  weeks.     Each  university  has  been  requested  to  present  to  the 
Governor  by  the  first  of  November  a  statement  of  campus  policy  on  demonstrations, 
On  all  of  the  university  campuses  consideration  is  being  given  to  how  we  can 
respond  constructively  to  this  requirement.      President  Braden  stated  that  the 
universities  have  been  given  no  guidelines,    and  that  he  was   somewhat  at  a  loss 
to  know' exactly  what  is  satisfactory.      He  commented  that  Illinois  State  and 
Northern  Illinois  University  have   slightly  different  approaches  to  this.      He  advised 
that  at  ISU  there  had  been  prepared  a  Resolution  for  the  Board  and  copies  had  been 
distributed  to  members,    plus  copies  of  the  documents  entitled,    Illinois  State 
University  Student  Life,    and  Code  of  Ethics,    and  suggested  that  an  appropriate 
and  constructive  response  would  be  for  the  Board  to  adopt  the  Resolution  and  the 
accompanying  statements  of  policy,    and  that  this  material  be  forwarded  to  the 
Governor.     He   stated  that  if  this  were  not  sufficient,    the  university  is  prepared 
to  go  into  more  detail  and  append  additional  information.      Dr.    Braden  then  read 
the  following  Resolution: 
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RE  SOLU  TIQN 

WHEREAS,  the  Board  of  Regents  is  charged  by  law  with  responsibility  for 
governing  Illinois  State  University,    and 

WHEREAS,    the   Board  of  Regents  has  heretofore  adopted  a  governing  policy 
for  the  Regency  Universities  which  provides  in  part  as  follows: 

"Fundamentally,    the  Board  recognizes  tha.t  the  mission  of  the  univer- 
sities is  to  learn,    teach,    criticize  and  enlarge  what  is  known, to  foster 
rational  and  imaginative  capabilities  in  the  search  for  understanding; 
to  bring  enlightened  and  skilled  intelligence  to  bear  upon  actual  and 
theoretical  issues;  and  to  achieve  an  increasing  level  of  excellence  in 
the  quality  of  the  universities  and  their  work,, 

"The  Board  emphasizes  its  conviction  that  free  inquiry  and  discussion  .    .    . 
are  basic  to  the  life  of  the  mind  which  the  universities  cherish,    and  that 
shared  responsibility  in  governing  the  universities    encourages  the 
achievemen'  of  sound  goals  in  higher  education,  " 

WHEREAS,  the  mission  of  Illinois  State  University  can  best  be  achieved  in 
an  atmosphere  wherein  the  civil  rights  of  all  persons  are  respected  and  order  is 
maintained  en  the  campus, 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED: 

That  the  Board  of  Regents  charges  students,    faculty,    employees,    and 
invitees  of  Illinois  State  University  to  adhere  to  the  standards  of  conduct  and 
policies  contained  in  the   Governing  Policy  for  the  Regency  Universities,    effec- 
tive May  4,    1969,    the  standards  and  conduct  and  policies  contained  in  Student 
Life  -  Illinois  State  University,    September,    1969  edition  and  the  Code  of  Ethics 
of  the  Illinois  State  University  Council  adopted  March,    1968,    rules  of  the  Policy 
to  Maintain  Order  on  the  Campus  of  Illinois  State  University  in  Case  of  Disruptive 
Activity  adopted  herein,    which  declarations  constitute  rules  and  regulations  to 
maintain  order  on  the  campus  of  Illinois  State  University  and  secure  the  reason- 
able operation  of  the  University  in  the  event  of  any  disruptive  activity. 


The  Chairman  asked  whether  the  legal  counsel  had  any  comments  on  the  Reso- 
lution,   and  Mr.    Mathias  replied  that  there  were  no  guidelines  as  to  what  is 
acceptable  on  policy  on  demonstrations,    but  he  thought  that  generally  Dr.    Braden's 
approach  would  comply  with  what  might  be  expected. 

Dr.    Millar  stated  that  his  only  suggestion  would  be  that  when  the  material  on 
the  policy  is  transmitted  tc  the  Governor  a  copy  of  the  governance  document  for 
the  Regency  Universities  be  transmitted  with  it. 

Dr.  Lund  moved  that  the  foregoing  Resolution  be  adopted  and  that  the  Resolution 
and  accompanying  materials  be  approved  as  the  Policy  to  Maintain  Order  on  the 
Campus  of  Illinois  State  University  in  Case  of  Disruptive  Activity,    and  that  this 
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be  transmitted  by  the  University  to  the   Governor  and  the  Board  of  Higher  Edu- 
cation.     The  motion  was   seconded  by  Mr.    Smith,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion 
carried  unanimously. 

2.  Long  Range  Plan 

Dr.    Braden  asked  that  this  portion  of  his  report  be  deferred  until  later  in 
the  meeting.

5.  Buildings  and  Grounds 

a.  UNION- AUDITORIUM  --  Dr.    Braden  reported  that  there  had  been  a 
recent  cost  estimate  by  Espro  and  so  far  they  are  still  within  the  money  and 
on  schedule  with  the  program,    and  advised  that  Mr.    Evans  was  present  to 
answer  any  questions  which  might  arise.      Dr.    Millar  inquired  when  they 
would  begin  to  address  themselves  to  the  problem  of  going  out  for  bids  on 
the  bonds.      Dean  Hulet  replied  that  they  will  come  to  the  December  meeting 
of  the  Board  with  final  working  drawings  and  request  approval.     He  said 
this  schedule  would  put  them  in  the  bond  market  in  February.     Dr.    Millar 
inquired  whether  this  was  a  favorable  time,    and  Dr.    Braden  responded  that 
he  believed  so  inasmuch  as  there  is  evidence  that  interest  rates  will  not  be 
higher  and,    perhaps,    might  even  be  lower.      Mr.    Evans  stated  that  if  ground 
can  be  broken  in  early  Spring,    they  could  anticipate  a  two  year  construction 
period,    with  possible  full  utilization  by  Summer  of  1972. 

b.  LIBRARY  --   President  Braden  advised  that  the   situation  on  this  project 
is  that  although  the  Library  has  been  approved,    no  funds  have  been  re- 
leased for     planning,    and  they  cannot  formally  ratify  a  contract  with  the 
architect.      The  architect  is  proceeding  with  the  planning  on  his  own  ini- 
tiative. 

c0      WATTERSON  TOWERS  --   Dr.    Braden  asked  that  the  progress  report 
on  this  project  be  corrected  to  read:     "The  remedial  work  continues  to  be 
in  progress  in  the  entire  project.      On  the  following  dates,    the  various  areas 
were  considered  substantially  complete  and  accepted  by  the  University  for 
occupancy    except  for  window  glazing  throughout  the  Towers  and  incorporat- 
ing punch  list  items:" 
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In  response  to  a  question  from  the  Chairman,    Dr.    Eric  H.    Johnson 
replied  that  there  was  no  question  about  the  design  of  this  project,    but 
the  problem  had  to  do  with  the  compound  used  and  how  it  was  installed. 
He  thought  there  would  be  no  problem  if  the  proper  compound  is  put  in, 
using  proper  techniques.     Dr.    Braden  added  that  there  is  acceptance  of 
the  idea  that  the  owner  is  not  responsible  for  these  costs  or  expenses. 
Mr.    Lenz  said  he  thought  there  was  no  doubt  as  to  the  attitude  of  the  Board 
toward  an  acceptable  project,    as  far  as  the  parties  related  to  the  construc- 
tion are  concerned.     He  has  advised  the  parties  concerned  in  the  arbitration 
of  this  problem  that  the  University  is  not  willing  to  accept  responsibility 
of  cost  for  this  work.      Dr.    Millar  stated  that  he  wished  to  make  it  very 
clear  to  everyone  that  the  Board  expects  a  finished  building,    will  not  in- 
crease the  contract  price,    and  that  he  was  not  sure  that  the  Board  should 
even  invest  an  attorney's  time,    which  represents  a  cost  to  the  University. 
He  said  he  was  not  sure  that  perhaps    the  Board  should  not  backcharge  them 
for  the  attorney's  time  spent  in  arbitration. 

Dr.    Julian  commented  that  this   statement  by  Dr.    Millar  was  important 
enough  to  be  reported  in  the  minutes  of  this  meeting.      Dr.    Braden  said 
that  his  purpose  in  making  the  insertion  in  the  statement  of  progress  on 
Watte  r  son  Towers  was  to  re -emphasize  that  the  University  does  not  accept 
the  glazing  job  as  it  now  stands.      He  added  that  there  is  a  technically  satis- 
factory solution  to  the  problem,    and  that  the  arbitration  will  see  to  it  that 
a  financially  acceptable   solution  to  the  problem  is  found.     He  did  not  want 
any  of  the  parties  involved  to  think  that  the  University  has  given  tacit  ac- 
ceptance to  the  situation. 

Mr.    Lenz  also  advised  that  the  University  has  withheld  all  payouts  on  the 
building  as  security  for  the  capability  of  the  several  parties  to  finish  the 
job. 

Dr.    Braden  said  he  would  next  like  to  present  the  Campus  Master  Plan,    Part  I, 
for  Illinois  State  University.      Dr.    Millar  asked  if  there  were  any  reason  why  the 
Plan   could  not  be  received  by  the  Board  and  to  delay  approval.      Dr.    Matsler 
slated  the  Plan  must  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  in  April,    and 
could  be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  discussion  and  staff  comments  in  December. 

Mr.    Varese  moved  that  the  Campus  Master  Plan  for  Illinois  State  University  be 
received  by  the  Board  and  placed  on  the  agenda  for  the  December  1969  meeting. 
The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Cornwell,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion 
carried  unanimously,

NORTHERN  ILLINOIS  UNIVERSITY 

1 .  Long  Range   Plan 

President  Smith  advised  that  the  Long  Range  Plan  appended  to  his  Report 
comes  directly  to  the  Board  from  the  University  Facilities  Committee,    a  commit  - 
fee  which  has  been  working  over  a  yea.r  and  talking  about  the  problems  and  con- 
cerns involved  in  the  long  range  physical  development  of  the  University.      This 
report  is  based  on  the  academic  plan  as  well.      The  President  stated  that  he  still 
did  not  believe  that  the  University  had  total  input  as  yet,    and  that  they  do  not 
have  a  master  planning  architect. 

Mr.    Smith  asked  whether  NIU  contemplated  the  use  of  a  long  range  planner,    and 
the  President  responded  affirmatively.     Mr.    Smith  asked  whether  the  academic 
plan   did  not  appear  specific  enough  for  these  purposes  and  objectives,    or  whether 
a  professional  planner  would  feel  this  same  way.      President  Smith  replied  that 
since  the  academic  plan  had  been  prepared  a  good  deal  of  progress  had  been  made, 
a  sort  of  phase  by  phase  process,    and  that  the  material  coming  from  the  univer- 
sity planning  committee  is  more  useful.      The  President  stated  that  the  academic 
planning  committee  had  taken  considerable  time  in  discussing  philosophy,    and 
it  took  a  long  time  before  it  could  decide  exactly  where  it  wanted  to  go.      That 
committee  is  now  oriented  and  moving  towards  something  that  will  be  acceptable 
and  useful  to  the  committee  and  to  the  professional  master  planning  architect. 

Lor  en  Smith  moved  that  the  Board  receive  the  Long  Range  Plan  for  Northern 
Illinois  University.      The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Cornwell,    roll  was  called, 
and  the  motion  carried  unanimously, 

2.  Strike  Settlement 

President  Smith  said  there  were  several  details  about  the  settlement 
which  could  be  reported,   but  that  a  new  problem  had  arisen,    namely  the  suit 
filed  on  October  17  by  Local  963,    AFSCME.      Mr.    Mathias  advised  he  had  ob- 
tained a  copy  of  the  Complaint  in  which  the  State  Employees  Council  is  alleging 
that  the  election  held  by  the  Department  of  Labor  was  ineffective.      Apparently 
representatives  of  the  five  classifications  of  employees  gave  notice  that  they 
wished  to  withdraw  from  the  AFSCME  and  filed  cards  of  withdrawal  prior  to 
the  date  negotiations  were  completed,    and  asked  for  an  election.      In  the  nego-

tiations  with  AFSCME  the  University  agreed  as  to  rates  for  these  classifica- 
tions.     Legal  counsel  recommended  to  the  Board  that  it  authorize  this  contract 
to  be  put  into  effect  for  those  classifications  where  there  is  no  dispute.      On  the 
five  in  dispute,    it  should  not  authorize  the  contract  at  this  time,    but  approval 
should  be  contingent  upon  the  outcome  of  the  lawsuit,,      Mr.    Mathias  advised  that 
he  had  prepared  a  Resolution  to  this  effect: 


RE  SOLUT  ION 
COLLECTIVE   BARGAINING  AGREEMENT  - 
NORTHERN  ILLINOIS  UNIVERSITY 

WHEREAS,'  a  Collective   Bargaining  Agreement  has  been  negotiated  between 
the  Illinois  State  Employees  Council  #34  for  and  in  behalf  of  Local  No.    963  of  the 
American  Federation  of  State.   'County  and  Municipal  Employees   (A.  F.  L„  -C.  I.  O.  ) 
and  the  Board  of  Regents  for  the  use  of  Northern  Illinois  University  covering 
certain  nonacademic  employees  of  Northern  Illinois  University,    and 

WHEREAS,    there  is  a  controversy  as  to  whether  five  classifications  of 
such  employees  are  represented  by  said  Local  No,    963  of  the  American  Federa- 
tion of  State,    County  and  Municipal  Employees  or  by  Local  No.    330,    International 
Brotherhood  of  Teamsters,    Chauffeurs,    Warehousemen,    and  Helpers  of  America, 
and  suit  has  been  filed  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  Sangamon  County,    Illinois 
(entitled  Frazer  v„    Board  of  Regents,    et  al._  ,    No.    3354-69)  which  should  result 
in  a  determination  of  the  controversy  as  to  this  representation,    now,   therefore, 

BE  IT  RESOLVED   that  the  Board  of  Regents  approves  the  Collective  Bar- 
gaining Agreement  between  the  Illinois  State  Employees  Council  #34  for   and  in 
behalf  of  Local  No.    963  of  the  American  Federation  of  State,    County  and  Muni- 
cipal Employees   (A.  F.  L.  -C,  I„  O.  )  and  the  Board  of  Regents,    retroactive  to 
October  6,    1969,    for  all  classifications  enumerated  in  Schedule  A  of  said  Agree- 
ment other  than  the  five  classifications  in  controversy  (motor  vehicle  operator 
and  repairman  ,  mechanic  automobile,    routeman,    helper  routeman,    and  store- 
keeper) and  authorizes  the  officers  of  the  Board  of  Regents  to  execute  the  same, 
and 

FURTHER  RESOLVED   that  approval  of  the  wage  rates  and  o^her  provisions 
of  such  Agreement  as  to  the  five  above  enumerated  classifications  which  are  in 
controversy  be  contingent  upon  the  determination  of  the  representation  of 
employees  in  such  classifications  and  that  pending  the  determination  of  represen- 
tation of  such  employees,    that  Northern  Illinois  University  be  authorized  to  pay 
the  employees  in  such  five  classifications  using  as  a  standard  the  increased  rates 
heretofore  approved  by  such  University  and  with  respect  to  the  employees  in  such 
five  classifications  to  follow  the  general  procedure  applicable  to  Civil  Service 
employees. 

Mr.    Cornwell  moved  that  the  foregoing  Resolution  be  adopted.      The  motion  was 
seconded  by  Mr.    Varese,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 
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Mr.    Cornwell  absented  himself  from  the  meeting  following  the  executive  session. 

NORTHERN  ILLINOIS  UNIVERSITY  (continued) 

3.  Policy  on  Campus  Demonstrations 

President  Smith  distributed  copies  of  the  revised  Student  Conduct  and 
Discipline  Regulations  for  Northern  Illinois  University,    which  had  been  reviewed 
by  an  ad  hoc  committee  of  faculty  and  students.      This  document  together  with  the 
Policy  Concerning  Demonstrations  which  had  been  adopted  in  October  1968,    and 
the  document,    "Temporary  Campus  Judicial  Board",    would  constitute  the 
material  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Governor  and  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  as 
required  by  House  Bill  1894. 

President  Smith  then  presented  the  following  Resolution  for  consideration  by  the 
Board: 

RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS,    under  the  Regency  Universities  Act  the  Board  of  Regents 
shall  have  the  power  to  make  rules  and  regulations,    establish  practices  and 
prescribe  policies  for  the  management,    operation,    control  and  maintenance  of 
the  Regency  Universities,    their  students  and  property;  and 

WHEREAS,    Northern  Illinois  University,    as  one  of  the  universities  under 
the  Board  of  Regents,   has  promulgated  a  Code  of  Student  Conduct  and  Discipline 
Regulations,    complementing  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois,    relating  to  the 
conduct  of  its  students  and  the  protection  of  personal  and  property  rights  at  its 
campus;  and 

WHEREAS,    Northern  Illinois  University  adopted  a  Policy  Concerning 
Demonstrations  in  October,    1968,    which  now  forms  part  of  the  Code  of  Student 
Conduct  and  Discipline  Regulations;  and 

WHEREAS,    it  is  the  purpose  of  the  aforementioned  Code,   together  with 
the  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois  and  in  accordance  with  the  Governing  Policy  for 
the  Regency  Universities  of  the  State  of  Illinois,    to  provide  a  comprehensive 
plan  which  will  insure  order  and  discipline,    the  uninterrupted   operation  of  the 
institution,    and  a  guarantee  of  civil  rights  to  all; 

NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  this  Board  adopts  and  rati- 
fies the  Student  Conduct  and  Discipline  Regulations  of  Northern  Illinois  Univer- 
sity,   which  Regulations  are  attached  hereto  and  shall  form  an  integral  part  of 
this  Resolution. 

Dr.    Lund  moved  that  the  foregoing  Resolution  be  adopted  by  the  Board  and  ap- 
proved for  submittal  by  the  University  to  the  Governor  and  the  Board  of  Higher 
Education.      The  motion  was  seconded  by  Dr.    Julian,    roll  was  called,    and  the 
motion  carried  unanimously.

Mr.    Loren  Smith  moved  that  the  President's  Report  as  submitted  and  revised 
for  Northern  Illinois  University  be  approved.      The  motion  was  seconded  by 
Dr.    Julian,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 


President  Smith  distributed  and  reviewed  briefly  for  the  Board  a  report  on  the 
increased  use  of  the  athletic  field  since  installation  of  the  artificial  turf. 

Dr.    Matsler  raised  the  question  of  what  the  Board  wished  in  the  way  of  Central 
Staff  comments  on  the  Reports  of  Presidents.      Dr.    Millar  replied  that  he  believed 
the  universities  are  competent  to  interpret  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Board, 
and  that  they  possess  the  judgment  to  exercise  their  discretionary   powers 
wisely.     He  stated  that  if  the  Reports  are  received  in  time  for  members  to  read 
them,    and  at  the  same  time  the  Reports  are  mailed  to  the  Central  Staff,    there 
is  sufficient  time  to  look  at  them  and  comment  to  appropriate  individuals  at  the 
university.     He  said  he  did  not  wish  to  be  put  in  the  position  of  having  a  total 
review  every  month.      The  budget  people  at  the  universities,   he  stated,    review 
these  reports  and  present  them  in  good  faith.     He  said  that  he  did  not  wish  to 
generate  additional  overhead  and  expense.     He  added  that  because  of  the  very  few 
instances  when  Board  approval  had  been  withheld  from  requests  he  questioned 
whether  there  was  justification  for  additional  administrative  costs,    overhead,    etc. 
He   stated  that  he  was  almost  ready,    if  it  were  not  by  law  thrust  upon  the  Board, 
that  once  having  approved  the  total  budgets,   the  universities    could  proceed  with 
their  experience  and  knowledge  to  intelligently  expend  their  funds.     He  said  he 
would  lean  in  that  direction  rather  than  one  review  on  top  of  another  which, 
incidentally,    he  thought  to  be  the  tradition  in  government  oriented  organizations. 
He  emphasized  that  he  was  not  saying  the   Board  does  not  want  the  Staff  to  look 
at  the  Reports. 
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Loren  Smith  commented  that  he  generally  agreed  with  this  approach  and  said 
it  is  reasonable  that  if  reports  are  received  in  advance  that  the  Central  Staff 
can  have  an  opportunity  to  raise  any  objections  before  they  come  to  the  Board 
for  approval.      Mr.    Smith  continued  that  the  kind  of  input  he  would  like  to  see 
is  along  the  line  of  the  approach  the  Board  was  taking  before  Dr.    Brookens 
died,    where  the  Board  did  ask  each  university  to  submit  some  kind  of  a  report 
like  Dr.    Braden  does  each  month,    an  indepth  report  on  specific  projects.     He 
believed  this  to  be  much  more  advantageous. 

Dr.    Braden  commented  that  he  and  President  Smith  feel  strongly  that  the  input 
the  universities  receive  from  the  Central  Staff  is  constructive  and  necessary, 
and  many  questions  are  raised  that  help  the  universities  do  a  better  job.     He 
stated  that  they  had  no  objection  to  the  questions  raised  by  Central  Staff.     He 
continued  that  it  is  very  difficult  to  keep  the  institutions  uptodate,    and  he  feels 
that  Dr.    Matsler  is  sensitive  to  this,    also.     He  would  not  want  anyone  to  feel 
that  the  Board  staff  has  not  been  highly  effective  and  constructive. 

Dr.    Millar  said  he  had  not  inte'nded  to  convey  this  impression.      What  he  intended 
to  say  was  that  he  could  see  no  justification  for  formalizing  the  process  when  the 
process  in  the  past  has  resulted  in  very  little  controversy.      In  almost  no  case 
had  the  Board  ever  really  been  in  the  position  where  a  position  or  appointment 
or  a  salary  had  been  questioned  to  the  point  that  the  Board  had  to  refuse  it. 
He  stated  he  was  very  much  concerned  about  this  and  does  not  want  to  be  a  part 
of  creating  yet  another  administrative  arm  to  do  the  work  all  over  again.     He 
stated  that  the  pressure  was  on  the  Presidents  to  get  their  Reports  out  in  ample 
time,    and  urged  each  President  to  send  a  monthly  letter  on  specific  matters 
which  would  be  of  interest  to  the  Board.

Dr.    Julian  presented  and  moved  for  adoption  of  a  Resolution  approving  the 
amended  lease  for  Sangamon  State  University  office  space.      The  motion  was 
seconded  by  Mr.    Smith,    roll  was  called,    and  the  Resolution  was  declared 
adopted.

Section  I  -  Internal  Budgets 

Dr.    Matsler  advised  that  the  internal  budgets  had  been  presented  to  the  Board  in 
September  and  had  been  postponed  for  action  until  this  meeting.     He   stated  that, 
the  Central  Staff  had  checked  these  budgets  and  found  them  to  be  within  the  budgeted 
totals.     At  the  request  of  Loren  Smith,    they  had  gone  back  to  1966  and  1967  and 
called  attention  to  a  comparison  from  year  to  year  and  from  function  to  function 
prepared  by  Central  Staff,      He  noted  that  the  budgets  do  not  change  much  from  year 
to  year,    and  stated  that  this  probably  indicates  there  isn't  a  great  deal  of  change 
in  emphasis  so  far  as  budgeted  functions  are  concerned. 

Dr.    Lund  moved  that  the  Internal  Budgets  for  Illinois  State  University  and 
Northern  Illinois  University  be  approved  as  presented.      The  motion  was  seconded 
by  Mr.    Smith,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Section  II  -  Board  of  Regents  Meeting  Dates 

Dr.    Matsler  presented  the  results  of  a  questionnaire  which  Board  members  had 
completed  regarding  availability  to  meet  on  days  other  than  Sunday.      Dr.    Matsler 
advised  that  the  results  of  the  questionnaire  appear  inconclusive,    and  that  the 
Staff  would  make  no  recommendation. 

Dr.    Lund  stated  that  he  would  like  to  see  the  meetings  of  the  Board  changed  to 
a  day  other  than  Sunday,    and  hoped  that  the  Central  Staff  would  explore  the  feel- 
ings of  members  about  meeting  perhaps  during  the  fourth  week  of  the  month  on 
Tuesday. 
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Dr.    Matsler  recommended  that  the  November  2  meeting  of  the  Board  be  can- 
celled,   and  that  the  Executive  Committee  could  act  for  the  Board  on  any  routine 
transactions,    if  necessary,    during  the  interim  before  the  December  meeting. 

Section  III  -    Academic  Salary  Report 

The  Executive  Secretary  called  attention  to  this  report  which  had  been  compiled 
by  Dr.    Charles  Brim  of  the  Central  Staff,    primarily  as  an  information  item. 
Dr.    Matsler  suggested  that  perhaps  the  Board  members  might  keep  this  docu- 
ment for  reference  when  matters  of  promotion  and  salary  are  considered.     It 
is  intended  that  this  report  will  be  submitted  to  the  Joint  Faculty  Advisory 
Committee  for  their  use. 

Section  IV  -   Deletion  and  Addition  of  Graduate  Courses 

Dr.  Matsler  called  attention  to  the  compilations  submitted  by  Northern  Illinois 
University  and  Illinois  State  University,  and  stated  it  was  the  recommendation 
of  the  Central  Staff  that  these  additions  and  deletions  be  compiled  on  a  regular 
basis  and  duly  published  and  submitted  to  the  Board. 

Section  V  -  New  Programs

1.  Master's  Degree  Program  in  Educational  Media,    beginning  in 
September  1970,    has  been  reviewed  by  Staff  and  the  recommendation 
is  that  it  be  approved  by  the  Board  for  submission  to  the  Board  of 
Higher  Education  for  its  review  and  approval. 

2.  Doctor  of  Philosophy  Degree  in  English,    effective  in  September 
1970,    has  been  reviewed  by  the  Staff  and  is  recommended  for  appro- 
val for  submittal  to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  for  review  and 
approval, 

b„  Northern  Illinois  University 

1,  Center  for  Government  Studies  at  NIU  has  been  reviewed  by  the

1.  Status  report  of  litigation  entitled  Charles  Sunkel  v.    Board  of  Regents, 
Court  of  Claims,    seeking  $25,  000  damages.      Campbell,    Markowitz, 
Lawrence  and  Lenz  have  been  assigned  to  defend  this   suit. 

2.  Status  of  case  entitled  Sam  Brody  v.    Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  of  the  City 
of  DeKalb,_  Joseph  L.    Katz,    The  Board  of  Regents  and  Northern  Illinois 
University.      Defense  of  this  action  has  been  assigned  to  the  O'Brien  law 
firm  of  Aurora,    Illinois, 

3.  Board  of  Regents  v.    Local  1110  of  AFSCME,    et  al.      This  controversy  has 
been  settled  and  the  Agreement  between  the  Board  of  Regents  and  Local 
1110  of  ISU  has  been  approved  and  executed.      The  action  for  injunction  can 
now  be  dismissed.

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Dr.    Braden  advised  that  the  Ewing  property  had  been  left  in  trust  to  Illinois 
State  University  for  use  as  a  School  of  Nations  Museum,    and  the  University 
has  studied  very  carefully  the  will  and  had  been  making  an  investigation  of 
the  kind  of  use  to  which  this  property  could  be  put.     He  stated  that  he  would 
recommend  to  the  Board  that  if  the  correct  procedure  is  found  by  which  the 
University  can  accept  the  terms  of  this  bequest,    that  this  should  be  done.     He 
said  the  University  feels  that  properly  accepted  the  basic  terms  of  the  will  can 
be  carried  out  within  the  operating  funds  made  available  by  the  endowment  that 
goes  along  with  the  property,    and  that  the  University  will  have  an  opportunity 
to  provide  programs  that  will  provide  international  understanding  by  presenting 
a  meaningful  sampling  of  foreign  cultures.     He  stated  such  a  museum  can  serve 
as  an  adjunct  to  the  academic  program  and  contribute  to  many  activities  of  the 
departments  and  colleges  of  the  University,      Dr„    Braden  said  he  would  like  to 
suggest  that  the  Board  authorize  the  University  and  perhaps  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee to  work  with  the  executor  of  the  will  to  determine  the  best  procedure  to 
follow. 

Dr.    Lund  moved  that  the  Board  of  Regents  authorize  the  Executive  Committee, 
President  Braden,    and  attorneys  for  the  Board  and  Illinois  State  University 
to  determine  the  appropriate  means  to  accept  the  devise  in  trust  in  The  Ewing 
Estate,    and  to  make  such  acceptance  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Regents. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Dr,    Julian,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried 
unanimously, 

Dr,    Braden  then  advised  that  guides  would  be  provided  to  any  Board  member 
who  wished  to  tour  the  premises  of  the  Ewing  Estate  immediately  after  the 
meeting,    and  he  also  invited  interested  parties  to  inspect  The  Logos   sculpture 
which  had  just  been  erected  outside  Stevenson  Hall. 

There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Board,    Dr.    Millar  declared 
the  meeting  adjourned  until  the  next  regularly  scheduled  meeting  on  December  7, 
1969,    in  Chicago,    Illinois.

CHAIRMAN'S  ITEMS 


Dr.    Millar  reported  on  actions  of  the   Board  of  Higher  Education  and  advised  that 
that  Board  had  approved  the  establishment  of  the  Departments  of  Geology  and 
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Geography  at  Northern  Illinois  University,    formerly  a  part  of  the  Department  of 
Earth  Sciences.      He  advised  that  the  operating  budget  requests  had  been  presented 
to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education,    but  that  these  will  not  be  reviewed  until  the 
January  meeting.     Also  approved  by  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  was  the  Master 
of  Arts  in  Educational  Media  for  Illinois  State  University. 

He  advised  that  the  staff  of  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  will  be  reconsidering  the 
60%  rule  with  regard  to  building  efficiency,  and  that  there  may  be  some  relief  from 
this. 

Dr.    Millar  reported  he  had  requested  Dr.    Kenneth  Lund  to  chair  a  new  committee  on 
Presidents'  residences.      Dr.    Lund  has  agreed  to  accept  the  assignment  and  has  been 
in  contact  with  Mrs.    Masters  who  will  serve  as  a  member.      Other  members  will  be 
named  to  fill  out  the  committee  which  will  examine  the  whole  coricept  of  Presidents' 
residences  and  make  a  positive  recommendation  to  the  Board  so  that  it  may  move 
with  dispatch  in  the  appropriate  direction.      Dr.    Millar  said  the  committee  would 
probably  report  to  the  Board  in  February  or  March. 

Dr.    Millar  continued  that  the  next  committee  to  be  appointed  is  probably  one  of  the 
most  important  that  the  Board  has  ever  put  together   --a  committee  on  Presidents' 
Reports.     He  remarked  that  the  Board  has  been   operating  under  tradition  rather 
than  by  any  plan  which  the  Board  itself  had  formed.      The  Presidents  have  been  asked 
to  provide  monthly  analyses  of  reports,    but  he  felt  further  steps   should  be  taken  to 
avoid  "walk-in"  or  "pop-up"  items  at  Board  meetings.      He  stated  that  the  Board  must 
have  timely  information  so  that  it  can  exercise  its  judgment.      Mr.    Loren  Smith  has 
agreed  to  chair  this  committee,    and  Dr.    Millar  advised  that  he  had  named  Mr.    Barr 
and  Mr.    Varese  to  serve  as  members.      The  committee  will  report  in  March  to  the 
Board,    after  which  the  Board  can  consider  its  recommendations  for  action. 

The  Chairman  advised  that  he  has  chosen  not  to  serve  on  either  of  these  committees, 
believing  that  the  members  of  the  committees   should  have  the  freedom  to  deliberate 
on  what  they  wish,    independent  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board. 

NORTHERN  ILLINOIS  UNIVERSITY 

President  Smith  reported  on  enrollments  for  the  current  semester  which  show  an 
8%  increase  at  the  undergraduate  level  and  an  increase  of  13%  in  graduate  students. 

He  reported  on  scholarship  funds,    and  advised  that  the  foliar  value  of  fees  waived 
is  $1,  030,  773. 

Dr.    Julian  inquired  whether  the  members  of  the  Board  could  at  some  time  be  fur- 
nished with  a  listing  of  grants  to  show  for  what  purpose  they  are  used  and  what  is 
being    done  program-wise  with  such  grants.      President  Smith  replied  that  such  a 
report  would  be  made  soon. 

With  reference  to  computational  equipment,    Dr.    Millar  inquired  if  anyone  had  made 
a  study  to  determine  how  effective  the  use  of  computers  is.      The  President  responded 
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(hat   (here   is   a  continuing   study  of  this  matter.      Dr.     Millar  continued   that   he   believed 
a   ureal   deal  of  trivia   is   being   computerized   because  of  the  availability  of  equipment 
and   (lie    lact   that   people   do  not   like   to   see   it  idle,    resulting  at  times   in   the  necessity 
to   rent   additional  equipment   for  worthwhile   projects.      lie  believes,    he   said,    that 
there   should   be   guidelines  established  for  all  universities  as  to  the   effective   use   of 
computers   and   lie   would   urge   that  the   universities   consider  this  will)   a  view  to 
reserving  adequate  time  for  research  projects   so  that   the  computers  are  not    blocked 
witli  administrative   projects. 

Dr.    Julian   commented  that   he   wondered   if  members   of  the    Departments  are   sufli- 
c  icnllv   trained   to  get   the   best  efficiency  out  of  a   computer,    and  added  that   this  would 
take   a    long  time  to  accomplish. 

The    President   said  that    Northern    Illinois    University  does   have   a  computer   users 
committee   which  is   very  active  and   represents  all  areas   that  now   use  the   computers 
research,    instruction  and  administration.      lie  also  advised   that   there   is  a    BNF 
committee   studying  computers  and  their  optimum  use.

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Dr.    Spencer  stated  that  he  and  his   staff  have  examined  their  mandate  and  have  tried 
to  find  programs  in  response  to  this  mandate.      They  have  looked  at  the  market  and  the 
professions  around  them  which  are   seeking  credentials  through  advanced  study.      He 
added  they  were  very  aware  of  the  need  for  articulation  with  the  community  colleges 
and  the  aspirations  of  their   students  to  move  on  to  a  senior  institution  without  loss  of 
time.       Dr.    Cohen,    he   said,    had  consulted  with  a  number   of  experts   in  -the  disciplines 
and   is   working  with  community  colleges   so  that   they  can   profile  the  first  two  years 
to  insure   a  minimum  of  backtracking  and  makeup  work. 

With  reference   to  the  work- study  quarter   being   requested,    Dr.    Spencer   stated  that 
the   Master    Plan  asks  new  universities  to  respond  to  their   students'   needs  and   prob- 
lems  of  the   social  order  with  programs  of  social  relevance.       Work- study,    he    said, 
has   been  availahle   to   students   on  a  part-time  basis   for  many  years.      lie   saul 
Sangamon  State  would  ask  all   students  to  take   one  quarter  of  work  off  campus,    under 
the    supervision  of  faculty,    with  a  host  agency  in   business,    government  or  perhaps 
a   social  agency  for  the   purpose   of  learning  the  applications   of  his   own  field.      The 
student   will  keep  a  lo^  of  experiences  and  write   a   substantial  paper  on  his   work- 
study  quarter  experiences   related  to  his  own  field  of  study. 

Dr.    Millar   said  that   he   hoped  the   University  would  exercise   some   degree   of  caution 
and   set   standards   for   the  work  experience   at   a   sufficiently  high  plane   so  that   the 
meaningful  experience  would  be  oriented  toward  the   contribution  it  would  make   to 
the    student,    rather  than   as   a   recruiting  device  for  business. 

Dr.    Spencer   introduced   Mr.    Joseph   Murphy  and  Mr.    Ted   Wofford   of  the   Murphy 
and    Mackey  firm.      Mr.    Murphy   reviewed  briefly  for  the    Board  the  progress  in  the 
development  of  the  master  plan  for  Sangamon  State,    and  Mr.    Fritz  Rehkopf  of 
Becker  and    Becker,    consultants,    also  reported  briefly.

Dr.    Julian  moved  that  the  foregoing  Resolution  be  approved.      The  motion  was   seconded 
by  Mr.    Barr,    roll  was  called,    and  the   Resolution  was  adopted  unanimously. 

Mr.    Barr  moved  that  the   President's  Reports  as   submitted  for  Illinois  State  University 
for  the  months  of  November  and  December  be  approved.      The  motion  was   seconded  by 
Mr.    Cornwell,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously.

EXECUTIVE  SECRETARY'S  REPORT  NO.    17 

Section  I   -    Policy  on  Moving  Expenses 

Dr.    Matsler  presented  a  proposed  new  policy  on  moving  expenses  which  had  been 
prepared  in  consultation  with  the   staffs  of  the  Universities,    and  which  he  stated 
would  provide  a  more  competitive  recruiting  tool,    would  establish  a  more  equitable 
practice   by  extending  application  of  the  regulation  beyond  the  academic   staffs,    and 
would  provide  more  flexibility  to  the  free   standing  Regency  universities  in  establish- 
ing their  own  procedures  for  payment  of  moving  expenses  within  the  broad  guidelines 
approved  by  the  governing  board.      He   stated  it  was  the  recommendation  of  the  staff 
that  the  following  policy  be  approved  by  the  Board,    with  the  provision  that  it  be 
funded  from  dollars  generated  by  existing  budget  formulae: 
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New  employees  may  be  reimbursed  for  moving  expense  within  the  follow- 
ing guidelines: 

1.  The  term  "employees",    as  used  herein,    will  include  all 

full-time  members  of  the  Academic  Staff  and  selected 
members  of  the  Operating  Staff  as  approved  by  the 
President. 

Z.  For  each  fiscal  year,    each  university  shall  determine  its 

own  financial  guidelines  for  maximum  reimbursement 
provided  these  guidelines  do  not  exceed  those   stated  in 
(3)  below.      Limitations  established  for  any  given  year 
should  reflect  anticipated  funds  available  in  the  internal 
operating  budget  for  this  purpose  and  may  frequently  be 
less  than  the  maximum  provided  in  (3). 

3.  The  maximum  reimbursement  shall  be  the  lesser  of 
(a)  80%  of  actual  moving  expense  or   (b)  $1500. 

4.  Any  financial  guidelines  established   shall  be   subject  to 
the  adequacy  of  legislative  appropriations. 

5.  Reimbursement  of  moving  expense  under  this  regulation 
shall  be  payable  to  all  eligible  employees  whose  period 
of  employment  begins  after  December  31,    1969. 

6.  The  intent  of  this  regulation  is  to  establish  maximum 
financial  limits  and  other  general  guidelines.      Within 
these  broad  limitations,    each  university  shall  have  the 
flexibility  to  establish  its  own  detailed  definitions  and 
procedures  for  payment  of  moving  expense. 

Section  II   -  Staff  Comments  on  University  Long  Range   Plans 

Dr.    Matsler  withdrew  this   section  of  his  Report,    with  the  suggestion  that  the   Central 
Staff  be  instructed  to  meet  with  the   staffs  of  the  Universities  to  work  out  a  format 
for  the  plans,    with  a  report  to  be  presented  to  the  Board  at  a  subsequent  meeting. 

Section  III  -    Board  of  Higher  Education  Actions 

The  Executive  Secretary  requested  that  this  section  of  his  Report  be  deleted. 

Section  IV  -     Center  for  Higher  Education  at  ISU 

This  proposal  had  been  distributed  to  members  with  other  Board  materials  and 
has    been   reviewed  by  Central  Staff.      The   recommendation  was  for  approval  of  the 
program  for  submittal  to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education. 
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Section   V  -    Tuition  and  Fees  at  ISU  and  NIU 

Dr.    Matsler  reviewed  briefly  for  the  information  of  the  Board  a  summary  of  various 
student  fees  and  charges,    both  recurring  and  non-recurring,    in  effect  for  the  1969-70 
year. 

Section  VI  -  Increase  in  Tuition  for  Non-Resident  Students 

Dr.    Matsler  reviewed  for  the   Board  the  Resolution  adopted  in  September  1968  declar- 
ing the  intention  of  the   Board  of  Regents  to  increase  the  tuition  for  non-resident 
students  at  the   Regency  Universities  by  $100  per  year   starting  in  September  1970 
until  an  amount  equal  to  the  computed  total  instruction  costs  is  reached. 

In  order  to  reaffirm  the  action  by  the   Board  in  September  1968,    Dr.    Matsler  advised 
it  was  the  recommendation  of  the  Staff  that  the   Board  of  Regents  increase  the  tuition 
for  full-time   students  who  are  non-residents  of  the  State  of  Illinois  from  $308  to 
$358  per  semester  ($239  per  quarter),    and  that  the  tuition  for  part-time  students  who 
are  non-residents  of  the  State   of  Illinois  be  increased  from  $46.  00  to  $54.  00  per 
semester  hour   ($36.  00  per  quarter  hour),    effective  September  1,    1970. 

Dr.    Millar  indicated  his  opposition  to  increasing  out-of-state  tuition  because  of 
the  tendency  of  other  states  to  retaliate  and  also  because  he  thought  it  encouraged 
a  parochialism  in  our  own  schools.      However,    because  of  time  commitments,    he 
stated  he  would  vote  for  this  raise  in  fees  but  would  protest  to  the   Board  of  Higher 
Education  at  an  appropriate  time. 

Section  VII  -   Regents   Meetings  Dates 

Dr.    Matsler  withdrew  this   section  of  his  Report. 

Section   VIII  -  Architects  and  Engineers  Fee  Schedule 

Dr.    Matsler   requested  that  this  section  be  deleted  from  his  Report. 

Section  IX   -   Report  of  Legal  Counsel  No.    14 

Acquisition  of  Land  -  Sangamon  State  University.      Dr.    Matsler  advised  that 
the   Board  had  previously  authorized  negotiation  for  and  purchase  of  property  within 
the   site  for  SSU.      Perry  W.    McClelland  and  his  wife  have  agreed  to  the  purchase  of 
property  owned  by  them  within  the  site,    and  have  executed  a  contract.      Dr.    Matsler 
presented  an  appropriate  Resolution  authorizing  the  execution  of  the  contract  and 
approving  the  purchase  of  the  property,    as  follows: 

RESOLUTION  RELATIVE  TO  THE  PURCHASE  OF  THE 
PERRY  W.    MC  CLELLAND  PROPERTY  FOR  SANGAMON  STATE  UNIVERSITY 

WHEREAS,    the   Board  of  Regents  heretofore  authorized  negotiations 
for  and  acquisition  of  title  to  the  following  described  property  for  campus 
development,    a  building   site,    and  educational  purposes  for  Sangamon  State 
University,  namely: 
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Part  of  the  East  Half  of  the  Southeast  Quarter  of 
Section  Twenty-three,    Township  Fifteen  (15)  North, 
Range  Five  (5)  West  of  the  Third  Principal  Meridian 
more  particularly  described  as  follows:     Beginning 
1775.  24  feet  North  and  20  feet  East  of  the  Southwest 
corner  of  the  Southeast  Quarter  of  the  Southeast 
Quarter  of  said  Section  at  an  iron  pin,    thence  East 
300.  4  feet  to  an  iron  pin,    thence  North  150  feet  to 
an  iron  pin,    thence  West  300.  4  feet  to  an  iron  pin, 
thence  South  15  0  feet  to  the  place  of  beginning, 
situated  in  Woodside  Township,    Sangamon  County, 
Illinois, 

and  agreement  has  been  reached  with  the  owners  thereof; 

NOW,    THEREFORE   BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the   Board  of  Regents 
approve  and  ratify  the  purchase  of  the  above  described  property  from 
Perry  W.    McClelland  and  Mary  Lou  McClelland,    his  wife,    for  the   sum  of 
Seventeen  Thousand   ($17,  000)  Dollars  for  Sangamon  State  University,    pay- 
ment to  be  made  from  funds  appropriated  and  available  to  the   Board  of 
Regents  for  this  purpose  and  further  authorizes  the  officers  of  the   Board 
of  Regents  to  execute  a  contract  of  purchase  and  any  other  necessary  or 
appropriate  documents. 

Mr.    Barr  moved  that  the  foregoing  Resolution  be  adopted.      The  motion  was   seconded 
by  Mr.    Cornwell,    roll  was  called,    and  the  Resolution  was  adopted  unanimously. 

Cox  and  Shepherd   Properties.       Dr.    Matsler  reported  that  the  trial  in  the  con- 
demnation proceedings  is  set  for  December  15,    1969. 

Request  of  Illinois   Building  Authority.      Dr.    Matsler  advised  that  the   76th  General 
Assembly  had  authorized  the  Illinois   Building  Authority  to  provide  certain  facilities 
for  the  Regency  Universities.      The   Building  Authority  must  now  be  requested  to  pro- 
vide  such  facilities  and  lease  them  to  the   Board  of  Regents,    and  he  presented  the 
following  Resolution: 

RESOLUTION  REQUESTING  ILLINOIS  BUILDING  AUTHORITY 
TO  PROVIDE  CERTAIN  FACILITIES 

WHEREAS,    the  Illinois   Building  Authority,    a  body  corporate  and  politic 
of  the   State  of  Illinois  created  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Illinois 
is  empowered  to  acquire  by  purchase  or  otherwise,    construct,    complete, 
remodel,    maintain,    and  equip  any  and  all  buildings  and  other  facilities  as 
the   General  Assembly  by  law  declares  to  be  in  the  public  interest;

WHEREAS,    the   Board  of  Regents,    a  body  corporate  and  politic  of 
the  State  of  Illinois,    will  be  requested  by  the  Illinois   Building  Authority  to 
enter  into  leases,    transfer  jurisdiction  of  real  estate  and  take  other  actions 
to  carry  out  and  complete  the  above  projects  in  accordance  with  the  Illinois 
Building  Authority  Act; 

NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE  IT  AND  IT  IS  HEREBY  RESOLVED  by  the 
Board  of  Regents,    as  follows: 

Section   1.      That  the  Illinois  Building  Authority  be  and  it  hereby  is 
requested  to  provide  the  foregoing  projects  and  facilities  at  the  institutions 
specified  and  to  lease  the  same  to  the  Board  of  Regents  as  provided  in  the 
Illinois  Building  Authority  Act.

Dr.    Julian  moved  that  the  foregoing  Resolution  be  adopted.      The  motion  was  seconded 
by  Mr.    Barr,    roll  was  called,    and  the   Resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Sangamon  State  University    Foundation   Matters.     Dr.    Matsler  distributed  copies 
of  the  financial  statements  filed  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Foundation  with  the   Board  of 
Directors  at  its  meeting  on  December   3,    1969,    and  advised  that  because  of  the  mini- 
mal transactions  the   requirement  for  an  annual  audit  of  the   Foundation  was  waived. 
(Financial  statements  are  on  file  with  official  minutes  of  this  meeting.  ) 


He  also  advised  that  in  accordance  with  the   Bylaws  of  the  Foundation  he  had  been 
instructed  to  seek  concurrence  of  the   Board  of  Regents  in  an  amendment  to  the 
Bylaws  of  the  Foundation  relating  to  the  membership  of  the   Board  of  Directors. 
The  amendment  adopted  by  the  Directors  of  the  Foundation  on  December  3,    1969, 
provides  for  the  following  membership  qualification:     Two  of  such  directors   shall 
be  members  of  the    Board  of  Regents,    three  of  such  directors   shall  be  members  of 
the   staff  of  the   Board  of  Regents  or  of  the   staff  of  Sangamon  State   University,    and 
three  of  such  directors   shall  be  persons  resident  within  the  area  served  by  Sangamon 
State  University  who  are  interested  in  promoting  and  advancing  the  purposes  of  such 
University. 

Mr.    Cornwell  moved  that  the   Board  of  Regents  concur  in  the  amendment  to  the 
Bylaws    of  Sangamon  State  University  Foundation  as  recommended.      The  motion  was 
seconded  by  Dr.    Julian,    roll  was    called,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Office   Lease   -   Sangamon  State   University.      Dr.    Matsler  advised  that  with   respect 
to  the  amendment  of  the  lease  for  office  space  in  the   Myers    Building  for  Sangamon 
State  University,    the  following  Resolution  had  been  prepared: 

RESOLVED,    that  the  proposed  amendment  to  the  lease  agreement, 
dated  August  25,    1969,    by  and  between   Myers  Families,    a  partner- 
ship,   and  the  Board  of  Regents  for  Sangamon  State  University,    as 
presented  to  the   Board,    and  including  Rooms   517  and  814,    be 
approved  and  that  the  officers  of  the   Board  of  Regents  be  and  they 
hereby  are  authorized  to  execute   such  amendment  to  the  lease 
agreement. 

Mr.    Cornwell  moved  that  the  foregoing  Resolution  be  adopted.      The  motion  was   seconded 
by  Mr.    Varese,    roll  was  called,    and  the  Resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Section  X   -   New  Programs  at  Northern  Illinois  University 

The  proposals  for  the  Doctor  of  Philosophy  Degree  in   Physics  and  the  Doctor  of 
Philosophy  Degree  in  Geology  at  Northern  Illinois  University  had  been  distributed 
to  Board  members  in  advance  of  the  meeting.      Dr.    Matsler   reviewed  both  programs 
briefly  and  recommended  that  the   Board  of  Regents  approve  both  programs  and 
direct  that  they  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  for  review  and  approval. 

Dr.    Julian  moved  that  the  two   Ph.  D.    programs  at  NIU  be  approved  by  the  Board  for 
submittal  to  the   Board  of  Higher  Education  for  their  review  and  approval.      The  motion 
was  seconded  by  Mr.    Cornwell,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Dr.    Matsler  recommended  to  the   Board  that  the   salary  of  Dr.    Charles   W.     Brim, 
Planning  Director,     Central  Staff,    be  increased  to  $2200  per  month,    effective 
January  1,    1970. 
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Mr.    Barr  moved  that  the  Board  approve  the  increase  in  salary  for  Dr.    Charles  W. 
Brim.      The  motion  was  seconded  by  Dr  .  Julian,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion 
carried  unanimously. 

Mr.    Cornwell  moved  that  the  Executive  Secretary's  Report  No.    17  as   submitted 
and  revised,    be  approved.      The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Varese,    roll  was 
called,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

There  being  no  further  business  before  the  Board,    Dr.    Millar  declared  the  meeting 
adjourned  until  the  next  regularly  scheduled  meeting  in  January  1970.

The  regularly  scheduled  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Regents  convened  at  10:00  a.m. 
on  Sunday,    January  4,    1970,    at  the  Knickerbocker  Hotel  in  Chicago,    Illinois. 
Dr.    Gordon  H.    Millar,    Chairman,    presided. 

Dr.    Millar  called  the  meeting  to  order,    roll  was  called,    and  the  following  mem- 
bers answered  present:

Others  present  included  staff  members  of  the  Universities  and  the  Central  Office, 
university  master  plan  developers,    and  representatives  of  the  news  media. 

The  Chairman  asked  if  there  were  corrections  or  additions  to  the  minutes  of  the 
meeting  of  December  7,    1969.      Dr.    Matsler  asked  that  on  page  2  of  the  minutes 
a  correction  be  made  to  reflect  that  the  increase  in  graduate  students  at  Northern 
Illinois  University  for  the  current  semester  is  13%. 

There  being  no  other  corrections,    Mr.    Cornwell  moved  that  the  minutes  of  the 
meeting  of  December  7,    1969,    be  approved  as  corrected.      The  motion  was  seconded 
by  Mrs.    Masters,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 
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CHAIRMAN'S  ITEMS 

Dr.    Millar  said  that  normally  the  election  of  officers  of  the  Board  takes  place 
in  January  of  each  year  for  those  officers  who  serve  a  one  year  term,    but  because 
the  last  election  had  been  held  so  recently,    this  would  be  deferred  until  the  Febru- 
ary meeting. 

Dr.    Millar  reported  that  the  ad  hoc  reading  committee  for  the  Northern  Illinois 
University  Constitution  had  reported  informally  to  him  and  he  had  in  turn  sum- 
marized reactions  of  committee  members  in  a  letter  to  President  Smith. 
President  Smith  will,    when  the  faculty  returns  to  campus,    relate  the  feelings  of 
the  reading  committee  with  regard  to  certain  modifications  it  feels  are  necessary 
to  make  the  Constitution  fit  within  the  policy  of  the  governance  document. 
Dr.    Millar  stated  that  there  were  three  areas  in  which  the  committee  felt  modi- 
fication was  necessary:     (1)  the  character  of  the  document  is  contained  in  the  first 
17  pages  and  the  next  63  pages  could  be  eliminated  as  part  of  the  Constitution  proper; 
(2)  it  was  the  feeling  of  the  committee  that  the  incorporation  of  the  AAUP  language 
and  citings  is  not  something  that  should  be  considered  as  part  of  the  basic  Consti- 
tution;  (3)  the  University  was  not  expected  to  draft  constitutions  for  the  individual 
colleges,    the  committee  believing  this  to  be  redundant  and  a  di  lutant  to  the  effec- 
tiveness of  the  main  document. 

Dr.    Millar  continued  that  the  most  sensitive  area  was  that  concerning  the  selection 
of  the  President  and  stated  that,   without  going  into  detail,    he  wished  to  point  out 
that  the   selection  of  a  President  for  Northern  Illinois  University  is  one  of  the 
responsibilities  of  the  Board  of  Regents,    and  that  this  will  not  be  delegated  to  the 
faculty.     He  added,    however,    that  the  faculty  could  advise  the  Board  in  this  matter. 

Dr.    Millar  advised  that  a  formal  report  to  the   Board  would  be  made  in  February. 

Dr.    Julian  stated  he  had  some  concern  over  the  provision  for  student  participation 
in  the  selection  of  academic  officers  and  believed  that  this  needs  clarification, 
as  well  as  the  provisions  for  the  selection  of  a  dean  or  chairman  of  a  department. 

Dr.    Millar  said  that  almost  everyone  with  whom  he  had  had  contact  had  expressed 
concern  with  the  preoccupation  of  the  Constitution  with  academic  freedom  and  due 
process  rather  than  with  the  principle  of  education  as  the  objective  of  the  Univer- 
sity.    Every  item,    he  continued,    started  out  as  though  the  University  were  created 
for  the  faculty  rather  than  for  the  students.     He  stated  that  this  is  not  the  objec- 
tive of  a  state  supported  school,    which  exists  exclusively  for  the  education  of  the 
students  within  the  statutes  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Mr.    Loren  Smith,    chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Presidents1  Reports,    advised 
that  he  would  wait  until  the  February  meeting  to  make  a  report  to  the  Board. 
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Dr.    Millar  advised  that  the  court  decision  has  now  been  finalized  in  favor  of  the 
Board  of  Regents  as  against  Student  House,    Inc.  ,    and  asked  Mr.    Templin  if  he 
wished  to  comment  on  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court.      Mr.    Templin  reviewed 
briefly  the  history  of  the  litigation  and  the  apparent  basis  upon  which  the  decision 
was  rendered. 

Dr.    Matsler  said  that  before  the  Presidents  reported  on  their  long  range  plans 
he  would  like  to  introduce  Mr.    James  M.    Winning  who  is  serving  as  legal  counsel 
to  the  Board  while  Mr.    Mathias  is  working  with  the  Constitutional  Convention. 

SANGAMON  STATE  UNIVERSITY 

Long  Range  Plan 

President  Spencer  advised  his  presentation  for  Sangamon  State  University  would 
be  divided  into  three  parts:     (1)  a  discussion  of  the  academic  intentions  of  the 
University  as  they  are   seen  over  the  next  decade,    including  some  statements 
about  enrollments  which  they  believe  appropriate;   (2)  a  presentation  by  the  edu- 
cational program  consultant  who  has  followed  closely  the  development  of  the 
curriculum  planning  and  has  made  recommendations  regarding  space  needs; 
and  (3)  a  presentation  by  the  architectural  firm  of  Murphy  and  Mackey  who  have 
prepared  and  will  present  the  preliminary  design  features  in  the  land  use  plan 
of  Sangamon  State. 

He  added  there  would  be  littl     in  the  long  range  plan  which  would  require  decision 
making  on  the  part  cf  the   Board  at  this  time,    with  the  exception  of  one  area  in 
which  he  would  ask  t.-.:e   Board  to  give  him  a  go-ahead,    and  that  would  be  the  area  of 
the  basic  land  use   scheme  -  the  placing  of  buildings,    roads,    etc.    so  that  he  can 
inform  engineers  and  municipal  utilities  where   services  should  be  designed. 

Dr.    Spencer  said  that  he  feels,    and  he  believes  staff  would  agree,    that  Sangamon 
State   should  not  aspire  to  the  kind  of  size  that  is  associated  with  a  multiversity. 
Sangamon  shoulc   '.ave  10,  000  students  in  ten  years  or  so  (according  to  the  Master 
Plan).      He   said  they  were  not  going  beyond  this,    except  to  say  that  the  maximum 
after  ten  years  would  be  12,  000  to   13^,  000,    and  he  hoped  that  the  Regents  and  the 
Board  of  Higher  Education  would  limit  the  size  of  Sangamon. 

With  each  new  profession  in  our  changing  technology,    Dr.    Spencer  stated,    there 
is  a  demand  for  credentials.     He  feels  that  Sangamon  State  should  recognize  that 
demand.     In  the  last  two  decades,    he  said,    the  master's  degree  has  become  almost 
a  normal  attribute  of  the  high  school  teacher,    and  in  many  other  areas  the  master's 
degree  is  built  into  the  entrance  requirements.     In  December,    said  Dr.    Spencer, 
he  had  discussed  with  the   Boar',    .he  three  year  master's  program  which  will 
become  a  normal  part  of  the  program  at  Sangamon.      Springfield,    he  continued, 
has  a  higher  proportion  of  people  with  higher  education  than  any  other  city  in  the 
State  outside  the  Metropolitan  Chicago  area  and  the  Champaign- Urbana  area,    and 
this  is  an  important  base  from  which  to  look  at  the  development  of  graduate  study. 
Springfield,    he  added,    is  a  medical,    legal  and  government  center,    and  this  also 
makes  it  unique.     He  believes,    he  said,    that  Sangamon  State  should  reflect  these 
capabilities  in  its  programs,   without  shirking  its  responsibilities  to  the  liberal 
and  fine  arts. 
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Graduate  enrollment  will  be  based  in  large  measure,    he  thought,    on  the  reputation 
Sangamon  State  establishes  and  the  market  factor.     If  Sangamon  State  does  as  he 
hopes  as  to  programs  and  faculty,    it  should  gain  a  reputation  which  will  bring 
people  to  Springfield  from  all  over  to  study. 

With  regard  to  undergraduate  degrees,    President  Spencer  said  he  would  prefer 
not  to  grant  professional  degrees,    but   rather  one  baccalaureate  degree,    and 
will  ask  the  same  thing  at  the  master's  level.      Looking  ahead  he  would  anticipate 
that  perhaps  25  academic  areas  would  be  offered  in  the  baccalaureate  programs. 
At  the  master's  level  they  hope  to  hew  to  the  master  of  arts  degree  rather  than 
professional  degrees  as  such,    and  hope  to  continue  to  insist  on  a  level  of  literacy 
and  accomplishment  which  will  make  the  master  of  arts  meaningful. 

President  Spencer  said  Sangamon  could  live  with  a  modest  number  of  master's 
programs  and  no  doctoral  programs  for  a  few  years  to  come,   but  when  the  time 
does  come  he  hoped  the  preparation  and  reputation  will  be  there  to  justify  them. 

Sangamon  State,    he  continued,    would  match  resources  with  the  growing  medical 
complex  in  Springfield,    but  felt  Sangamon  should  not  respond  simply  to  pressure 
for  degrees,    but  should  have  something  to  say  about  the  quality  of  the  programs. 
He  touched  briefly  on  the  possibilities  of  attracting  large  firms  for  research  and 
development.      Dr.    Millar  said  this  was  a  point  he  had  not  heard  Dr.    Spencer  address 
himself  to  before,    and  wondered  if  in  fact  this  sort  of  thing  holds  as  much  promise 
as  might  be  expected.      He  said  that  this  had  been  tried  and  really  only  in  isolated 
cases  had  it  been  successful.     He  cited  an  example  where  an  enormous  amount  of 
money  had  been  absorbed,   but  yet  had  not  attracted  either  industry  or  the  univer- 
sity community  to  participate  to  full  capacity.     He  thought  perhaps  the  climate 
was  not  right  at  this  point.      The  resistance   stems  from  the  fact  that  although  you 
must  necessarily  have  relationships  between  industry  and  the  university,    you  do 
not  want  to  get  them  intermeshed  so  that  you  can't  tell  the  difference.     Dr.    Spencer 
said  in  the  past  he  had  been  very  skeptical,    and  thought  that  the  nature  of  the 
research  itself  has  to  be  independent  and  free  of  some  of  the  motives  which  might 
be  present  in  a  business  situation.     Dr.    Julian  commented  that  in  his  opinion  it 
is  very  dangerous  to  embark  on  something  of  this   sort  unless  you  make  the  direc- 
tives very  specific  and  very  limited. 

Dr.    Julian  said  there  was  one  thing  which  concerned  him  greatly:      "What  is  the 
special  thrust  of  Sangamon  State  University?  "    He  thought  that  Sangamon  was  to 
emphasize  public  administration  and  other  things,    but  he  said  he  was  confused 
by  the  diffused  character  of  the  offerings  suggested  for  Sangamon.      He  thought 
it  should  be  very  carefully  spelled  out  that  "here  are  our  specialties,    and  students 
coming  from  this  place  are  specially  equipped". 

Dr.    Julian  further  stated  that  if  a  master's  is  given  in  some  other  things,   for 
example  computer  sciences  or  environmental  research,    it  must  be  the  kind  of 
program  that  is  so  solid  that  it  will  enable  the  man  to  transfer  immediately  to 
the  larger  degree  that  will  be  coming.      You  cannot,    he  thought,    dignify  it  simply 
by  granting  it.      Therefore,    he  questioned,    what  are  we  going  to  answer  to  the 
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public  when  it  asks  the  special  holy  mission  of  Sangamon?      The  people  are 
expecting  a  special  thrust  at  Sangamon. 

Dr.    Knoblauch    said  that  one  pitfall  is  that  the  University  might  fall  heir  to 
granting  a  "practitioner's  degree",    and  believed  that  until  some  substantive 
changes  are  made  in  higher  education,    not  merely  procedural  changes,    we 
will  not  get  any  place. 

Dr.    Spencer  said  he  would  ask  them  to  look  at  what  government  is  today. 
Look  at.  the  range  of  people  and  professions  you  find  in  government  today. 
You  educate  people  in  their  own  profession  relating  to  the  agency  they  might 
be  going  into.     It  approximates  the  profession  working  outside  government. 
There  is  a  whole  range  of  professions  on  either  side  of  the  fence.     Do  we  edu- 
cate practitioners  in  the  sense  we  handle  tasks  appropriate  to  government 
itself?      There  is  a  crisis  in  values  in  public  affairs,    he  stated,    and  that  is  what 
Sangamon  State  will  address  itself  to  and  design  a  curriculum  to  answer  the 
question:     what  is  the  meaning  of  what  we  are  doing? 

Dr.    Matsler  said  that  the   Board  of  Higher  Education  staff  will  be  asking  ior 
additional  information  on  each  discipline  at  Sangamon  as  the  University  acquires 
its  faculty  and  moves  ahead.     He  said  the  BHE   staff  does  intend  to  recommend  that 
Sangamon  go  ahead. 

Dr.    Julian  commented  that  before  the  list  of  courses  is  presented  to  the  Board  of 
Higher  Education  he  would  suggest  that  the   President  consult  with  competent 
people  from  other  universities  and  present  to  the  BHE  an  outline  of  the  content 
of  the  courses. 

Dr.  Spencer  replied  that  they  had  consulted  with  experts  in  the  disciplines  and 
in  government.  He  advised  that  some  conditions  of  employment  for  faculty  are 
the  supervision  of  students  on  applied  study  quarter,  accepting  a  teaching  load 
which  includes  counselling,  and  a  commitment  to  public  affairs.  They  will  be 
asked  to  accept  a  system  of  rewards  which  puts  a  premium  on  teaching  input. 
Prospective  faculty  must  also  accept  a.  system  of  university  governance  which 
does  not  let  either  faculty  or  students  run  the  show. 

President  Spencer  asked  Mr.    Robert  MacAlister  to  comment  briefly  on  the  input 
he  had  contributed  to  the  design  of  the  curriculum.      Mr.    MacAlister  summarized 
his  career  in  government  service  and  commented  he  felt  that  an  effective  public 
servant  must  have  had  some  exposure  to  the  specialties  of  administration,    but 
the  difference  between  someone  "going  through  the  paces"  and  an  imaginative 
public  servant  with  conviction,    with  ideas,    with  commitment,    is  a  person  who  has 
been  exposed  to  the  great  questions  which  come  up  in  the  liberal  arts,    a  person 
who  has  applied  theory  to  a  program  outside  the  university.     He  continued  that 
what  goes  to  make  the  type  of  public  servant  everyone  wants  to  see  is  the  important 
ingredient  of  being  moved,    being  inspired  by  a  professor,    a  real  teacher  at  the 
university.      Obviously,    he  said,   no  one  can  come  up  with  a  highly  pinpointed

formula  which  will  produce  an  instant  outstanding  public  servant.  He  said  he 
was  confident  that  the  emphasis  being  placed  on  the  liberal  arts  for  people  at 
Sangamon  State  going  into  public  affairs  is  going  to  bear  fruit. 

Dr.    Robert  Batson  of  the  academic  planning  staff  for  Sangamon  State  told  the 
Board  that  Sangamon  State  is  hoping  to  do  things  equally  as  well  as  established 
institutions,    but  with  a  different  flair,    and  to  carry  this  beyond  the  political  science 
student  to  those  in  the  other  disciplines.     He  stated  that  one  of  the  things  Sangamon 
State  intends  to  do  is  really  what  Dr.    Julian  was  discussing  earlier  -  that  is  to 
bring  public  questions  before  all  of  the  students.      Dr.    Batson  reviewed  for  the 
Board  the  fact  that  the  academic  planning  had  started  with  the  committee  which 
Dr.    Matsler  had  appointed,    and  which  the  Board  had  approved.      These  people  were 
from  ISU,    NIU,    the  U.    of  I.    and  State  service.     He  added  that  the  first  priority 
for  Vice  President  George  Cohen  would  be  to  do  exactly  what  Dr.    Julian  had  sug- 
gested earlier,    to  increase  and  step  up  the  pace  of  consultation  with  people  in 
academia. 

President  Spencer  then  called  upon  Mr.    Fritz  Rehkopf  of  Becker  and  Becker, 
consultants,    who  reviewed  with  the  Board  the  interim  report  which  had  been 
sent  to  members.      Space  requirements  for  classrooms,    laboratories,    administra- 
tion,   etc.  ,    he  said,    each  require  a  various  element  of  space.     At  present,    the 
thinking  is  in  terms  of  250,  000   sq.    ft.    which  will  permit  all  these  things  to  function. 
They  are  beginning  to  take  a  look  at  the  second  major  unit  and  what  it  will  require 
in  space,    perhaps  400-500,000  sq.    ft.      The  development  of  educational  specifications 
for  temporary  facilities  for  1970  will  require  approximately  70,  000  sq.    ft.  ,    and 
these  specifications   should  be  completed  shortly  and  hopefully  presented  for  appro- 
val in  March. 

Mr.    Murphy  of  the  architectural  firm  of  Murphy  and  Mackey  reported  on  what  had 
been  developed  to  date  as  far  as  land  utilization  and  location  of  roads,    parking,    etc. 
Dr.    Spencer  asked  authorization  from  the  Board  to  proceed  on  the  land  utilization 
pattern  which  commits  Sangamon  State  to  a  certain  road  network,    so  that  he  can 
inform  the  people  who  must  build  things  in  the  public  utilities  area  at  an  early  date. 
He  advised  that  he  is  being  pressed  quite  hard  by  the  Sanitary  District  and  others 
as  to  what  his  intentions  are  with  regard  to  the  road  network. 

Dr.    Millar  said  that  the  circular  pattern  appeared  to  make  good  utilization  of  the 
land,    but  Dr.    Knoblauch  questioned  Mr.    Murphy  on  whether  this  might  restrict 
future  expansion  in  any  way.      Mr.    Murphy  said  he  felt   that  within  the  general  area 
there  would  be  a  considerable  area  for  expansion,    even  as  much  as  to  the  level  of 
20,  000  students. 

Mrs.    Masters  inquired  into  the  matter  of  landscaping,    and  Mr.    Murphy  said  that 
even  the  initial  central  core  would  have  some  very  interesting    and  choice  plantings. 
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Dr.    Millar    said  it  appeared  to  be  in  order  for  the  Board  to  approve  the  concept 
as  presented.      Dr.    Matsler  added  that  what  President  Spencer  needed  was  for 
the  Board  to  receive  the  plan  and  direct  him  to  inform  those  necessary  agencies, 
such  as  the  Sanitary  District,    so  that  they  could  be  authorized  to  fix  the  location 
of  utilities. 

Mr.    Varese  moved  that  the  overall  plan  for  Sangamon  State  University  as  presented 
be  approved.      The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mrs.    Masters,    roll  was  called,    and  the 
motion  carried  unanimously. 

President  Spencer  then  presented  the  following  items  to  the   Board  and  requested 
approval: 

1.  Personnel  Transactions,    including  a  request  for  a  new  position  with  a 

simultaneous  approval  of  appointment.     A  list  of  the  persons  affected 
by  these  transactions  is  included  in  the  President's  Report  and  will  be 
kept  on  file  at  the  University  and  in  the  Central  Office. 

2.„  Resolution  authorizing  execution  of  lease  for  additional  office  space: 

RESOLVED  that  the  written  lease  from  The  Union 
Building  Corporation,    an  Illinois  corporation,    to 
Sangamon  State  University,    a  copy  of  which  is  at- 
tached to  and  made  a  part  of  this  Resolution  by 
reference  with  the  same  effect  as  though  specifi- 
cally incorporated  herein,    providing  for  the  use 
and  occupancy  of  the  first  floor,     consisting  of 
approximately  1800  square  feet,    for  office  purposes 
of  the  building  at  407  East  Washington  Street, 
Springfield,    Illinois,    for  the  term  beginning  January  1, 
1970  and  ending  September  30,    1970,    at  a  term  rental 
of  $3,  375.  00  payable  in  installments  of  $375.  00  each 
month  in  advance,    be  and  it  is  hereby  authorized, 
approved  and  confirmed  and  Sangamon  State  University 
by  its  President,    Robert  C.    Spencer,    be  and  is  hereby 
authorized  to  execute  such  lease. 

3.  Request  for  approval  of  staff  moving  expenses. 

Mr.    Loren  Smith  moved  that  the  President's  Report  for  Sangamon  State  Univer- 
sity be  approved.      The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Barr,    roll  was  called,    and 
the  motion  carried  unanimously. 
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ILLINOIS  STATE  UNIVERSITY 

Long  Range  Planning 

President  Braden  advised  that  the  basic  ingredients  of  the   space  plan  for  Illinois 
State  University  were  relatively  simple,    and  advised  he  would  present  them  in 
the  form  of  three  basics:     (1)  estimates  of  enrollments;   (2)  estimates  of  distri- 
bution of  enrollments  among  various  academic  levels;  and  (3)  formulae  which  are 
used  to  convert  the  estimation  of  enrollments  or  estimates  of  distribution  of 
enrollments  into  space  needs. 

Dr.    Braden  asked  Dr.    Richard  Bond  to  comment  about  estimates  of  enrollments 
and  the  distribution  of  these  enrollments,    and  to  explain  briefly  how  these  are 
converted  into  space  needs.      The  President  said  Dean  Bond  would  be  supported 
by  representatives  of  the   Leo  Daly  firm  which  is  the  space  consultant  for  ISU. 

Dean  Bond  advised  that  the  academic  planning  committee,    of  which  he  is  chairman, 
consisted  mainly  of  faculty  members.     Mr.    Harden  is  the  coordinator  and  serves 
as  executive  secretary.      The  committee  has  had  many  deliberations  which  were 
collated  in  the  initial  draft.      There  had  been  hearings  among  faculty  and  students 
and  finally  the  University  Council.      The  committee  intends  to  remain  a  student- 
oriented  program  with  a  high  degree  of  student  input  in  planning  and  program 
development  with  strong  emphasis  on  undergraduates.     ISU  intends  to  maintain  a 
concern  for  teacher  education  but  will  move  into  interdisciplinary,    international 
and  inter -cultural  approaches,    also. 

In  the  problems  of  articulation  with  junior  colleges  they  have  attempted  to  state  a 
philosophy  of  experimental  programs.      In  the  past  year  this  has  resulted  to  some 
extent  in  new  courses  in  general  education  and  more  recently  in  a  complete  revision 
of  the  program.      In  October  of  1967  ISU  had  promised  its  curriculum  would  be  lean 
and  relevant,      Similarly,    as  the  committee  has  moved  toward  the  graduate  programs 
they  have  developed  four  doctoral  programs  with  guidelines  that  will  make  them 
different,    but  still  meet  the  current  criticisms  of  such  programs,     In  addition  they 
have  attempted  to  address  themselves  to  intermediate  degrees  and  he  called  atten- 
tion to  some  of  these  enumerated  in  the  plan  distributed  to  the  Board. 

Dean  Bond  continued  that  the  planning  committee  is  now  in  the  process  of  revising 
the  plan,    as  it  had  been  promised  they  would  look  at  it  each  year.      Students  have 
been  added  to  the  committee.     He  advised  that  the  doctoral  programs  are  not  moving 
along  at  the  rate  they  had  anticipated,    and  it  looks  as  though  there  will  be  no  addi- 
tional doctoral  programs  besides  those  listed  in  the  plan.      The  committee  is 
attempting  to  provide  room  for  improved  undergraduate  programs,    particularly  in 
the  allied  health  field,    and  two  professional  areas,    law  and  architecture.      The 
laboratory  schools  have  been  examined  to  see  what  their  future  may  be.     ISU,    he 
said,    has  the  largest  lab  schools  in  the  State,    and  they   have  made  an  internal  commit- 
ment to  them  that  they  will  be  continued  within  a  specific  set  of  guidelines  which  the 
Board  has  already  seen. 
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Living  in  a  rapidly  changing   society,    he  continued,    we  have  a  commitment  to  the 
social  problems  and  relevance,    but  the  difficulty  in  social  change  is  anticipating 
what  courses  will  be  relevant.      For  instance,    he  asked,    who  would  have  guessed 
8  or  10  years  ago  the  growth  of  black  studies  or  computer  sciences?      The  uni- 
versity faces   slowness  of  development  of  the  third  phase  of  the  Master  Plan. 
There  have  been  serious  delays  in  facilities  which  have  been  approved,    and  what 
effect  this  will  have  on  the  plan  cannot  be  predicted  at  this  point.      Planning, 
Dean  Bond  said,    is  a  continuing  process,    but  the  University  is  attempting  to  keep 
uptodate  and  keep  the  Board  informed. 

Mr.    Ensign  then  reported  that  in  order  to  get  a  more  objective  planning  process 
the  committee  elected  to  use  the  services  of  a  professional  planner  and  had 
selected  the  Leo  Daly  firm  of  St.    Louis.      The  University  is  located  in  an  area  of 
urban  development.      Fortunately  the  planning  of  the  university  founders  had  been 
good  enough  to  last  for  100  years,    but  now  the  expansion  has  to  be  at  the  expense 
of  carving  it  out  of  improved  properties.      This  is  expensive  and  demands  the  very 
best  in  solutions  so  that  it  does  not  become  too  expensive. 

Mr,    Ensign  continued  that  in  the  development  of  the  long  range  plan  many   people 
had  been  involved    -  people  on  campus,    city  people,    town  officials,    the  university 
council,    student  senate,    interhall  council,    etc.   ,    and  public  hearings  have  been 
held.      The  committee  has  had  excellent  cooperation  from  the   Bloomington  news- 
paper,   and  all  in  all  the  plan  has  had  general  exposure. 

Mr.     . acardi  of  the  Leo  Daly  firm  then  stated  he  wanted  to  emphasize  that  this 
presentation  is  only  an  interim  document  which  had  been  presented  to  the   Board 
but  dees  include  certain  things  which  are  basic  assumptions  of  the  physical  layout 
of  the  facilities.      The  next  part  of  the  report  will  include  a  final  master  plan  docu- 
ment.    He  introduced  Mr.    Henegrin  to  illustrate  and  describe  the  actual  plan. 
Mr.    Henegrin  presented  a  diagrammatic  illustration  of  the  land  use  for  the  South, 
West  and  North  Campus,    also  reviewing  vehicular  circulation,    pedestrian  and  bi- 
cycle circulation,    overhead  crossings,    etc.      Dr.    Millar  asked  whether  in  attempting 
to  get  a  coherent  campus  if  any  thought  had  been  given  to  the  actual  demolition  of 
some  buildings  which  are  currently  part  of  the  university.     It  was  his  feeling,    he 
said,    that  for  both  ISU  and  NIU  to  really  do  a  long  range  job,    it  is  going  to  be 
necessary  not  only  to  add  but  to  replace  buildings.     Some  consideration  had  been 
given  to  this  at  ISU. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  moved  that  the  Board  approve  the  long  range  plan  as  presented 
for  Illinois  State  University.      The  motion  was   seconded  by  Mr.    Barr,    roll  was 
called,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

President  Braden  advised  that  in  line  with  efforts  to  proceed  on  the  Union- 
Auditorium  complex  Mr.  Lenz  had,  at  his  request,  prepared  a  Resolution. 
The  President  presented  the  following  Resolution: 
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RESOLVED,    that  the   Board  of  Regents  employ  Barcus, 
Kindred  &  Co.    to  prepare  a  Prospectus  and  perform  related  activi- 
ties for  the  sale  of  Revenue  Bonds  to  fund  the  University  Union- 
Auditorium  at  Illinois  State  University.      The  professional  fees  for 
this   service   shall  not  exceed  $25,  000  which  shall  be  advanced  from 
surplus  revenues  in  Bond  Accounts  at  Illinois  State  University. 

That  when  such  Revenue   Bonds  are  issued,    the  fees  and 
expenses  incurred  for  these  services  shall  be  credited  against  the 
schedule  of  fees  and  expenses  heretofore  approved  by  the   Board, 
except  as  additional  compensation  shall  be  due  for  revisions  of  the 
Prospectus  and  supplemental  activities. 

This  work  shall  proceed  under  the  direction  of  the 
President  of  Illinois  State  University. 

Dr,    Julian  moved  that  the  foregoing  Resolution  be  adopted.      The  motion  was  seconded 
by  Mr,    Varese,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  was  unanimously  approved. 

Dr      Knoblauch  presented  the  following  Resolution  and  moved  for  its  adoption: 

RESOLVED  that  the  Board  of  Regents  hereby  authorizes 
the  acquisition  of  the  following  described  real  estate,    to-wit: 

Sixty  feet  off  of  the  North  end  of  the  South  Half  of 
Lots  26  and  27  in  L.    W.    Capen  and  Company's 
Subdivision  of  80  acres  in  the  South  Half  of  Section 
21  and  the  North  Half  of  Section  28,    Township  24 
North,    Range  2  East  of  the  Third  Principal  Meri- 
dian,   in  McLean  County,    Illinois; 

said  land  to  be  acquired  from  Charles  M.    Grim  for  the   sum  of 
$18,  250.  00  and  other  necessary  costs  and  expenses  and  is  to  be  used 
for  campus  development,    building  sites  and  educational  purposes  of 
Illinois  State  University  at  Normal,    Illinois,    to  be  paid  from  funds 
appropriated  from  the  Parking  Funds. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  officers  of  this 
Board  be  and  thev  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  such 
instruments  and  to  do  such  things  as  are  necessary  to  acquire   said 
real  estate. 

Mr.    Barr  seconded  the  motion,    roll  was  called,    and  the  Resolution  was  unanimously 
adopted. 

President  Braden  then  presented  the  following  items  for  approval  by  the  Board:

The  Chairman  asked  if  there  were  additions  to  or  corrections  of  the  minutes  of 
the  meeting  of  January  4.      There  being  none,    the  minutes  were  approved  as  dis- 
tributed to  members. 
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CHAIRMAN'S  ITEMS 

Dr.    Millar  announced  that  the  first  order  of  business  would  be  the  election  of 
officers  to  serve  a  one  year  term,    and  called  for  nominations  for  the  office  of 
Secretary.      Dr.    Knoblauch   placed  in  nomination  the  name  of  Dr.    Franklin  G. 
Matsler.      The  nomination  was  seconded  by  Dr.    Julian.      There  being  no  further 
nominations,    the  Chairman  instructed  that  roll  be  called,    and  Dr.    Matsler  was 
elected  Secretary  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  members. 

Dr.    Millar  asked  for  nominations  for  the  office  of  Treasurer.      Dr.    Knoblauch 
nominated  Mr.    William  J.    Keating  to  fill  this  office.      The  nomination  was   be -ended 
by  Mr.    Loren  Smith.      There  being  no  further  nominations,    the  Chairman  instructed 
that  the  roll  be  called,    and  Mr.    Keating  was  unanimously  elected  as  Treasurer. 

Dr.    Julian  placed  in  nomination  the  name  of  Mrs.    Thcmas  D.    Masters  as  Assist- 
ant Secretary- Treasurer.      The  nomination  was   seconded  by  Dr.    Knoblauch,    roll 
was  called,    and  Mrs.    Masters  was  elected  unanimously  to  the  office. 

The  Chairman  announced  that  the  Educational  Subcommittee  of  the    Legislative   Com- 
mission to  Visit  and  Examine  State  Institutions  had  chosen  this  meeting  of  the   Beard 
of  Regents  for  their  annual  visit,    and  he  introduced  Representative  Hellmut  Stolle. 
Representative  Stolle  advised  that  other  subcommittee  members  were  expected  to 
arrive  for  the  meeting.      Representatives  of  the  committee  were  welcomed  by  the 
Regents. 

Dr.    Millar  said  there  had  been  several  items  which  had  been  in  the  news  recently 
and  although  they  were  not  on  the  agenda  of  the  meeting,    he  thought  it  advisable 
to  have  some  public  discussion  of  the  items.     He  continued  that  there  had  been 
much  discussion,   mail,    petitions,    phone  calls,    etc.    regarding  the  prospect  of 
naming  the  Student  Union  Building  at  Illinois  State  University  after  Malcolm  X. 
He  stated  that  he  would  like  to  make  it  clear  that  this  item  was  not  before  the 
Board  for  consideration,    but  the  volume  of  mail  and  other   contacts  dictated  that 
Board  members  could  not  remain  silent  on  the  matter.      He  said  he  wished  to 
direct  his  remarks  to  the  process  by  which  names  of  buildings  are   sele    *ed,    e.nd 
said  that  it  is  not  a  process  which  allows  or  permits   small  vocal  groups  to  unduly 
influence  the  naming  of  a  building.     He  said  he  would  like  to  give  credit  to  President 
Braden  for  the  process  at  ISU  to  select  the  name  of  an  individual  to  represent  a 
fair  segment  of  the  university  community.      The  process  had  been  an  orderly  one, 
with  deliberations  by  the  Task  Force  appointed  by  the  President  and  '.he  results 
presented  to  the  University  Council,      Dr,    Braden,    he  continued,    was  not  yet  pre- 
pared to  bring  a  recommendation  to  the   Board,    as  he  felt  there  must  be  more 
deliberation.      Dr.    Millar  said  that  with  regard  to  the  name  itself  and  the  individual 
selected,    it  was  his  personal  feeling,    and  he  thought  others  shared  his  view,    that 
the  name  selected  must  necessarily  have  some  association  with  the  educational 
process,    someone  either  recognized  for  his  contribution  to  education,    perhaps 
recognized  in  the  sciences  for  major  revelations  or  discoverce ; ,    or  someone  who 
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had  advanced  education  through  support  by  legislative  action  or  public  work. 

He  said  he  would  have  reservations  that  Malcolm  X  fully  qualifies  in  this  regard. 

The  Chairman  said  that  Dr.    Julian  had  asked  to  make  a  statement  to  the  Board 
in  this  regard. 

Dr.    Julian  said  that  he  had  not  prepared  a  written  statement.     He  said  his  concept 
of  an  individual  after  whom  a  building  of  a  university  would  be  named  would  be  a 
man  who  has  shown  some  element  of  scholarly  acceptability,    and  as  the  Chairman 
had  stated,    someone  who  has  been  interested  in  education,,     Dr.    Julian  said  he 
wished  to  make  it  clear  that  the  suggestion  to  name  a  building  of  the  universitv 
after  some  outstanding  Negro  in  the  Illinois  community  was  a  good  one.     He   said 
there  have  been  sufficiently  outstanding  Negro  people  in  the  State  of  Illinois,    and 
it  had  been  a  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  university  not  to  have  thought  of  this 
before.     In  the  case  of  the  Regency  Universities,    he  continued,    the  system  is 
small  and  young  in  education  in  Illinois,    and  no  blame  can  be  laid  there.     He  stated, 
however,    that  "I  would  turn  over  in  my  grave  if  my  grandchildren  or  great  grand- 
children who  might  go  to  Illinois  State  University  would  have  to  turn  back  and  say, 
'Our  granddad  -  was  he  not  able  to  find  any  other  recipient  than  Malcolm  X?  "' 
Dr.    Julian  continued  that  he  had  read  the  autobiography  of  Malcolm  X  with  sym- 
pathy and  a  feeling  of  uplift  in  that  an  individual  can  repair  himself  in  life,   but 
he  still  felt  that  Malcolm  X  is  no  name  for  a  building  in  the  university  of  our 
State  or  any  state  of  the  union.      He  said  he  therefore  wanted  to  register  his  objec- 
tion to  this  suggestion,    if  it  ever  comes  before  this  Board.     He  stated  there  have 
been  some  great  people  among  the  blacks  --  Ida  Wells,    a  woman  who  had  done  a 
great  deal  for  the  State;  Hiram  Revels,    the  first  black  senator  from  the  State  of 
Mississippi  who  had  brought  glory  upon  the  State  of  Illinois;  John  T.    Jones,    the 
first  black  commissioner  of  the  City  of  Chicago.     All  of  these  actually  served  the 
highest  ideals  of  the  community,    not  necessarily  the  ideals  of  the  majority,    but 
they  did  espouse  the  ideals  the  majority  should  have. 

Dr.    Millar  said  that  from  the  letters  and  other  contacts  he  had  received  the  feeling 
is  running  about  50-50,    and  that  this  is  not  at  all  one-sided.     He  said  he  believed 
that  it  would  take  deliberation  and  serious  thought  to  resolve  the  question  and  said 
he  expected  ISU  with  the  process  that  has  been  generated  to  come  to  the  Board 
representing  the  wishes  of  the  university  community  with  the  endorsement  of  the 
President  and  staff.      The  selection  will  then  be  made  in  a  fashion  that  examines 
all  aspects  of  the  question  in  a  civilized  and  deliberate  way. 

UNIVERSITY  CONSTITUTIONS 


Dr.    Millar  said  that  part  of  the  responsibility  in  keeping  with  the  new  governance 
policy  was  to  develop  university  constitutions.      Both  universities  have  been  work- 
ing on  the  principles,    language  and  structure  of  such  constitutions  fcr  the  past 
year.      The  Board  has  had  two  readers  committees  who  have  worked  with  the  con- 
stitutions at  the  Board  level.     Illinois  State  University  has  progressed  a  little 
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further  than  Northern  Illinois  University  and  is  ready  to  request  approval  of 
its  Constitution.     Dr.    Millar  said  that  since  the  constitutions  have  been  written 
by  separate  committees  certain  inconsistencies  in  language  may  exist,    and  the 
Board  realized  this  when  they  were  written,,     He  further  stated  that  the  Board 
wanted  to  go  through  all  three  documents  and  make  certain  the  language  is 
uniform  after  all  have  been  approved. 

With  the  understanding  that  proposals  for  amendment  may  be  initiated  at  any 
time  by  members  of  the  Board  of  Regents  or  through  procedures  established 
on  the  campus,    Mr.    Loren  Smith  moved  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution  of 
Illinois  State  University  as  duly  approved  by  faculty  and  students  and  presented 
to  the  Board  for  adoption  as  a  part  of  the  governance  system  of  the  Regency  Uni- 
versities as  provided  in  Article  IV,    Section  1,    of  the  Governing  Policy  for  the 
Regency  Universities. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mrs.    Masters,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion 
unanimously  carried. 

COMMITTEE  REPORTS 


The  Chairman  announced  that  Dr.    Kenneth  Lund,    Chairman  of  the  Presidents' 
Residences  Committee,   had  advised  him  he  would  report  later  in  the  meeting. 

Dr.    Millar   said  that  a  committee  had  been  appointed  to  examine  the  nature  of 
the  action  of  the  Board  at  its  meetings.     Essentially  the  task  of  the  committee 
had  been  to  look  at  what  members  do  at  Board  meetings  to  see  if  administrative 
trivia  could  be  minimized  and  thus  enable  the  Board  to  devote  attention  to  questions 
of  policy  and  philosophy  of  the  universities.      The  committee  had  met  and  con- 
sidered the  problems. 

Mr.    Loren  Smith,    Chairman  of  this  Committee  on  Presidents'  Reports,    said  that 
each  member  of  the  Board  would  receive  a  final  draft  of  committee  recommenda- 
tions in  advance  of  the  next  meeting  and  hopefully  it  could  be  presented  to  the 
Board  for  approval  at  the  March  1  meeting. 

NORTHERN  ILLINOIS  UNIVERSITY  LONG  RANGE  PLAN 

President  Smith  advised  that  even  before  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  had  in- 
structed all  institutions  in  the  State  to  develop  long  range  plans  for  physical 
development,    NIU  had  realized  this  was   something  that  had  been  lacking  and  to 
which  it  must  address  itself.     Accordingly  in  November  of  1967  the  University 
Council  had  authorized  a  new  committee,    the  University  Facilities    Committee. 
At  the  same  time  the  Council  had  authorized  a  committee  to  develop  academic 
planning,    and  these  two  committees  were  to  work  together  for  two  years.      The 
Academic  Planning  Committee  was  to  articulate,    broaden  and  make   more  con- 
crete the  mission  of  NIU  which  is  set  out  in  Phase  II  of  the  Master  Plan  and 
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other  documents.      The  facilities  committee  was  to  take  these  academic  plans 
and  convert  them  into  a  physical  facilities  plan  for  the  development  of  the  Uni- 
versity.    He  emphasized  that  this  has  been  a  faculty  committee  which  has 
worked  very  long  and  hard  on  this.     He  said  NIU  has  in  the  budget  master  planning 
funds  which  will  allow  the  University  to  have  an  architect,    and  they  hoped  that  in 
the  near  future  they  will  be  able  to  afford  a  position  of  University  Planner „      Thus 
far,    they  have  had  to  do  this  with  a  faculty  committee  and  what  would  be  presented 
to  the  Board  today  is  what  has  been  developed  in  that  committee.      The  President 
said  the  presentation  would  be  in  three  different  element:     (1)  a  brief  resume  of 
the  academic  plan;   (2)  a  picture  of  enrollments  over  the  next  10  years;  and 
(3)  the  long  range  physical  development  of  the  University,, 

He  called  upon  Dr.    Richard  Bowers,    Vice  President  and  Provost,    to  present  the 
academic  plan  resume.     Dr.    Bowers  said  that  he  had  copies  of  the  academic  plan 
document  which  had  been  given  to  Board  members  in  June  1969,     He  said  it  was 
recognized  that  the  academic  plan  should  reflect  the  planned  development  of  the 
University  and  must  be  updated.      The  committee  had  met  during  the  past  summer 
with  representatives  of  various  colleges  to  receive  their  reactions,    and  it  became 
apparent  some  changes  in  the  time  schedule  for  new  programs  would  be  necessary. 
Each  department  and  college  had  been  requested  to  discuss  and  react  to  the  docu- 
ment.     This  having  been  done  during  the  Fall  semester,   meetings  are   scheduled 
in  February  and  March.     At  the  conclusion,    the  committee  will  revise  and  update 
the  plan  and  in  future  years  will  review  and  revise  the  plan.      The  plan,   he  continued, 
is  based  on  the  mission  of  the  university  as  set  out  in  Phase  II  of  the  Master  Plan 
which  permits  NIU  to  place  emphasis  on  upper  division  and  graduate  work.      The 
students  at  NIU  have  emphasized  the  necessity  for  education  to  be  humanized  and 
relevant.      The  University  must  create  the  opportunity  to  identify  with  teachers. 
For  this  to  happen  a  commitment  must  be  made  by  the  total  university.      Dr.    Bowers 
listed  the  new  academic  programs  for  the  next  decade.      With  regard  to  graduate 
study,    he  said  the  plan  sets  down  the  guidelines  for  the  development,  of  doctoral 
programs:     evidence  of  professional  and  societal  need;  availability  of  competent 
and  experienced  faculty;  adequate  equipment  and  library;,  institutional  support; 
■well  established  master's  program;  and  the  support  which  a  program  can  provide 
for  other  programs  on  campus. 

Dr.    Bowers  listed  the  programs  at  the  doctoral  level  and  called  attenticn  to  the 
time  table  which  had  been  altered  since  presentation  of  the  plan  in  June, 

President  Smith  asked  Dr.    Peter  Abrams,    Director  cf  the  Bureau  of  University 
Research,    to  present  the  section  of  the  plan  concerning  enrollment  projections. 
Dr.    Abrams  said  that  the  Bureau  is  an  ex  officio  member  of  the  University 
Facilities  Committee  and  directed  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  the  appendix  to 
the  plan  relative  to  projections  through  1980.     Dr.    Abrams  said  that  the  Bureau 
will  start  projecting  by  departments  within  colleges,    and  that  they  would  also  be 
looking  at  space  by  department.      This  represents  a  relatively  new  way  of  looking 
at  data.     It  is  a  difficult  area,    and  as  information  becomes  available,    with  enroll- 
ment projections,    it  can  be  fitted  to  academic  programs  and  facilities. 
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Dr.    Millar  questioned  Dr.    Abrams  about  a  recent  report  showing  a  limitation 
on  enrollments  starting  in  September  1970.      Dr.    Abrams  said  that  the  University 
is  in  a  situation  that  necessitates  limiting  1970  entering  enrollments  at  NIU,    but 
that  this  had  not  been  reflected  in  the  projections.     He  said  that  the  university- 
administration  is  aware  of  the  consequences. 

Dr.    Millar  asked  how  this  would  compare  with  1969-70  head  count,    and  Dr. 
Abrams  replied  that  it  looks  as  if  NIU  will  have  cut  off  about  800  students  at 
various  levels.     At  this  point  in  time,    he  said,    the  1970  enrollment  will  not 
meet  the  25,  000  unless  situations  occur  between  now  and  September  that  will 
allow  the  universi  ty  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  students.      He  said  the  demand  is 
there,    but  the  problem  is   supplying  housing.      President  Smith  interjected  that 
there  is  also  a  problem  of  sufficient  faculty,    classroom  space  and  office   space. 

Dr.    Millar  asked  if  they  had  thought  anything  about  increased  productivity  of  the 
faculty  and  better  utilization  of  space,    assuming  that  the  university  had  the 
housing  facilities,    and  he  asked  how  in  fact  the  effective  productivity  of  the 
teaching  effort  is  measured.      He  said  he  thought  in  general  NIU  had  done  a  good 
job  in  long  range  planning,    but  nowhere  did  they  address  themselves  to  what  he 
thought  to  be  the  most  important  issue  facing  universities  in  the  coming  years  - 
better  utilization  of  the  funds  available  to  a  university,    and  an  increase  in  the 
capability  of  faculty  to  reach  the  students  in  a  meaningful  way,    and  examination 
of  courses  in  the  light  of  relevance  -   and  he  asked  where  in  the  plan  did  they 
document  this  kind  of  activity. 

Dr.    Abrams  replied  that  relative  to  space  utilization  the  Bureau  is  concerned 
and  involved  in  the  annual  space  utilization  study  in  which  it  works  very  closely 
with  other  agencies  and  standards.     He  said  the  University  is  making  every  effort 
to  utilize  space  which  is  available  to  the  fullest. 

President  Smith  remarked  that  this  is  a  large  and  complex  question  and  stated 
that  the  University  is  studying  now  the  hours  of  use  and  scheduling  of  classes. 
This  has  to  be  studied  carefully,    he  said,    and  worked  out  with  a  lot  of  consider- 
ations in  mind.     He   said  it  was  also  true  that  the  Academic  Planning  Committee 
has  not  addressed  itself  directly  to  the  question.      He  stared  he  had  met  with  the 
committee  a  couple  of  weeks  ago  and  they  had  asked  for  any  comments  he  might 
have  concerning  the  plan.     One  of  the  matters  he  mentioned  was  this  problem. 
It  is  not  an  easy  one  to  answer.     His  position,    he   said,    is  that  the  University  must 
address  itself  to  the  question  of  productivity  because  other  institutions  and  agencies 
are  going  to  do  so. 

In  response  to  a  question  from  Mr.    Smith  as  to  whether  they  had  given  any  thought 
to  re-examining  the  calendar,   the  President  stated  that  this  matter  would  be  before 
the  University  Council  in  the  next  meeting.     He  stated  that  there  are  some  elements 
in  the  faculty  who  are  opposed  to  any   kind  of  calendar  change  and  henc*?  an  endea- 
vor is  being  made  to  find  one  on  which  they  might  get  a  consensus. 
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Mr.    Loren  Smith  asked,    assuming  that  limitation  of  lower  division  enrollments 
will  create  a  different  student  mix,   what  impact  will  this  have  on  facilities. 
Dr.    Abrams  said  that  this  would  demand  increased  facilities. 

Mr.    Smith  said  that  he  had  heard  that  the  teacher  supply  may  exceed  the  demand 
by  the  1970' s,    and  asked  Dr.    Abrams  to  comment  on  this.     Dr.    Abrams  said  that 
this  is  a  very  controversial  question.      The  planning  committee  has  looked  closely 
at  the  type  of  Ph.  D.    they  will  produce.      President  Smith  stated  that  if  all  insti- 
tutions around  the  country  do  in  fact  experience  the  growth  they  project,    there 
will  be  a  shortage  of  teachers.     If  these  dollars,    which  everyone  knows  are  hard  to 
come  by,    are  limited  more,    then  these  institutions  will  not  grow  and  there  will 
be  an  oversupply  of  Ph.D's.     What  the  national  government  does  in  terms  of 
research   is  also  a  determining  factor. 

Dr.    Lund  said  that  he  was  pleased  the  University  is  carrying  on  some  of  these 
studies  and  thought  that  it  would  be  within  the  responsibility  of  the  Board  to  ask 
Dr.    Matsler  to  initiate  some  appraisals  through  his   staff  of  qualitative  and 
quantitative  results  of  the  several  efforts  that  have  been  done  in  other  parts  of 
the  country  --   Florida,    Pittsburgh,    Michigan,    California  --  and  to  study  their 
reports  on  this.      What  things  are  occurring  in  teaching,    research  and  academic 
efforts  and  what  is  the  response  of  students  and  faculty?     The  broad  framework 
of  other  approaches   should  be  highlighted, he  said.     Results  of  such  a  study  should 
have  broad  implications  for  the  Regency  system. 

Dr.    Matsler  said  such  subjects  as  calendar,    length  of  day,    plant  utilization 
do   need  study.     He  said  he  would  be  very  happy  to  bring  together  this  information 
for  the  Board's  review.      Dr.    Lund  said  he  wished  to  stress  the  qualitative  aspect 
as  well  as  quantitative.     He  said  he  cannot  accept  60%  utilization  within  the  academic 
nine  months  as  exciting  and  imaginative  use  of  facilities. 

President  Smith  then  asked  Mr.    Robert  E.    Lane  to  explain  the  long  range  physical 
development.       Mr.    Lane   said  this  is  a  preliminary  report  and  he  thought  a  few 
remarks  would  be  appropriate.      First,    this  is  a  plan  developed  by  faculty  people 
and  he  thought  there  is  not  necessarily  any  magic  in  getting  together  a  group  «~>f 
faculty.      They  had  tried,    but  if  the  faculty  has  any  professional  expertise,    it  is  not 
in  the  area  of  campus  planning. 

Mr.    Lane  said  they  had  used  some  guidelines  coming  out  of  the  U.    of  I.    develop- 
ment plan  in  1969.     On  that  basis  the  floor  space  per  student  is  83.  4  at  NIU  as 
against  the  recommendation  of  230  sq.    ft.     Dr.    Millar  inquired  if  the  University 
can  actually  operate  at  83  sq.    ft.    per  student,    on  what  basis  does  it  to  to  230? 
He  said  the  Board  is  talking  about  higher  utilization,    not  lower,    and  while  he 
would  allow  that  at  83  there  may  be  some  problems,    the  jump  to  230  seems  to  be 
quite  a  dramatic  increase.       Mr.    Lane  said  the  question  was  a  logical  one,    but 
that  he  had  no  neat  answer  to  it.      Dr.    Bowers  offered  the  comment  that  this 
figure  must  necessarily  reflect  the  kind  of  program  that  one  has  and  must  reflect 
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the  fact  that  the  U.    of  I  has  certain  kinds  of  programs,    engineering  and  sciences, 
where  additional  laboratories  are  needed.     He  said  there  is  no  standard  figure 
that  can  be  applied  to  any  university.     He  said  that  perhaps  83  is  correct  for  NIU 
at  this  stage  of  its  development,    but  if  the  university  changes  its  distribution  of 
students,    it  must  be  cognizant  of  the  need  to  change  the  square  footage.      Mr.    Smith 
inquired  whether  the  Board  could  help  in  this  matter,    and  the  President  said  that 
this  is  a  matter  for  staff  at  the  University  and  a  consultant,,     He  added  that  the 
University  does  have  planning  funds,    but  they  are  still  frozen  and  have  not  been 
released.      When  they  are  released,    NIU  can  employ  an  architectural  firm. 

Mr.    Lane  said  his  committee  is  certainly  aware  of  the  term  "preliminary"  and 
added  that  this  plan  may  include  specific  input  by  the  Regents  -  land  area,    location 
of  buildings,   need  for  buildings   -  may  become  part  of  input  before  it  goes  to  the 
Board  of  Higher  Education. 

Dr.    Millar  asked  what  should  be  the  optimum  size  of  student  population.     Mr.    Lane 
said  he  suspected  that  the  citizens,    one  way  or  another,    are  going  to  demand  higher 
education,    but  whether  they  are  willing  to  pay  for  the  cost  of  new  campuses  instead 
of  limiting  enrollments  at  individual  institutions,    he  did  not  know.     He   said  he  did 
not  know  what  is  the  optimum  size.     Dr.    Millar  said  this  does  influence  a  long 
range  plan.     If  you  plan  for  an  eventual  35,  000  then  you  can  envision  a  plan  beyond 
which  you  will  not  go.      Land  acquisition  and  buildings  are  eventually  set  into  a 
master  plan  in  some  logical  way  even  though  the  scheme  may  not  be  totally  defined. 
On  the  other  hand,    if  you  plan  for  20,  000  the  end  result  is  necessarily  different. 
The  size  of  common  buildings  are  directly  affected  by  this  thinking.     As  part  of 
long  range  plan  someone  should  address  himself  to  the  question  of  what  size  NIU 
should  be.      President  Smith  said  that  no  one  liked  to  make  a  decision  at  this 
time,    but  thought  they  would  not  want  to  go  beyond  35,  000.     He  said  he  would  not 
say  that  he  would  not  reserve  the  right  to  change,    however. 

Dr.    Millar  continued  that  when  a  master  plan  is  developed  with  fairly  large 
common  areas  it  becomes  necessary  to  have  some  goal  in  mind  in  order  to  know 
how  large  to  make  it.  ^ 

Dr.    Julian  stated  that  in  line  with  the  idea  of  utilization  of  space  the  University 
is  being  asked  to  do  something  it  can't  do.     Is  the  State  going  to  be  compelled  to 
subsidize  private  institutions?     The  question  is  one  on  which  the  academic  com- 
munity  can  recommend,    but  the  BHE  will  have  to  get  together  with  the  legislature. 
What  are  we  going  to  do  with  the  flood  of  students  and  with  the  private  colleges? 
Are  they  being  utilized?     That  can  decrease  the  potential  excellence  of  NIU  by 
having  students  come  here  because  the  tuition  is  lower.     These  are  complicated 
factors.      The  University  must  make  recommendations,    but  others  must  make 
the  decisions. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  said  that  even  if  these  decisions  are  arbitrary  ones,    they  must 
be  made. 
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Mr.    Barr  said  he  could  not  vote  to  accept  the  preliminary  campus  plan,   but 
would  accept  the  academic  plan.     He  said  he  did  not  wish  to  be  critical  of  the 
committee's  work,    but  thought  that  it  was  not  based  on  a  professional  study 
of  the  needs  of  the  University.     In  his  opinion,    he  said,    NIU  should  have  some 
professional  planning  such  as  was  done  at  ISU.     Dr.    Millar  inquired  whether 
outside  help  had  been  given  in  special  areas,    and  the  President  replied  there 
had  been  none,    and  none  would  be  had  before  the  plan  goes  to  the  Board  of 
Higher  Education. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  moved  that  approval  be  given  to  the  academic  plan  of  Northern 
Illinois  University  and  that  the  campus  plan  be  received  with  the  provision  that 
in  the  judgment  of  the  Board  it  has  not  had  the  benefit  of  outside  consultation 
and  must  stand  the  test  of  this  scrutiny  before  the   Board  of  Regents  can  endorse 
it  to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education.     Dr.    Julian  commended  the  planning  com- 
mittees for  their  long  and  able  efforts  on  these  plans. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Barr,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried 
unanimously. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PRESIDENTS'  RESIDENCES 

Dr.    Lund,    Chairman,    said  there  had  been  distributed  to  Board  members  a 
series  of  resolutions  authorizing  an  agreement  between  the  Board  and  Northern 
Illinois  University  to  provide  a  residence  for  President  Smith.     He   said  this  is 
only  a  partial  solution  to  the  problem,    and  it  had  been  negotiated  and  worked  out 
with  the  Board  of   Higher  Education.      Other  things  must  still  be  done  to  provide 
an  adequate  President's  residence.      The  parties  to  the  agreement  are  the  Board, 
the  Northern  Illinois  University  Foundation  and  the  bank  which  has  provided  a 
loan  to  the  Foundation.      Mr.    Winning  advised  that  the  resolutions  are  in  proper 
form,    and  said  that  if  the  members  understood  them  he  would  not  read  them, 
but  they  will  appear  in  the  minutes  of  the  meeting. 

Dr.    Lund  then  presented  and  moved  for  adoption  of  the  following  Resolutions: 

CORRECTION  OF  SEPTEMBER  7,    L96?  RESOLUTION 

FOR  ACQUISITION  OF  PRESIDENT'S  HOME, 

NORTHERN  ILLINOIS  UNIVERSITY 

WHEREAS,   the  Board  of  Regents  is  charged  by  law  with  the 
management,    operation,    control  and  maintenance  of  Northern  Illi- 
nois University  and  has  heretofore  determined  that  acquisition  of 
the  following  real  estate,    to  wit: 

Lot  10  and  part  of  Lot  9  described  as  follows: 
Beginning  at  the  most  Easterly  corner  of  said  Lot  9; 
thence  Southwesterly  along  the  North  line  of  Woodlawn 
Drive,    a  distance  of  62.  5  feet;  thence  Northwesterly, 
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a  distance  of  155.  5  feet,   more  or  less  to  a  point  on 
the  Northwesterly  line  of  said  Lot  9  that  is   69.  5  feet 
Southwesterly  from  the  most  Northerly  corner  of  said 
Lot  9;  thence  Northeasterly  along  the  Northwesterly 
line  of  said  Lot  9,    a  distance  of  69.  5  feet  to  the 
most  Northerly  corner  of  said  Lot  9;  thence  South- 
easterly along  the  Northeasterly  line  of  said  Lot  9, 
a  distance  of  156.  0  feet  to  the  place  of  beginning  in 
Woodlawn  Acres  Subdivision  on   part  of  the  South  Half 
of  Section  14,    Township  40  North,    Range  4  East  of  the 
Third  Principal  Meridian  in  the   City  of  DeKalb,    DeKalb 
County,    Illinois.     Also  that  part  of  the  vacated  public 
alley  adjacent  to  the  above  premises, 

is  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Board  of  Regents  and  Northern  Illinois 
University;  and 

WHEREAS,    with  respect  to  the  above  described  real  property  the 
best  interests  of  the   Board  of  Regents  and  Northern  Illinois  University 
demand  that  presidents  of  said  University  be  lodged  on  premises  owned, 
operated,    controlled  and  maintained  by  the  said  Board  of  Regents  for  the 
reasons  that  it  will  be  expected  that  certain  administrative  duties  be 
performed,   meetings  be  held,    official  entertainments  and  university 
business  be  conducted  on  said  premises  as  a  condition  of  employment  of 
said  presidents;  and 

WHEREAS,    Northern  Illinois  University  Foundation,    incorporated 
under  the  "General  Not  for  Profit  Corporation  Act"  of  the  State  of  Illinois, 
for  educational  and  charitable  purposes  was,    among  other  objects,    organ- 
ized for  the  purpose  of  acting  as  the  business  agent  of  the  University 
Governing  Board  in  performing  such  services  as   said  Board  desires  and 
specifies  and  to  undertake  such  enterprises  as  in  the  judgment  of  said 
Board  shall  tend  to  promote  the  interests  and  welfare  of  said  Northern 
Illinois  University;   and 

WHEREAS,   the  owners  of  said  real  estate,    Rhoten  A.    Smith  and 
Barbara  M.    Smith,    have  offered  to  sell  the  same  to  the   Board  of  Regents 
or  to  Northern  Illinois  University  Foundation  for  the   sum  of  Sixty-five 
Thousand  Seven  Hundred  Twenty-one  and  66/100  Dollars  ($65,721.  66),   which 
is  less  than  the  appraised  price  of  said  premises;    and 

WHEREAS,    said  Northern  Illinois  University  Foundation  can  borrow 
the  funds  to  pay  for  said  real  estate  and  is  empowered  to  acquire,    hold 
and  convey  real  property,    and  may  mortgage  such  real  property; 

NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the   Board  of  Regents 
request  Northern  Illinois  University  Foundation,    Incorporated,    to  purchase 
the  above  described  real  property  and  to  lease  said  premises  to  the  said 
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Board  of  Regents  for  the  purpose  of  providing  thereon  a  residence 
for  the  presidents  of  Northern  Illinois  University;  and 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,    that  in  the  event  Northern  Illinois   Uni- 
versity Foundation,    Incorporated,    purchases  said  real  estate  and  under- 
takes to  maintain  same,    then  the  Board  of  Regents  will  undertake  and 
agree  to  purchase  said  real  estate  from  Northern  Illinois  University 
Foundation,    Incorporated,    at  the  price  paid  therefor,    plus  any  additional 
amounts  expended  in  maintaining  said  premises,    as  funds  become  avail- 
able therefor,    and  guarantee  the  repayment  of  any  loan  or  indebtedness 
incurred  in  the  purchase  of  said  property,    together  with  interest  and 
necessary  expenses  incidental  thereto,    subject  to  the  limitations  imposed 
by  statute,    such  payment  to  be  made  from  funds  appropriated  by  the 
General  Assembly  or  from  revenues  that  may  become  available  to  the 
Board  of  Regents;  and 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,    that  the  officers  of  this  Board  are  author- 
ized and  directed  on  behalf  of  this  Board  to  enter  into  such  an  agreement 
and  to  do  all  things  necessary,    proper  and  expedient  to  carry  out  the 
intent  of  this  Board  as  expressed  in  this  Resolution  and  the  preamble 
thereto.

WHEREAS,    with  respect  to  the  above  described  real  property  the 
best  interests  of  the  Board  of  Regents  and  Northern  Illinois  University 
demand  that  presidents  of  said  University  be  lodged  on  premises  owned, 
operated,    controlled  and  maintained  by  the   said  Board  of  Regents  for  the 
reasons  that  it  will  be  expected  that  certain  administrative  duties  be  per- 
formed,  meetings  be  held,    official  entertainments  and  university  business 
be  conducted  on  said  premises  as  a  condition  of  employment  of  said  presi- 
dents; and 

WHEREAS,    Northern  Illinois  University  Foundation,    incorporated 
under  the  "General  Not  for  Profit  Corporation  Act"  of  the  State  of  Illinois, 
for  educational  and  charitable  purposes  was,    among  other  objects,    organ- 
ized for  the  purpose  of  acting  as  the  business  agent  of  the  University 
Governing  Board  in  performing  such  services  as   said  Board  desires  and 
specifies  and  to  undertake  such  enterprises  as  in  the  judgment  of  said 
Board  shall  tend  to  promote  the  interests  and  welfare  of  said  Northern 
Illinois  University;  and 

WHEREAS,    inasmuch  as  funds  to  complete  the  acquisition  of  the 
above  described  property  may  not  now  be  available  to  the  said  Board  of 
Regents  and  since  this  Foundation  has  arranged  for  credit  with  a  national 
bank  to  borrow  a  substantial  sum  of  money  to  pay  for  real  estate,    is 
empowered  to  acquire,    hold  and  convey  real  pr  operty,    and  may  mortgage 
such  real  property;  and 

WHEREAS,   when  said  Foundation  has   so  acquired  real  property,    said 
Foundation  may  enter  upon  lease  arrangements  for  the  use  of  such  property; 

NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED  THAT 

I.  Northern  Illinois  University  Foundation  purchase  the  above  described 

property  to  provide  a  residence  for  present  and  future  presidents  of 
Northern  Illinois  University  in  furtherance  of  and  under  the  condi- 
tions of  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Regents  on  September  7, 
1969. 
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II.  Further  resolved,    that  the  officers  of  said  Foundation  are  author- 
ized and  directed  on  behalf  of  the  Foundation  to  do  all  things  neces- 
sary,   proper  and  expedient  to  carry  out  the  intent  as  expressed  in 
this  Resolution  and  the  preamble  thereto. 

III.  Further  resolved,    that  the  officers  of  said  Foundation  be  empowered 
to  enter  into  a  lease  arrangement  with  the  incumbent  president  and 
future  presidents  of  Northern  Illinois  University  or  the  Board  of 
Regents  to  accomplish  the  purposes  set  forth  in  this  Resolution  and 
the  Resolution  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Regents  on  September  7,    1969, 
which  lease   shall  become  final  upon  subsequent  approval  by  the 
Executive   Board  of  Foundation. 


RESOLUTION  CONCERNING  HOUSING  ALLOWANCE 

WHEREAS,    the  Board  of  Regents  is  empowered  to  contract  with 
presidents  of  the  Regency  Universities  upon  matters  relating  to  tenure, 
salaries  and  retirement;  and 

WHEREAS,    on  September  8,    1968,    said  Board  adopted  the  following 
resolution: 

"RESOLVED  that  the  Board  of  Regents  authorize  and  the 
Board  hereby  authorizes  Northern  Illinois  University  and 
Illinois  State  University  to  pay  their  respective  Presidents 
from  appropriate  funds  within  their  respective  Universities 
the  sum  of  Three  Hundred  Dollars   ($300.

WHEREAS,    since  the  adoption  of  that  Resolution  arrangements  have 
been  and  are  being  made  to  furnish  housing  for  these  Presidents; 

NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Regents  that: 

1.  Northern  Illinois  University  cease  the  payment  of  Three 
Hundred  Dollars   ($300,  00)  per  month  housing  allowance  to 
the  President  of  Northern  Illinois  University. 

2.  This  Resolution  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  no  later 
than  sixty  days   (60)  following  upon  its  passage. 
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RESOLUTION  APPROVING  LEASE  OF  PROPERTY  FROM 

NORTHERN  ILLINOIS  UNIVERSITY  FOUNDATION,    INCORPORATED 

FOR  PRESIDENT'S  RESIDENCE 

WHEREAS,    the  Board  of  Regents  has  heretofore  authorized  the 
leasing  of  certain  premises  from  the  Northern  Illinois  University  Founda- 
tion,   Incorporated,    a  General  Not  For  Profit  corporation  of  the  State  of 
Illinois,    for  the  purpose  of  providing  thereon  a  residence  for  the  presidents 
of  Northern  Illinois   Universitv;  and 

WHEREAS,    it  is  necessary  for  the  Board  of  Regents  to  enter  into  a

Exhibit  A  providing  for  annual  rental  of  not  to  exceed  $11,  000.  00  subject 
to  renewal  on  an  annual  basis  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  15  years; 

NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  officers  of  this   Board 
are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  on  behalf  of  this  Board  to  enter  into  the 
aforesaid  Lease  agreement  and  to  do  all  things  necessary,    proper  and  expedi- 
ent to  carry  out  the  intent  of  this  Board  as  expressed  in  the  Resolution  hereto- 
fore adopted  February  1,    1970,    and  as  expressed  in  this  Resolution  and   the 
Preamble  thereto.

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Lessee  agrees  the  above  premises   shall  be  a  residence  for  the 
President  of  Northern  Illinois  University,    for  use  as  a  residence  and  for 
other  official  Northern  Illinois  University  business,    including  administra- 
tive duties,    official  entertaining,    staff  meetings  and  such  other  duties  as 
may  be  assigned  and  determined  by  Lessee, 

Lessor  and  Lessee  mutually  agree  that  the  original  term  of  this 
lease  shall  be  for  a  period  beginning  on , 


and  extending  to  and  including  June  30,    1970.      Lessor  agrees  that  Lessee 
shall  have,    and  hereby  grants  to  Lessee,    the  option  of  renewing  and 
extending  the  term  of  this  lease  upon  the  same  terms  and  conditions  for 
a  period  commencing  July  1,    1970,    and  for  annual  periods  thereafter. 
Each  successive  option  herein  granted  to  Lessee  to  renew  this  lease  for 
annual  periods  may  be  exercised  by  Lessee  giving  notice,    in  writing, 
to  the  Lessor  on  or  before  July  1  of  each  successive  year. 

In  consideration  of  the  terms  and  covenants  herein  contained  and 
as  rental  for  said  premises,    Lessee  agrees  to  pay  to  Lessor  an  initial 

rental  of for  the  period  commencing  on  the  date 

of  the  lease  and  to  and  including  June  30,    1970;  and  in  addition  thereto 
a  rental  based  on  an  annual  rate  of  $10,  500.  00  for  the  period  thereafter 
expiring  June  30,    1971,    with  each  annual  period  subject  to  adjustments 
to  correspond  with  any  future  changes  in  interest  charges  made  by  The 
First  National  Bank  of  Chicago   (through  which  Lessor  acquired  funds  for 
the  purchase  of  this  property  herein  leased)  and  subject  to  any  changes  in 
insurance  premiums  and  local  taxes,    if  any. 

Lessee  may  sublet  or  assign  its  rights  under  this  lease  with  the 
written  consent  of  the  Lessor. 

Lessor  shall,    during  the  entire  term  of  this  lease,    keep  the 
building  on  the  land  above  described  insured  in  the  names  of  Lessor  and 
Lessee  against  loss  and  damage  by  fire  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  the 
appraisal  value  of  the  property  and  for  public  liability  in  an  amount  not 
to  exceed  $500,  000,    and  in  such  companies  as   shall  be  approved  by  Lessee. 

Lessee  agrees  to  maintain  said  building  in  good  repair  throughout 
the  term  of  this  lease  and  to  make  all  necessary  alterations  and  repairs 
under  such  maintenance. 

It  is  further  expressly  agreed  between  the  parties  that  if  default 
shall  be  made  in  the  payment  of  the  rent  or  in  any  of  the  covenants  or 
agreements  herein  contained  to  be  kept  by  the   Lessee,    it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  Lessor  to  reenter  into  and  upon  said  premises  or  any  part  thereof, 
either  with  or  without  process  of  law  and  repossess  the  same  and  to  dis- 
train for  any  rent  that  may  be  due  thereon  at  the  election  of  the  Lessor 
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and  in  order  to  enforce  a  forfeiture  for  nonpayment  of  rent,    it  shall 
not  be  necessary  to  make  a  demand  on  the  same  day  that  the  rent 
shall  be  due  but  a  demand  and  refusal  or  failure  to  pay  at  any  time 
shall  be  sufficient;  and  after  such  default  shall  be  made,    the  Lessee 
and  all  persons  in  possession  under  Lessee  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
forcible  detainer  of  said  premises  under  the  Statute.      Lessor  and 
Lessee  further  agree  that  if  default  shall  occur  in  the  payment  of  rent 
as  provided  herein  Lessor  shall  give  notice  to  the  mortgagee,    whi  :h 
mortgagee  shall  have  the  right  to  cure  and  remedy  such  default  at  its 
election. 

Lessee  shall  not  be  obligated  under  the  terms  of  this  lease  for 
any   indebtedness  or  liability  in  excess  of  the  funds  appropriated  to  the 
Lessee  or  its   successor  by  the   Legislature  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Lessor  and  Lessee  further  agree  that  the  agreements  contained 
herein  shall  be  binding  on,  apply  and  innure  to  their  respective  heirs, 
executors,    administrators,    assigns  or  successors. 

IN  WITNESS  WHEREOF,    the  Lessor  and  Lessee  have  caused  this 

lease  to  be  executed  by  their  duly  authorized  officers  this  day 

of  ,     1970.

Dr.    Lund  advised  that  the  committee 
had  authorized  Dr.    Spencer  to  undertake   studies  to  see  what  will  be  necessary  to 
move  that  home  to  the  status  where  it  would  have  utility  and  an  appropriate  function 
as  a  president's    house.     He   said  there  was  no  report  or  recommendation  at  this 
time.

Dr.    Matsler  advised  of  the  formation  of  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  Constitu- 
tional Convention  Committee  and  called  attention  to  the  first  report  of  the  commit- 
tee which  wad  appended  to  his  report. 

Section  IV  -   Tentative  Report  Schedule  for  Calendar   Year  1970 
Dr.    Matsler  said  this  schedule  of  reporting  was  presented  to  the  Board  for  its 
information  and  advised  that  there  possibly  would  need  to  be  some  changes  in 
reporting  dates  to  comply  with  Bureau  of  the  Budget  requirements,    but  the  Central 
Staff  feels   such  a   schedule  is  helpful  to  the  universities  and  central  office  in  laying 
out  some  of  the  problems  in  timing  they  encounter  throughout  the  year.

President  Spencer  requested  that  his  Report  to  the  Board  at  the  February  1,    1970 
meeting  and  the  minutes  of  that  meeting  be  corrected  to  reflect  that  the  total  cost 
per  volume  for  acquisitions  for  the  Sangamon  State  University  library,    to  be 
acquired  through  Bro-Dart  Library  Source  System,    is  $10.  30. 

There  being  no  further  corrections,   the  minutes  of  February  1,    1970,    were  ap- 
proved as  corrected. 

CHAIRMAN'S  ITEMS 


Naming  of  University  Union  Building  at  Illinois  State  University 

Dr.    Millar,    Chairman,    stated  that  one  of  the  most  controversial  issues  to  come 
before  the   Board  since  its  formation  is  the  proposal  to  rename  the  Student  Union 
Building  at  Illinois  State  University  for  Malcolm  X.      Because  of  the  nature  of  this 
particular  issue,    Dr.    Millar  advised  that  the  Board  would  temporarily  modify  its 
rules  so  that  it  could  address  itself  to  this  problem  in  open  session  and  seek  the 
comments  of  the  audience  and  others.     Dr.    Millar  advised  that  the  guidelines  for 
carrying  on  the  discussion  would  be  made  a  part  of  the  minutes  of  this  meeting 
and  a  part  of  the  public  record. 

Members  of  the  audience  will  be  allowed  to  speak  on  the  issue.      The  Board  would 
try  to  limit  the  agenda  time  for  this  item  to  no  more  than  45  minutes,,      No  person 
addressing  the  Board  shall  speak  for  more  than  5  minutes,    this  being  ample  time 
in  which  to  present  a  point  of  view.     Each  person  should  register  his  name  on  the 
form  provided  prior  to  speaking.     Dr.    Millar  said  it  was  hoped  that  as  discussion 
progressed  persons  addressing  the  Board  would  bring  new  points  of  view  rather 
than  reiterate  what  had  already  been  said.     In  addition,    he  said,    as  Chairman  he 
intended  to  resolve  the  matter  at  this  meeting.     He  believed,    he  said,    that  the 
matter  is  out  of  proportion  to  the  problems  of  the  University,    and  that  it  should 
be  solved  one  way  or  the  other  before  the  conclusion  of  this  meeting. 

Dr.    Millar  said  that  to  start  the  discussion  he  would  ask  President  Braden  to 
review  the  background  of  the  matter.     He  advised  that  Dr.    Braden  had  prepared 
a  statement  with  his  recommendation,    and  he  asked  the   President  to  address  the 

Board. 

Dr.    Braden  made  the  following  statement  to  the  Board: 
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"Last  December  5  some  black  students  presented  me  with  several 
demands  among  which  was  the  naming  of  a  campus  building  for  a  black 
man.     In  my  response  on  December  10,    I  suggested  a  specific  name  for 
a  specific  building,    a  suggestion  that  was  not  accepted,    with  the  assertion 
that  blacks   should  identify  their  own  heroes.      By  this  time  apparently  the 
name  of  Malcolm  X  had  been  chosen,    and  later  was  ratified  by  a  larger 
group  of  blacks.     In  a  letter  to  the  University  Community  on  December  15, 
I  accepted  the  assertion  that  blacks  name  their  own  heroes,    and  asked  the 
black  community  to  present  its  reasoned  consensus  on  the  name  or  names 
it  wished  to  have  considered  for  memorialization.     At  the  same  time  I 
asked  the  Task  Force  on  Intergroup  Relation  to  consider  the  question  of 
commensurability  of  the  name  and  the  edifice.     I  then  wrote,    'After  these 
steps  are  taken,    I  shall  proceed  to  carry  out  my  duty,    specified  in  the 
governance  policy  of  the  Board  of  Regents  to  transmit  to  the  Regents  the 
consensus  of  the  black  community  and  the  recommendations  thereon  by 
the  University  Council  and  the  Student  Senate.  '     (Art.    IV,    Sect.    2,    B,    1,    d„  ' 

"The  Task  Force,    a  body  of  42  faculty  and  student  members,    on 
January  6  by  a  count  of  22  ayes,    1  no,    and  1  abstention  voted  to  recommend 
the  naming  of  the  present  Union  Building  the  Malcolm  X  Memorial  Union, 
and  to  strongly  recommend  its  endorsement  by  the  University  Council. 
The  Council,    an  all  faculty  body,    on  January  2  1  by  a  vote  of  12  to  8, 
supported  the  recommendation.      The  Student  Senate  in  turn,    on  February  3 
supported  the  recommendation  by  a  vote  of  27  to  5,    with  one  abstention, 
oui  of  38  members.      After  these  actions  a  petition  for  a  faculty  meeting  to 
discuss  and  deliberate  the  issue  was  signed  by  99  members  of  the  faculty. 
The  meeting  was  held  on  February  19,    in  the  course  of  which  a  resolution 
supporting  the  University  Council's  action  was  passed  by  a  vote  of  167  to 
1^0  with  33  abstentions,    out  of  a  faculty  of  more  than  a  thousand.      Though 
all  who  wished  were  invited  to  speak,    there  was  only  one  presentation 
against  the  Council's  action,    and  none  of  the  petitioners  elected  to  speak. 

"On  February  20,    the  Union  Board  voted  to  concur  with  the  Task 
Force's  recommendation. 

"On  February  25,    after  I  personally  and  orally  had  informed  the 
black  faculty,    the  Council,    the  Task  Force,    and  the  Student  Senate,    I 
announced  my  intention  to  bring  to  you  the  recommendation  and  the   sup- 
porting actions  of  the  representative  University  bodies.     I  do  so  now 
without  my  support.  " 

The  Chairman  announced  that  he  would  entertain  a  motion  to  receive  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  representative  University  bodies  for  the  renaming  of  the  Student 
Union  Building  at  Illinois  State  University  and  the  President's  disapproval  of  the 
recommendation.     He  added  that  if  the  Board  should  vote  in  the  affirmative,   the 
recommendation  to  name  the  building  would  be  disapproved.     If  the   Board  should 
vote  ir  the  negative,    then  the  recommendation  would  be  accepted. 
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Mr.    Barr  moved  that  the  Board  receive  the  recommendation  with  the  disapproval 
of  President  Braden.      The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Cornwell. 

Dr.    Millar  said  that  the  first  persons  to  address  the   Board  would  be  Dr.    Virginia 
Owen  and  Dr.    Bernard  Mc Carney. 

Dr.    Owen  advised  that  that  morning  she  and  Dr.    McCarney  had  delivered  a  state- 
ment containing  380  signatures  of  faculty  members  of  Illinois  State  University, 
urging  support  of  the  action  taken  by  Samuel  E.    Braden  in  not  recommending  the 
name  of  Malcolm  X  as  appropriate  for  the  University  Union  Building.      Dr.    Owen 
said  she  believed  some  explanation  was  needed  as  to  the  meaning  of  the  statement, 
believing  that  there  were  many  reasons  why  people  signed  such  a  statement.     Some 
people,    she  said,   believed  the  name  to  be  divisive  and  inappropriate  for  a  Univer- 
sity Union.      Others  believed  the  procedures  which  had  been  followed  had  not  allowed 
for  free  discussion  and  debate.     Dr.    McCarney  added  that  the  380  signatures  had 
been  verified  from  the  master  list  of  faculty.     He  said  he  believed  the  number  of 
signatures  to  be   significant  when  compared  with  the  largest  university-wide 
election  ever  held  at  Illinois  State  University,    when  740  ballots  had  been  cast. 

The  Chairman  announced  that  the  next  person  to  speak  to  the   Board  would  be 
Mr.    Alonzo  Pruitt. 

Mr.    Pruitt  said  that  he  came  before  the  Board  that  morning  not  to  intimidate  the 
Board  as  a  body  nor  to  belittle  those  in  the  university  administration  who  would 
lead  the   Board  to  believe  half  truths  and  untruths.      That  there  had  been  no  free 
discussion  of  the  issue  is  net  true,   he  said.      The  Concerned  Community  Coalition 
had  invited  students,    faculty  and  administrators  to  discuss  the  issue.     At  no  time 
was  there  any  type  of  serious  hostility,   he  said.     He  urged  the  Board  to  find  the 
truth  and  to  deal  with  it.     As  far  as  the  vote  of  the  faculty  on  February  19  not  being 
representative,   he  stated  that  the  meeting  had  been  an  open  meeting,    all  were 
invited,    but  only  a  small  portion  of  the  faculty  attended,   but  all  were  given  an 
of  porturrity  to  attend.     He  said  that  five  groups  on  the  campus  had  passed  on  the 
proposal,    and  Dr.    Braden  had  come  before  the  Board  this  morning  to  request  that 
-he  Board  not  pass  on  this.     Mr.    Pruitt  said  that  when  one  reads  the  autobiography 
of  Malcolm  X  he  realizes  that  he  had  come  back.     He  said  that  for  peace  at  ISU 
everyone  must  be  as  enlightened  as  Malcolm  X.     He  asked  that  the  Board  deliberate 
honestly  this  morning,    adding  that  a  wrong  decision  on  the  part  of  the    Board  would 
be  bad  for  everyone.     He  said  that  they  must  not  be  afraid  to  see  those  things  which 
are  conducive  to  brotherhood. 

D/0    Millar  asked  whether  Mr.    Pruitt  were  a  member  of  the  faculty  at  ISU,    and 
Mr.    Pruitt  replied  that  he  is  a  student.      Dr.    Millar  then  asked  him  what  his 
judgment  was  concerning  the  opposition  to  Malcolm  X,   why  are  people  against  it? 
Mr.    Prui;':i".  responded  that  people  are  afraid  to  admit  to  negative  thinking  within 
themselves,    that  they  are  unwilling  to  bring  out  the  poison  within  themselves. 
Dr.    Miliar  asked  whether  Mr.    Pruitt  felt  the  opposition  is  against  naming  a 
building  for  any  black  man  or  just  Malcolm  X.     Mr.    Pruitt  said  that  may  be  the 
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underlying  question.     It  seems,    he  said,    that  Malcolm  X  had  not  participated  in 
the  educational  experience  ISU  would  consider  as  valid.      The  opposition  seems 
to  stem  from  Malcolm  X,    and  he  said  that  he  was  not  convinced  that  if  the  name 
of  Dr.    Julian  were  proposed  that  there  might  not  be  opposition.      Dr.    Millar  said 
he  was  trying  to  sort  out  Mr.    Pruitt' s  judgment  of  the  opposition  to  clarify  his 
own  thinking.     He  then  asked  if  the  opposition  were  based  on  racism  or  the  name 
Malcolm  X?     Mr.    Pruitt  said  no  other  names  were  mentioned  for  the  building. 
Dr.    Millar  stated  that  other  names  had  been  proposed.     Mr.    Pruitt  then  inquired, 
why  not  Malcolm  X?     He  talked  of  peace  and  brotherhood,    and  people  were  against 
it  because  they  were  tnwilling  to  admit  that  any  black  man's  name  would  be  a  bad 
thing.      Maybe  the  university  is  against  putting  a  black  name  on  any  building,    he 
said,    but  specifically  that  of  Malcolm  X.     He  added  that  it  was  a  fantasy  to  assume 
there  had  been  no  free  discussion. 

Mr.    Loren  Smith  inquired  as  to  Mr.    Pruitt' s  reasons  for  feeling  the  naming  of  the 
building  after  Malcolm  X  would  contribute  to  brotherhood.     Mr.    Pruitt  responded 
that  implicit  in  every  conversation  they  had  had,    it  was  thought  there  is  some 
serious  negative  force  operating  in  the  community  which  compels  people  to  be 
hostile  and  violent.      Malcolm  X,    he  said,    was  not  too  well  understood.     While  he 
had  had  hostility  and  violence,    he  had  gone  through  a  period  of  enlightenment. 
As  a  result  of  this  lack  of  understanding,    Mr.    Pruitt  said,   they  felt  there  will 
be  no  climate  for  understanding  and  were  afraid  that  racial  peace  will  cease  to  be 
a  reality. 

Mr.    Varese  asked  whether  in  discussions  with  faculty  and  groups  on  campus  there 
had     been  the  opportunity  to  suggest  the  names  of  other  black  people.     Mr.    Pruitt 
said  the  reality  was  that  the  black  student  body  decided  on  Malcolm  X.      Black 
people,    he  added,    are  the  only  appropriate  group  to  name  black  heroes.     Other 
names  had  been  suggested  but  they  felt  that  because  of  the   serious  and  definite 
change  in  the  life  of  Malcolm  X  his  name  was  the  best  for  the  building.     Mr.    Varese 
asked  whether  Mr.    Pruitt  thought  this  group  would  be  representative  of  most  of  the 
black  people.     Mr.    Pruitt  replied  that  they  had  sent  250  letters  signed  by  black 
students,    a  lot  of  whom  are  commuters  or  live  off  campus,   but  every  black  student 
on  campus  had  signed  a  letter.      Mr.    Varese  pointed  out  that  the  Board  represents 
all  black  people  of  Illinois.     Mr.    Pruitt  said  that  the  idea  behind  Malcolm  X  is   sig- 
nificant and  should  be  accepted  by  everyone. 

Mr.    Smith  inquired  whether,    if  we  really  contribute  to  brotherhood,    it  would  not 
be  necessary  to  attempt  to  speak  for  the  black  community  throughout  the  State, 
That  is  the  problem  of  the  Board,    he   said.      The  Board  must  consider  the  long 
range  impact.     Mr.    Pruitt  said  that  the  concern  of  the  Board  should  not  be  with 
black  or  white  people,    but  with  the  best  thing.     Will  it  help  us  to  better  understand 
each  other?     Mr.    Varese   said  that  in  this  instance  the  Board  v/as  concerned  about 
whether  all  of  the  black  people  of  Illinois  are  being  represented  by  this  proposed 
name,      The  students  at  ISU,    blacks,    and  faculty  support  this,    Mr.    Pruitt  stated, 
adding  that  we  should  ail  talk  about  how  as  a  group  of  people  we  can  lend  support 
to  an  idea  tnat  may  save  all  of  us.     Dr.    Millar  stated  that  they  might  not  have 
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within  their  grasp  the  total  feeling  of  the  black  community  beyond  the  limits  of 
the  campus.     He  said  they  must  appreciate  that  the  judgment  involved  goes 
beyond  the  campus  limits.     This  judgment,   he  said  would  be  influential  through- 
out the  State  of  Illinois  in  the  broader  community,   and  would  have  an  impact 
also  in  the  community  beyond  the  State.     The  thing  that  has  troubled  him,   Dr. 
Millar  stated,   was  the  narrowness  in  many  respects  of  the  vision  of  the  propon- 
ents.    He  seriously  questioned,   he  said,   whether  the  proponents  have  examined 
the  implications  of  the  action  within  a  very  narrow  community.     Mr.    Pruitt  said 
the  Board  was  either  insensitive  or  unconcerned  with  racial  peace.     He  said  the 
issue  is  are  you  going  to  be  sensitive  to  a  suggestion,    something  which  might  be 
unpopular,   but  that  will  put  all  minds  to  thinking?     People  will  ask,  "Why". 
This  will  call  for  an  examination  --  why  are  they  for  it?     This  kind  of  an  exam- 
ination,  he  said,   will  save  us  as  a  nation,   will  bring  about  non-violent  coexistence. 
The  question  is,   he  said,   whether  this  Board  is  strong  enough  to  say  that  this  is 
a  good  idea,   unpopular  but  intelligent,   one  that  takes  strength  to  support. 

The  Chairman  said  that  the  next  person  to  speak  would  be  Dr.    Charles  Hicklin, 
Chairman  of  the  University  Council  at  ISU.     Dr.   Hicklin  said  the  University 
Council  did  take  up  the  matter  of  the  resolution  of  the  Task  Force  at  its  meeting, 
as  described  by  President  Braden.     The  vote  of  the  Council  was  for  the  Malcolm  X 
resolution,   and  upon  hearing  in  a  subsequent  executive  session  that  the  President 
would  forward  this  with  his  disapproval,   the  Council  considered  a  separate  pre- 
sentation to  the  Board.     The  Council,    however,   did  not  direct  him,   Dr.   Hicklin 
said,   to  make  any  such  presentation  to  the  Board.     Dr.    Millar  inquired  whether 
by  the  fact  that  the  Council  chose  not  to  make  a  separate  presentation  the  Council 
supports  President  Braden' s  position  indirectly.     Dr.   Hicklin  said  the  Council 
did  waive  the  particular  provision  in  their  bylaws  which  would  allow  them  to  make 
a  separate  presentation.     He  said  that  this  was  put  into  the  bylaws  so  that  in  the 
event  of  an  impasse  between  the  President  and  the  Council,   the  Council  could  bring 
the  case  to  the  Board.     Dr.    Millar  inquired  whether  Dr.    Hicklin  was  saying  there 
is  no  impasse,    and  Dr.   Hicklin  replied  that  there  is  no  impasse  at  this  time. 
Dr.    Millar  then  inquired  about  the  nature  of  the  recommendation,   is  the  Council 
making  a  presentation?      Dr.   Hicklin  said  that  the  Council  is  not  exercising  its 
prerogative  to  bring  a  separate  view  to  the  Board  and  therefore  it  was  indirectly 
supporting  the  President.     He  added  that  he  had  not  been  directed  by  a  vote  to 
come  and  support  the  President,   but  he  also  had  not  been  directed  to  present  a 
separate  view  as  the  Council  could  have. 

Mrs.    Masters  inquired  how  many  members  of  the  faculty  at  ISU  are  represented 
in  the  Council,   and  Dr.   Hicklin  replied  over  1000  members. 

Mr.    Scott  Eatherly  of  the  ISU  faculty  was  the  next  person  to  speak.     Mr.   Eatherly 
said  he  had  indicated  to  the  President  after  the    session  on  Tuesday  that  he  con- 
tinued to  support  the  naming  of  the  building  as  Malcolm  X.     He  said  it  was  his  own 
perception  of  the  Council  meeting  that  the  Council  did  not  wish  to  publicly  oppose 
the  President's  position  or  recommendation.     Some  of  the    Council,   he  said, 
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continue  to  support  the  position  they  took  earlier,   but  they  did  not  wish  to  come 
to  the  Board  with  a  statement  in  opposition  to  the  President's  recommendation. 
Dr.   Millar  said  that  the  whole  Council  seems  to  be  crawfishing.     Dr.    Hicklin 
asked  that  he  be  allowed  to  explain  that  he  thought  there  was  undue  pressure 
placed  on  members  of  the  Council.     Mr.   Eatherly  said  that  there  was  also  pres- 
sure from  the  other  side. 

Mr.    Ted  Bowers  of  the  ISU  student  community  inquired  of  Dr.   Hicklin  whether 
the  Council  had  requested  him  to  make  this  statement  today.     Dr.   Hicklin  replied 
in  the  negative,   and  Mr.    Bowers  asked  what  had  motivated  him  to  make  the  state- 
ment.    Dr.   Hicklin  said  that  he  had  asked  the  Council  if  they  realized  they  were 
waiving  their  right  to  make  a  presentation,   because  he  feared  that  if  the  Board 
read  the  Council  bylaws,   they  would  wonder  why.     Dr.   Hicklin  said  that  they  had 
never  had  an  impasse  before  and  he  thought  that  to  clear  the  air  in  terms  of  what 
could  be  done,  he  should  make  the  statement.     He  thought  that  for  him  as  Chairman 
of  the  Council  to  remain  silent  would  raise  questions  in  the  minds  of  the  Board. 
Mr.    Bowers  said  his  question  had  been  directed  to  Dr.    Millar's  question  about 
crawfishing. 

Mr.    Cornwell  said  that  the  Council  is  on  record  12-8  in  support  of  the  resolution 
to  name  the  building  after  Malcolm  X.     He  asked  what  sort  of  a  record  there  was 
of  the  meeting  on  last  Tuesday.     Mr.    Fred  Fuess,   Secretary  of  the  University 
Council,   replied  that  the  Tuesday  meeting  was  an  executive  session,   and  there 
were  no  records  or  minutes  of  the  meeting.     He  explained  further  that  some  of 
the  faculty  members  had  classes  to  meet  and  had  to  leave,   and  he  doubted  whether 
the  Council  could  have  taken  action  at  that  time.     The  meeting  was  for  the  President 
to  present  his  recommendation,   and  a  reaction  was  not  kept  on  the  meeting. 
Dr.   Hicklin  said  that  in  answer  to  the  question,   there  was  no  request  that  he  make 
this  statement  to  the  Board,   but  he  had  done  this  merely  to  clarify  the  situation. 
Dr.    Millar  stated  that  he  did  not  think  anything  Dr.   Hicklin  had  said  would  lead 
him  to  believe  anything  except  that  the  Council  is  on  record  12-8.     Dr.   Hicklin 
pointed  out  the  President's  veto  of  this  action,   and  Dr.    Millar  said  that  the 
Council  recommendation  is  12-8.     In  presenting  a  counterproposal,   the  President 
has  vetoed  this. 

Mr.    Tom  Bowling,    President  of  the  Student  Senate,   was  the  next  person  to  speak. 
He  said  he  wished  to  express  his  opposition  to  the  President's  position  that  the 
message  he  receives  from  Malcolm  X  seems  to  emphasize  the  differences  between 
races,   and  is  therefore  not  appropriate.     If  these  are  the  President's  reasons, 
Mr.    Bowling  said,   he  would  have  to  question  them.     The  President,   he  continued, 
is  convinced  this  has  received  insufficient  treatment,   and  he  said  it  was  his  hope 
that  the  President  would  express  his  concern  to  and  engage  in  dialogue  with  the 
groups.     He  felt,   he  said,   that  the  renaming  of  the  building  has  support  on  the 
campus.     Four  groups  had  been  designated  and  had  supported  the  change.     He  said 
he  should  point  out  that  he  did  not  claim  to  be  representative  of  the  majority  of  the 
students  on  the  campus,   but  only  of  the  concerned  students  who  had  taken  the  time 
to  educate  themselves.     He  thought  this  latter  to  be  significant  and  meaningful. 
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He  said  it  would  be  his  hope  that  the  President  and  the  Board  would  be  respon- 
sive to  the  wishes  of  the  University  community,   and  that  the  Board  would  not 
be  dictated  to  by  false  precepts  but  would  assume  the  role  of  educators.     The 
President,   he  said,   had  on  occasion  expressed  his  concern  for  the  university 
adopting  a  conscience,   and  he  viewed  this  as  a  request,  not  a  threat.     He  said 
he  saw  naming  the  building  after  Malcolm  X  as  a  real  step  toward  this,   and 
naming  the  building  after  anyone  else  would  be  a  tokenism  and  repugnant. 

Dr.   Millar  said  that  Mr.    Bowling  had  stated  he  was  President  of  the  Student 
Senate,   but  did  not  represent  the  majority  of  the  students.     Mr.    Bowling  explained 
that  there  had  been  no  referendum  on  the  issue,   and  he  did  not  feel  that  he  should 
make  a  claim  to  being  representative  of  the  whole  student  body.     Dr.    Millar  asked 
what  Mr.    Bowling  thought  to  be  the  position  of  the  majority  of  the  students.     He 
replied  that  this  would  be  very  difficult  to  determine.     When  it  had  first  been 
brought  to  the  students,   without  hearing  the  rationale  of  the  Task  Force,   without 
engaging  in  talking  with  people,   it  would  have  been  voted  down;  and  he  added  that 
even  today  it  could  be  voted  down  by  the  students.     Dr.   Millar  inquired  whether 
Mr.    Bowling  thought  it  would  be  voted  down  on  the  basis  of  racism  or  the  particu- 
lar name.     Mr.    Bowling  thought  the  reason  would  be  a  lack  of  understanding  about 
Malcolm  X.     Dr.   Millar  asked  if  Mr.    Bowling  leaned  toward  the  fact  that  it  was 
the  specific  name,  not  the  question  of  race  equality.     Mr.    Bowling  replied  that 
in  order  to  understand  student  perception,   you  must  realize  that  many  students 
were  reacting  to  the  flagpole  incident,   and  feel  opposed  to  that.     He  said  he  feels 
that  a  number  have  looked  on  the  matter  as  a  recommendation  of  the  campus 
groups.     Those  who  would  be  opposed  to  it  right  now,  he  thought,  would  do  so 
because  of  the  name  Malcolm  X  and  their  misunderstanding,    and  also  because 
they  link  the  matter  to  the  incidents  on  campus. 

Dr.  Millar  asked  Mr.  Bowling  whether  he  thought  that  as  a  Board  the  Regents 
were  entitled  to  give  equal  weight  to  the  people  speaking  against  the  name. 
Would  he  in  his  judgment  say  that  those  who  speak  against  naming  the  building 
have  at  least  as  valid  an  argument  as  those  speaking  for  it?  Are  they  as  well 
informed?  Mr.  Bowling  replied  that  he  was  sure  they  have  their  motives  and 
are  sincerely  convinced  that  it  would  be  a  bad  thing  to  do.  He  said  that  it  was 
the  job  of  the  Board  to  weigh  the  worth. 

Dr.   Millar  asked  whether  Mr.    Bowling  really  thought  the  broad  student  body  at 
Illinois  State  will  in  fact  accept  the  decision  of  this  Board  in  good  faith,   and  Mr. 
Bowling  said  he  had  no  way  of  knowing  this.     Dr.   Millar  asked  if  Mr.    Bowling 
himself  would,   and  he  replied  that  it  would  depend  a  great  deal  on  the  reasons 
the  Board  gives  for  its  action. 

Dr.  Millar  commended  both  Mr.  Pruitt  and  Mr.  Bowling  for  doing  a  very  credit- 
able job  in  making  their  presentations.  Miss  Marilyn  Drews  was  the  next  person 
to  make  a  presentation. 
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Miss  Drews  said  she  believed  it  appropriate  that  she  speak  as  a  student  at  ISU. 
Education,    Miss  Drews  said,   is  not  limited  to  institutions,   nor  a  method  of 
transferring  knowledge  from  book  to  brain,    it  is  a  way  of  life.      Malcolm  X,    she 
thought   is  illustrative  of  this  process.     He  learned  by  living,    she  said.     She  felt 
that  it  was  important  for  people  to  come  to  grasps  with  the  problem  and  make 
every  effort  to  resolve  it,    and  in  addition  to  emphasize  differences  so  that  people 
will  understand  and  accept  one  another.      She  said  the  blacks  had  submitted  their 
request  to  the  bureaucratic  system  under  which  we  live,    and  now  the  President 
has  requested  that  the  Board  ignore  what  has  received  proper  support.     The  700 
who  did  not  attend  the  faculty  meeting,    she  said,    could  have  petitioned  for  a 
referendum.     She  told  the  Board  that  if  they  rejected  this  they  rejected  the  demo- 
cratic process.      Dr.    Millar  pointed  out  to  Miss  Drews  that  President  Braden  was 
not  recommending  that  the  Board  ignore  what  has  been  submitted  to  it,   but  has 
merely  added  his  opinion  and  his  voice  to  the  one  side  of  the  question.      The 
President  has  transmitted  everything  that  has  been  done  on  the  campus,    Dr.    Millar 
stated,    and  said  that  it  was  through  Dr.    Braden1  s  efforts  that  the  Board  had  altered 
its  rules  to  allow  the  audience  to  speak.     Miss  Drews  might  choose  to  think  that 
this  is  ignoring  the  viewpoints  and  positions  other  take,   but  he  said  that  this  is  not 
so.       Miss  Drews  apologized  and  said  she  was  speaking  of  the  letter  the  President 
had  sent  out. 

Mr.    Barr  questioned  Miss  Drews  as  to  what  had  convinced  her  as  an  individual 
student  that  Malcolm  X  is  a  person  for  whom  it  would  be  appropriate  to  name 
this  building.     She  replied  that  his  greatest  contribution  was  to  black  identity, 
and  that  this  was  a  contribution  to  all  mankind. 

Mrs.    Masters  inquired  as  to  the  basis  of  Miss  Drews'  acquaintance  with  Malcolm  X, 
whether  it  was  the  autobiography  or  what  she  had  heard.     Miss  Drews  replied  that 
it  was  principally  through  sociological  studies. 

Mr.    George  Warren,   a  member  of  the  faculty  at  ISU,    asked  for  permission  to 
speak  next.     He  said  that  he  agreed  with  many  of  the  statements  already  made. 
Everyone  is  a  racist,   he  pointed  out,    as  it  is  a  condition  of  our  society.     It  is 
hard  to  pin  down,   he  said.     He  added  that  not  considering  the  racist  question, 
perhaps  he  could  shed  some  light  on  the  matter.     He  said  he  had  been  at  ISU  for 
ten  years  and  had  seen  a  good  deal  of  growth  in  the  University.     Over  all  those 
years,   he  said,   never  had  he  been  asked  his  opinion  on  the  naming  of  any  building. 
Watte r son  Towers,   he  pointed  out,   has  houses  named  after  slave  owners.     When 
Malcolm  X  is  proposed,    it  is  a  different  story.     Why  this  time,    he  asked.     We 
were  asked  for  input,   he  continued,    and  five  bodies  on  the  campus  have  added  to 
that  input.     He  said  he  could  not  recall  any  issue   so  widely  discussed.      The  input 
had  been  there,   he  said.     Dr.    Braden  had  added  his  voice  in  the  other  direction, 
and  Mr.    Warren  said  he  would  ask  that  the  Board  consider  that  voice  as  Dr. 
Braden' s  own  personal  opinion.      The  President  had  asked  for  input  and  it  had 
come  out  strongly  in  favor  of  the  name  change. 
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Dr.    Millar   said  that  Mr.    Warren  was  certainly  accurate  in  saying  that  no  single 
subject  had  been  more  widely  discussed  or  has  generated  more  mail.     He  said 
the  thing  he  was  grappling  with  now  was  to  try  to  find  out  what  it  all  means.      The 
matter  has  had  a  polarizing  effect,    and  no  one  is  neutral.     He  said  that  if  he  were 
just  to  count  noses  it  would  not  be  in  agreement  with  the  presentation  that  comes 
from  the  official  box  score.     It  leads  one  to  believe,    he   said,    that  the  process  is 
not  totally  representative.      What  he  was  trying  to  sense,    he  said,    in  arriving  at 
a  mature  judgment,    is  the  reason  for  the  opposition.     He  said  he  did  not  under- 
stand the  reason  for  the  opposition  and  even  the  proponents    do  not.      There  is  no 
clear  statement  for  the  basis  of  the  opposition. 

Mr.    Warren  said  that  in  trying  to  understand  the  opposition,    he  thought  one  would 
have  to  use  his  own  background  and  experience.     We  do  have  a  conditioned  society, 
he  said,    and  it  is  called  racism.      To  demand  that  the  democratic  process  be  applied 
strictly  on  the  proponent's  side  and  then  say  it  has  not  been  applied  over  the  State 
of  Illinois  is  improper.      The  democratic  process  has  been  utilized  on  the  campus, 
with  the  exception  of  revolution,   he  said.     If  you  demand  of  the  community  the  same 
standard  of  input,    it  would  seem  the  Board  should  insist  on  a  referendum  of  all 
black  persons  in  Illinois  before  it  decides  against  the  name. 

Dr.    Millar  said  he  was  not  suggesting  that  or  insisting  on  it,   that  he  was  just 
saying  that  is  what  is  happening.      The  messages  he  had  received  were  not  limited 
to  ISU.     He  said  he  was  not  suggesting  that  we  have  a  referendum,   but  the  nature 
of  the  issue  has  spread  beyond  the  campus  boundaries.     It  is  something  that  has 
been  generated.      It  is  the  sensitivity,    the  emotional  nature  of  the  issue. 

Mrs.    Masters  inquired  of  Mr.    Pruitt  whether  he  could  comment  on  something 
she  had  heard  about  the  autobiography  of  Malcolm  X  being  questioned  on  the  ground 
of  intellectual  honesty,   that  it  is  not  a  genuine  authentic  piece  on  the  treatment  of 
the  life  of  Malcolm  X,    but  rather  a  contribution  made  by  the  wife  posthumously. 
Mr.    Pruitt  stated  that  the  autobiography  talks  about  how  he  went  to  Mecca,    lost 
his  passport,    noticed  that  the  Muslim  land  was  specific  in  terms  of  "where  people 
sit".     He  further  stated  that  Malcolm  X  was  killed  because  he  broke  away  from 
Elijah  Muhammad. 

Miss  Drews  said,    speaking  as  a  resident  student,    the  opposition  she  had  heard 
to  the  name  was  that  people  did  not  want  to  give  in  to  a  minority.     She  thought  it 
to  be  racism.      That  is  the  reason  they  are  opposed. 

Dr.    Millar  asked  if  she  thought  it  was  based  exclusively  on  racism,    and  Miss 
Drews  said  she  would  say  that  they  wouldn't  even  like  the  name  of  Martin  Luther 
King.     Dr.    Millar  said  the  thing  that  still  clouds  the  issue  is  the  intensity  of  the 
feeling  about  Malcolm  X,    separate  and  apart  from  the  racist  issue.     He  said  he 
was  not  convinced  that  it  is  a  racist  issue.      Most  of  the  deliberations  have  been 
on  the    nature  of  the  name  itself.      These  two  issues  are  inseparable,    and  he  said 
he  was  trying  to  see  this  in  the  proper  perspective. 
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Dr.    Owen  said  that  in  the  faculty  meeting  when  one  attempted  to  discuss  the 
question  of  the  appropriateness  of  the  name,    he  is  labeled  as  a  racist.      This 
reduces  the  ability  to  discuss  it  at  all. 

Mr.    Dan  Viga,    an  ISU  student,    said  he  personally  favored  the  proposal  but  the 
thing  that  bothers  him  is  that  although  there  is  always  opposition,    no  one   gets 
up  and  says  he  is  against  it  for  this  reason.     He  said  he  had  not  received  any 
letters  as  Dr.    Millar  had,    and  therefore  Dr.    Millar  had  an  advantage  over  him. 
Mr.    Viga  said  he  did  not  think  the  Board  was  going  to  solve  the  problem  of  how 
people  feel.     He  added  that  he  did  not  see  any  of  the  380  faculty  at  the  meeting 
this  morning.      No  one  gets  up  in  a  meeting  and  says,    I  am  against  it.      They  do 
not  show  up,    he  said,    they  write  letters,    but  when  it  comes  right  down  to  it, 
they  don't  show  up. 

Mr.    Phillip  Owen  asked  to  be  recognized.     He  advised  that  he  was  a  teacher 
at  a  private  university.      He  said  he  would  ask,    "What  is  your  opinion  of  me?  " 
It  had  already  been  decided,    he   said,    because  the  only  understanding  we  have 
of  the  opposition  is  that  any  member  of  the  opposition  is  too  afraid  to  bring  out 
the  poison  within  him,    and  that  any  member  has  only  one  place  to  sit.      He  said 
he  did  not  believe  that  to  be  the  case  this  morning.      It  is  not  the  label  he   should 
have  to  accept,    Mr.    Owen  said. 

Mr.    Owen  continued  that  Mr.    Pruitt  had  advised  everyone  earlier  this  morning 
that  there  are  those  of  us  who  are  afraid  to  admit  that  we  are  racists.      Mr.    Pruitt, 
he  said,    had  also  advised  that  if  we  are  not  able  to  name  a  building  after  Malcolm  X 
that  there  will  be  no  climate  of  understanding  in  the  university,    and  that  he  feels 
that  racial  peace  will  cease.      He  had  said  later  that  if  there  is  the  chance,    the 
possibility  that  it  can  be  named  after  Malcolm  X,    then  he  foresees  the  possi- 
bility of  racial  peace.      What  are  my  opportunities  to  judge  the  name  of  Malcolm  X, 
Mr.    Owen  asked.      Mr.    Owen  said  he  had  heard  a  great  deal  about  input  this 
morning  and  he  would  like  to  suggest  something  about  output.     He  added  that  we 
had  experienced  this  morning  the  problem  we  are  trying  to  bring  to  the  Board. 
Everyone  had  seen  it. 

Mr.    Pruitt  said  Mr.    Owen  had  said  nothing  intelligent  to  respond  to.      He  said 
his  feeling  was  that  racial  peace  can  become  a  reality.      People  will  wonder  why. 
He  said  everyone  is  not  as  well  informed  and  honest  as  he  should  be.      The  real 
problem,    he  thought,    is  not  whether  or  not  we  are  racist.      The  question  is  who 
is  concerned  enough  to  create  a  climate  that  is  conducive  to  brotherhood.      The 
point  is,    will  you  endeavor  to  make  people  understand.      Will  you  support  people 
going  through  channels. 

Dr.    Millar  said  he  wished  to  add  that  one  of  the  elements  of  the  democratic 
process  is  the  veto  of  the  President.      It  is  as  much  an  element  as  any  other. 
When  you  ask  us  to  recognize  the  democratic  process,    he  said,    then  we  must 
attach  to  the  veto  as  much  creditability,    significance  and  weight  as  we  do  to 
the  balance  of  the  presentation. 
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Dean  Richard  Bond  of  ISU  was  the  next  person  to  make  a  statement.     He  said 
he  had  not  intended  to  speak  this  morning,    but  continued  to  explain  that  the  issue 
had  reached  the  University  Council  too  early  in  the  stages.      From  his  own  con- 
tact with  Malcolm  X,   he  said,    he  felt  and  still  feels  that  it  is  not  an  inappropriate 
name.     He  stated  that  he  had  voted  with  the  majority  of  the  Council  in  support  of 
the  name.      He  continued  that  he  did  not  ascribe  any  ulterior  motives  to  the  vote. 
Many  events,    he   said,    have  occurred  on  the  campus.      The  Student  Senate  had 
cast  their  ballots,   many  in  direct  opposition  to  the  views  of  their  constituents. 
We  know,    he  said,    that  many  of  the  students  and  indeed  many  of  the  Council 
members  had  not  read  and  examined  the  issue.      The  tone  which  has  arisen  on 
the  campus  is  one  of  concern.     A  small  minority  has  made  it  divisive.     Illinoi  s 
State  University,    he  said,    has  made  a  commitment  to  black  students  and  that 
effort  must  continue.      Those  efforts  can  be  more  possible  if  this  issue  can  be 
put  behind  us.     He  feels,    he   said,    that  the  decision  reached  by  the  President  is 
the  only  reasonable  one.     He  urged  that  everyone  renew  the  commitment  of  the 
campus  to  make  it  open,    welcome  and  responsive  to  black  students.     He  said 
he  was  personally  hereby  renewing  his  commitment. 

Mr.    Robert  Griffin,    a  faculty  member,    said  there  seems  to  be  a  feeling  that 
this  will  point  out  the  differences  between  black  and  white,    and  added  that  is 
what  is  good  about  it.      Mr.    Eatherly  said  he  spoke  only  for  himself,    but  said 
he  has  been  bothered  by  the  motivation  in  this  matter.     He  stated  he  thought 
there  are  on  the  campus  some  persons  who  are  racists,    but  he  hoped  it  was  a 
small  number.     He  believes,    he  said,    that  some  of  the  opposition  comes  from 
people  who  cannot  accept  this  particular  black,    but  would  be  willing  to  accept 
other  names.     Some  of  the  opposition  is  to  the  procedure.     Some  comes  from 
people  who  prefer  that  we  follow  the  tradition  of  naming  buildings  for  people 
associated  with  the  campus. 

Mrs.    Bruce  Hamilton  of  Normal    said  that  to  name  the  building  after  any  man 
the   Board  is  faced  with  a  dilemma.      She  said  she  would  respectfully  suggest  that 
if  the  Board  is  seeking  a  name,    a  title,    a  word,    a  symbol  to  designate  the 
bringing  together  of  students  of  all  colors,    what  more  appropriate  word  is  there 
than  the  one  in  present  use,    the  word  "Union". 

Mr.    Elwood  Egelston  said  he  had  opposed  the  action  of  the  Council  because  he 
felt  there  had  been  pressure  applied  in  the  choice.      The  timing  was  inappropriate, 
also,    as  Dr.    Braden  had  been  out  of  the  country.      Pressure  was  suddenly  put  on, 
he  said.      The  University  had  gone  through  a  procedure  which  no  one  had  under- 
stood; and  as  he  read  the  minutes  of  the  Student  Senate,    the  academic  community 
did  not  understand  Roberts'  Rules  of  Order.      They  had  accepted  the  report, 
according  to  our  authority  on  this,    and  approved  it.      We  did  not  understand  this, 
he  said.     A  substitute  motion  was  proposed  that  the    chairman  said  had  to  have 
a  2/3  vote  to  pass  and  the  motion  was  to  postpone  action  until  the  community  had 
an  opportunity  to  hear  it.      The  vote  was  13-9  and  did  not  meet  the  2/3  requirement. 
The  problem  facing  the  University  Council  was  a  choice  of  naming  it  Malcolm  X 
or  being  against  blacks. 
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Dr.    Millar  asked  whether  President  Braden  had  anything  further  to  add  to  the 
conversation.     Dr.    Braden  said  he  had  conceived  his  role  as  being  not  a 
protagonist  nor  an  antagonist.     He   said  he  had  tried  on  occasion  to  state  the 
reasons  for  his  position  and  will  continue  to  do  so.     He  stated  that  he  did  not 
want  to  get  into  the  argument  at  this  point. 

Dr.    Millar  said  that  for  the  record  there  had  been  8  formal  speakers  and  added 
that  the  positions  taken  had  been  divided  50-50. 

Dr.    Millar  said  that  he  would  cast  his  vote  first.     He  explained  that  in  casting 
his  vote   he  had  decided  first  that  the  issue  is  clouded  by  the  fact  that  you  either 
vote  for  Malcolm  X  or  you  are  called  a  racist.      He  said  he  would  like  to  make  it 
clear  that  he  does  not  feel  that  way.     He  said  he  had  no  feeling  whatsoever  that 
ISU  is  in  any  way  racist  oriented.      He  thought  that  the  very  fact  that  ISU  has 
mounted  programs  for  black  students,   has  introduced  a  curriculum  that  addresses 
itself  to  the  areas  of  the  underprivileged,    and  has  included  courses  relevant  to 
the  problems  we  have  in  society,    stands  as  documented  evidence  that  racism  as  we 
know  it  among  human  beings  is  not  prevalent  to  the  degree  some  people  think  it  is. 
He  said  he  would  like  to  say  that  he  was  basing  his  vote  exclusively  on  two  things: 
first,    the  process  by  which  the  name  had  been  arrived  at;  and  secondly,    the  name 
itself  and  what  it  represents  to  our  campus.     He  added  he  would  like  to  compliment 
the  students  on  their  presentations  to  the  Board. 

With  regard  to  the  process  itself,    he  said,    the  President  of  ISU  has  the  power  of 
veto  and  Dr.    Millar  said  he  respects  the  President's  position.      With  regard  to 
the  name  of  Malcolm  X,    he  stated  that  he  had  said  before  that  he  had  serious 
reservations  about  whether  it  will  contribute  to  racial  tranquility.      The  name  is 
divisive.      Dr.    Millar  said  that  he  cannot  accept  that  a  person  can  overnight  be 
exposed  to  the  kind  of  revelations  that  are  documented  in  the  autobiography. 

Dr.    Millar  cast  his  vote  in  support  of  the  recommendation  of  President  Braden. 

Mr.    Barr    said  that  he  had  been  a  member  of  the  Board  less  than  a  year,    and  as 
a  member,    this  is  certainly  the  most  difficult  decision  he  had  been  faced  with. 
He  said  he  could  not  speak  with  any   knowledge  of  the  conditions  at  ISU  as  he  had 
only  been  on  the  campus  twice.     He  has  had  no  opportunity,    he  said,    to  become 
familiar  with  the  University  or  the  community.     He  said  his  initial  reaction  was 
to  oppose  the  idea  and  had  dismissed  it  in  his  own  mind.     However,    he  said, 
he  had  changed  his  mind  several  times  and  certainly  today's  discussion  had  been 
very  enlightening  to  him.     He  said  he  had  decided  to  vote  "Yes"  on  the  motion, 
believing  that  the  naming  of  the  Union  building  after  Malcolm  X  would  do  more 
harm  than  good  in  improving  relations  between  the  races  in  the  State  of  Illinois. 
He  added  that  he  had  not  been  able  to  reach  an  intelligent  opinion  as  yet  as  to 
what  the  effect  would  be  on  the  campus,    but  he  felt  in  the  State  as  a  whole 
naming  the  building  Malcolm  X  would  do  more  harm  than  good. 

Mr.    Barr  cast  his  vote  in  support  of  the  recommendation  of  President  Braden. 
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Mr.    Cornwell  said  that  he  had  given  considerable  thought  and  study  to  the 
problem,    much  more  than  is  necessary  to  give  other  questions  which  come 
before  the  Board.      The  decision  he  had  reached,    Mr.    Cornwell  said,    was  not 
reached  without  considerable  soul-searching.      The  results  of  his  thinking,    he 
said,    lead  him  to  believe  that  Malcolm  X's    message  as  it  comes  through  to  him 
is  one  which  clearly  states  that  it  would  not  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Univer- 
sity,   an  institution  for  which  he  has  had  a  great  deal  of  affection  for  a  long  time. 
Mr.    Cornwell  added  that  he  knows  the  atmosphere  on  the  campus,    and  he  agrees 
that  it  is  not  a  racist  campus.      He  said  it  is  evident  this  morning  that  there  have 
been  some  elements  of  racism  develop,    and  he  hoped  that  this  is    a  minor 
expression.     He  said  he  had  one  other  comment  relative  to  the  process.     It  had 
been  expressed  that  the  veto  power  of  the  President  is  a  most  significant  part 
of  the  democratic  process.      We  recognize  it  at  the  federal  level,    and  just 
recently  it  had  been  exercised  there.      This  is  not  to  say  the  President  is  omni- 
potent and  has  vision  others  do  not,    but  after  the  searching  he  has  done,    this 
is  a  responsibility  he  has  accepted  according  to  his  conscience. 

Mr.    Cornwell  voted  to  support  the  President's  recommendation. 

Mrs.    Masters  cast  her  vote  in  support  of  President  Braden's  recommendation. 

Mr.    Smith  said  he  shared  the  belief  that  Illinois  State  is  not  a  racist  campus. 
He  said  he  hoped  that  there  will  be  no  feeling,    regardless  of  the  decision,    that 
this  was  that  kind  of  a  decision.      For  the  reasons  already  expressed,    the  name 
of  Malcolm  X,   he  believes,    will  not  add  to  a  better  understanding  between  the 
races.      Considering  the  long  range  impact  on  the  total  university  community, 
he  said,    was  his  prime  reason  for  voting  to  support  President  Braden's  position. 

Mr.    Varese  cast  his  vote  in  support  of  President  Braden's  position. 

The  Chairman  said  that  this  open  public  ballot,    an  expression  of  the  legislative 
position  of  the  Board,    supported  President  Braden  in  his  veto. 

Dr.    Millar  suggested  that  those  who  had  been  a  part  of  the  deliberations  today 
should  in  fact  re-examine  the  serious  question  of  racism  as  it  exists  and 
address  themselves  to  the  real  worth  of  a  university  and  the  role  that  a  university 
plays  in  the  community.      He   said  the  decision  President  Braden  had  reached 
personally  had  not  been  an  easy  one  and  that  he  had  gone  through  many  anguishes. 
Dr.    Millar  said  tha.t  he  hoped  that  by  this  action  the  Board  has  established  clearly 
and  faithfully  the  confidence  it  has  in  Dr.    Braden.     It  would  be  a  tragic  loss  to  the 
university  if  in  any  way  this  were  to  handicap  the  effectiveness  of  the  President, 
the  administrative  staff  and  the  faculty  at  Illinois  State.       Dr.    Millar  said  he  would 
go  on  record  to  state  that  he  would  not  be  above  taking  whatever  measure  the 
Board  could  muster  to  guarantee  that  racial  harmony  and  university  excellence 
continue  to  be  the  major  aims  of  the  President  and  stated  he  was  sure  President 
Braden  agrees  with  these  principles. 

Dr.    Millar  said  that  unless  anyone  else  had  comments  at  this  time  he  would 
temporarily  adjourn  the  meeting  and  reconvene  at  2:00  p.m. 
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The  meeting  reconvened  at  3:00  p.m.  ,    and  Dr.    Millar  announced  that  the 
reinstitution  of  the  regular  rules  of  the  Board  for  the  conduct  of  its  meetings 
was  the  next  order  of  business. 

Dr.    Millar  said  that  everyone  was  aware  that  the  Springfield  community  had  been 
very  generous  in  contributing  money  to  the  Sangamon  State  University  Foundation 
for  the  purchase  of  land  in  the  site  area.     He  read  a  statement  which  would  be 
distributed  to  members  of  the  press,    expressing  the  appreciation  of  the  Board 
for  these  contributions. 

Dr.    Spencer  asked  that  at  this  point  in  the  meeting  he  be  allowed  to  present  a 
Resolution  commending  the  Committee  for  Higher  Education  in  Central  Illinois 
for  its  efforts  in  the  recent  fund  raising  drive,    and  advised  that  the  Resolution 
would  also  be  considered  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  Lincoln  Land  Community 
College  to  be  adopted  as  a  Joint  Resolution. 

Mrs.    Masters  moved  for  the  adoption  of  the  Resolution.     The  motion  was 
seconded  by  Mr.    Loren  Smith,    and  the  Resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 
The  text  appears  below; 

WHEREAS,   the  Committee  for  Higher  Education  in  Central 
Illinois  has  so  graciously  and  with  great  enthusiasm  and  energy  repre- 
sented the  community  within  and  around  the  City  of  Springfield  in  its 
support  of  Lincoln  Land  Community  College  and  Sangamon  State 
University;  and 

WHEREAS,   the  Committee  was  made  up  of  the  following  indi- 
viduals:    George  E.    Hatmaker,    Walter  R,    Lohman,    Charles  Long, 
John  Clarke,    Edwin  A.    Lee,    Fred  C.    Blythe,    Robert  Butcher, 
Wilbur  F.    Wepner,    Paul  Schanbacher,    Milton  Friedland,    Charles  J. 
Johnson,    Adolph  Lubin,    Stanley  Myers,    Mrs.    A.    D.    VanMeter,    Jr.  , 
and  Mrs.    Benjamin  Victor;  and 

WHEREAS,   the  Committee  for  Higher  Education  under  the 
able  leadership  of  George  Hatmaker,    its  Chairman,    has  undertaken 
and  accomplished  the  raising  of  $1,  000,  000  toward  acquiring  the 
necessary  sites  for  these  two  institutions;  and 

WHEREAS,    the  State  of  Illinois,  Springfield,    and  the  Central 
part  of  the  State  will  benefit  so  greatly  for  many  years  to  come  be- 
cause of  the  efforts  of  the  Committee  and  the  community;  now, 
therefore,    be  it 

RESOLVED  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Lincoln  Land  Com- 
munity College  and  the   Board  of  Regents  of  the  Regency  Universities 
hereby  commend  the  Committee  for  Higher  Education  in  Central 
Illinois  for  its  generous  contribution  of  time  and  energy  in  this  pro- 
motion of  higher  education  in  Central  Illinois. 
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Dr.    Millar  commented  on  the  status  of  the  window- glazing  problem  in  Watterson 
Towers  at  ISU  and  emphasized  again  that  the  Board  expects  and  insists  on  a 
completed  job  in  keeping  with  the  stature  of  the  building  and  the  funds  invested, 
at  no  additional  cost  to  the  Board, 

COMMITTEE  REPORTS 


Mr.    Loren  Smith,    Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Presidents'  Reports,    advised 
that  each  member  had  been  mailed  a  copy  of  the  Committee  recommendations, 
and  moved  that  the  procedures  as  outlined  in  the  report  be  adopted  as  part  of  the 
Regulations  of  the  Board  of  Regents,    effective  April  1,    1970.     The  recommenda- 
tions are  as  follows: 

It  is  recommended  that  the  following  procedures  become  a  part  of 
Board  of  Regents'  Regulations  effective  April  1970: 

1.  Each  Board  meeting  agenda  should  be  structured  as  follows: 

a.  Basic  Policy  and  Long-Range  Planning 

b.  Executive  Secretary's  Report 

c.  Special  Institutional  Matters 

d.  Recurring  Institutional  Matters 

2.  Items  within  these  categories  should  be  classified  as  either  an 
Action  Item  or  an  Information  Item.     Each  action  item  should 
have  an  appropriate  written  resolution  or  recommendation  so 
that  the  record  will  be  clear  as  to  the  action  to  be  taken. 

3.  The  Executive  Secretary  should  have  responsibility  for  the  as- 
signing and  timing  of  the  monthly  items  in  the  category,    "Basic 
Policy  and  Long-Range  Planning". 

Explanation.       The  agenda  categories  are  explained  more  fully  below: 

1.  Basic  Policy  and  Long-Range  Planning.     Each  institution  is  re- 

quested to  present  to  and  discuss  with  the  Board  one,    or  some- 
times two,    basic  policy  issues  common  to  all  institutions  at  each 
meeting.      Issues  should  be  assigned  at  least  three  months  in  ad- 
vance so  that  the  report  from  the  institution  could  be  written  and 
sent  to  each  Board  member  well  in  advance  of  the  meeting  and  so 
that  detailed  Board  staff  comments  and  recommendations  could 
be  offered. 

It  is  recognized  that  there  is  a  need  for  discussing  the  substantive 
issues  in  higher  education;  however,    recommendations  for  Board 
action  or  policy  should  follow  each  discussion  wherever  possible. 
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"Discussion"  is  emphasized  because  it  is  intended  that  suffi- 
cient time  would  be  given  to  this  category  to  permit  Board  mem- 
bers to  react  to  the  issues  presented  to  them. 

It  is  anticipated  that  a  large  portion  of  the  Board's  meeting  time 
would,    regardless  of  other  agenda  items,    be  allocated  to  subjects 
within  this  classification,    and  that  an  in-depth  review  of  essential 
policy  and  long-range  planning  issues  would  be  conducted  by  the 
Board  at  least  annually.     A  tentative  list  of  general  policy  matters 
and  a  schedule  for  presenting  them  shall  be  prepared  regularly. 

Executive  Secretary's  Report.      This  Report  shall  be  confined 
largely  to  the  Regency  System,    the  Board  and  Central  Staff  office 
matters.      The  Executive  Secretary  has  the  responsibility  for 
developing,   with  the  Board,    a  "program  of  work"  for  each  year; 
i.  e.  ,    to  set  some  clear,    near-term  objectives  and  to  formulate 
specific  plans  for  reaching  them.      The  Secretary's  comment  and 
recommendations  on  institutional  affairs  would,    whenever  possible, 
be  presented  at  the  time  of  their  discussion.     Exceptions  would  be 
in  the  review  of  new  programs,    since  these  proposals  require  con- 
siderably more  time  for  staff  review  than  is  afforded  between  the 
usual  mail  out  andmeeting  dates.       The  legal  counsel's  report 
should  be  included  in  this  Report. 

Special  Institutional  Matters.       Time  will  be  allocated  at  each 
meeting  to  one  or  more  of  the  Presidents  for  the  purpose  of  bring- 
ing special  matters  to  the  Board  (1)  for  information  purposes, 
(2)  to  seek  the  Board's  advice,    or   (3)  to  obtain  the  Board's  approval. 
The  Executive  Secretary  should  be  advised  on  all  items  in  any  such 
report  prior  to  mail  out  time.     It  is  understood  that  the  regular 
Presidents'  letters  to  the  Board  would  supplement  this  report  and 
that  this  public  presentation  is  at  the  individual  discretion  of  the 
Presidents  and  not  a  required  part  of  the  Agenda. 

Recurring  Institutional  Matters.       This  document  should  consist  of 
(1)  personnel  transactions,    (2)  purchases,    (3)  progress  report  on 
new  construction,    and  (4)  change  orders.      (Programs  and  plans  for 
new  buildings  will  be  included  under  "Special  Institutional  Matters".  ) 
It  is  anticipated  that  the  Executive  Secretary  will  carefully  review 
this  document  each  month  and  recommend  approval  so  that  the 
Board   can  act  on  it  with  dispatch.      The  Executive  Secretary  will 
raise  questions  where  appropriate  with  university  staff  prior  to 
the  Board  meeting  whenever  possible.

October  2,    1967, 

Mr.    Cornwell  moved  that  the  foregoing  Resolution  be  adopted.      The  motion 
was  seconded  by  Mr.    Barr,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried 
unanimously. 

President  Braden  explained  that  the  growth  in  the  University  in  the  coming

Section  I  -  Additions  and  Deletions  of  Units  of  Instruction,    Research  and  Public

advance  of  the  meeting.     The  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Secretary  was  that 
the  Central  Office  be  authorized  to  forward  these  reports  to  the  Board  of  Higher 
Education.

This  document  had  been  submitted  for  a  first  reading  by  members  of  the  Board 
in  February.

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modifications  and  recommended  approval  of  the  purchasing  regulations  to  become 
effective  April  1,    1970,    and  advised  that  the  document  would  then  be  sent  to  the 
printer. 

Section  III  -  Automobile  Purchase 

By  agreement  reached  with  the   Board,    Dr.    Matsler  requested  that  this  section 
of  his  report  be  deferred.      The  Board  directed  that  the   Central  Staff  prepare  an 
analysis  of  the  subject  based  on  mileage  and  years  of  service  of  automobiles 
in  order  that  some  uniform  guidelines  may  be  established  for  the  system,    if 
such  appears  to  be  desirable.

Dr.    Matsler  advised  that  at  its  meeting  on  February  3,    1970,    the  Board  of  Higher 
Education  had  approved  the  ISU  proposal  for  a  Center  for  Higher  Education.     Also 
approved  were  the  modified  capital  and  operating  budgets  for  all  public  institu- 
tions of  higher  education. 

Section  VII  -   Physical  Examinations 

The  recommendation  of  the  Central  Staff,  Dr.    Matsler  advised,    after  consultation 
with  university  staffs,    is  that  the  existing  policy  of  the  Board  concerning  physical 
examinations  for  both  civil  service  and  academic  personnel  be  deleted  and  that 
the  following  statement  be  substituted  as  a  Board  Regulation:

Mr.    Herman  Bodewes  of  the  firm  of  Giffin,    Winning,    Lindner,    Newkirk  &  Cohen, 
reviewed  the  status  of  the  several  lawsuits  pending  in  the  courts  in  which  the 
Regents  or  the  universities  are  parties. 

Mr.    Bodewes  also  presented  a  Resolution  to  clarify  the  lease -purchase  arrange- 
ment for  the  temporary  facilities  for  Sangamon  State  University  in  order  to 
assure  the  contractors  and  expected  bidders  of  the  good  faith  of  the   Board: 

RESOLVED  that  Board  of  Regents  hereby  agrees  and  does  hereby 
covenant  to  authorize  and  direct  payment  of  all  rental  due  under 
lease  from  the  Lessor  with  whom  the  lease  is  executed  of  ten 
buildings  to  be  erected  in  accordance  with  site  plan  for  the  use 
of  Sangamon  State  University  on  its  temporary  campus  beginning 
on  or  about  August  14,    1970,    and  do  hereby  exercise  option  for 
renewal  of  said  lease  and  payment  of  rental  due  thereunder  for 
each  of  the  succeeding  lease  years  beginning  on  the  14th  day  of 
August  1971,    1972,    1973  and  1974,    such  annual  rental  to  be  paid 
from  legislative  appropriations  made  by  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Mr.    Cornwell  moved  that  the  foregoing  Resolution  be  adopted.      The  motion  was 
seconded  by  Mr.    Barr,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Mr.    Smith  moved  that  the  Executive  Secretary's  Report  No.    20,    as  revised,   be 
approved.      The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mrs.    Masters,    roll  was  called,    and  the 
motion  carried  unanimously. 

There  was  discussion  of  the  possibility  of  changing  the  place  of  the  June  1970 
meeting  of  the  Board,    but  no  action  was  taken. 

There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Board  at  this  time,    Dr.    Millar 
declared  the  meeting  adjourned  until  the  next  regularly  scheduled  meeting  of  the 
Board  on  April  5,    1970,    at  Northern  Illinois  University,    DeKalb,    Illinois.

Dear  Faculty  Members  and  Administrators: 


For  several  months  now  all  of  us  have  been 
concerned,  involved,  or  affected,  by  the  events 
surrounding  the  demand  for  naming  a  building  on 
the  ISU  Campus  for  Malcolm  X.   In  the  beginning 
this  effort  demonstrated  healthy  vigor  on  the 
part  of  active  students,  white  and  black,  and  a 
creditable  response  on  the  part  of  the  faculty 
and  the  administrators. 

i 

As  time  went  on,  however,  and  the  democratic 
process  tried  to  sort  out  true  values  for  name 
selection  it  became  quite  clear  that  the 
democratic • process  itself  was  under  attack  and 
pressure  tested  to  a  degree  that  taxed  its 
capabilities.   For  the  moment  at  least  this 
activity  has  been  brought  to  culmination  by  the 
Board  of  Regents  support  of  President  Braden 
over  the  surface  endorsement  of  four  major 
segments  of  the  University  community. 


I  now  believe  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Regents 
it  is  my  turn  to  ask  some  direct  questions. 
First,  as  members  of  the  University  community, 
are  you  satisfied  that  the  role  you  played  was  a 
role  that  contributed  to  the  overall  University 
mission  and  enhanced  the  dignity  and  stature  of 
the  democratic  process? 


Secondly,  are  the  people  involved  any  way  near 
appreciative  of  the  total  outpouring  of  time, 
effort  and  sheer  physical  pressure  for  which 
this  action  has  been  responsible? 
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For  the  last  two  months  my  time  has  been  spent 
almost  exclusively  in  writing,  speaking,  listening 
and  being  concerned  about  the  impact  of  our  actions 
not  only  on  the  ISU  campus  but  the  legislature,  the 
constitutional  convention,  the  cities  of  Normal  and 
Bloomington  and  the  broader  community,  black  and 
white,  upon  which  these  discussions  have  had  an 
influence.   I  am  particularly  dismayed  that  this 
activity  does  not  appear  to  have  constructively 
contributed  to  racial  harmony.   I  am  also  afraid 
that  a  serious  polarization  of  the  ISU  campus  has 
resulted  which  will  have  a  long  run  negative  effect 
and  set  back  the  intellectual  and  cultural  growth 
of  ISU  some  measurable  amount. 

I  am  very  much  concerned  that  the  public  at  large 
in  the  state  of  Illinois  who  contribute  their  tax 
dollars  to  the  support  of  higher  education  have  been 
used  unjustly  in  a  pseudo  intellectual  adventure. 
I  think  the  time  has  come  to  turn  the  page  and  re- 
examine some  of  our  principles  and  motivations. 
In  some  way,  as  a  group,  the  Board  of  Regents, 
the  administrators,  the  faculty  and  the  students, 
must  regain  the  confidence  of  our  supporters  and 
make  up  the  ground,  lost  by  this  exercise. 

I  suggest  to  each  of  you  that  we  must  now  re-dedicate 
ourselves  to  the  teaching  and  learning  role,  con- 
centrate on  true  intellectual  values,  provide  an 
environment  which  will  contribute  to  racial  unity  and 
increase  our  productive  teaching  effort. 

During  the  deliberations  on  Malcolm  X  many  urgent 
and  pressing  problems  have  gone  without  attention. 
Classes  have  been  missed,  administrators  and  Board 
members  inundated  with  written  and  verbal  communica- 
tions and  faculty  members,  in  some  cases,  concerned 
about  their  own  well  being.   We  must  learn  from  this 
experience  and  put  into  practice  whatever  steps  are 
necessary  to  create  a  teaching  environment  which 
will  minimize  pressure  for  a  repeat  performance. 

ISU  has  a  rich  tradition  and  a  wonderful  future  in 
the  system  of  higher  education  in  the  state  of 
Illinois  but  incidents  such  as  the  Malcolm  X 
adventure  deters  all  of  us  in  the  search  for  real 
truth  in  a  great  University. 
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I  have  no  visions  that  incidents  of  this 
nature  will  forever  disappear  but  let  me  urge 
each  of  you  to  address  yourself  to  your  own 
role  whether  it  be  teacher,  administrator, 
counsellor  or  Board  member,  in  seeking  excellence, 
truth,  dedication  and  constructive  effort  in  what- 
ever you  do.   By  our  own  actions  we  have  made  the 
hill  a  little  steeper  and  we  must  now  live  with 
a  new  burden  which  is  self -generated.   The 
consequences  of  the  Malcolm  X  incident  make   all 
our  jobs  more  difficult  for  which  I  admonish  those 
who  participated. 

I  have  absolute  faith  and  confidence  in  President 
Braden  and  the  administrative  staff  of  ISU.   I 
have,  further,  tremendous  respect  for  the  faculty, 
the  counsellors  and  the  students.   We  have  a 
great  University  but  I  suggest  that  we  go  lightly 
on  such  actions  that  might  lead  to  the  risk  of 
self-destruction .

The  regularly  scheduled  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Regents  convened  at  10:00  a.m. 

on  Sunday,    April  5,    1970,    in  the  Regency  Room  of  the  University  Center  at  Northern 

Illinois  University,    DeKalb,    Illinois.     Dr.    Gordon  H.    Millar,    Chairman,    presided. 

Dr.    Millar  called  the  meeting  to  order,    roll  was  called,    and  the  following  members 
answered  present:

Mr.    James  M.    Winning,    Legal  Counsel;  members  of  the  Northern  Illinois  University 
faculty;  Mr.  John  Shields;  and  representatives  of  the  news  media. 

The  Chairman  asked  if  there  were  additions  or  corrections  to  the  minutes  of  the 
meeting  of  March  1,    1970,    as  distributed  to  the  members. 

Dr.    Millar  requested  that  one  addition  be  made  to  the  March  1  minutes  --a  copy  of 
the  letter  he  had  written  to  each  faculty  member  at  Illinois  State  University  following 
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the  March  meeting  and  summarizing  some  of  the  thoughts  of  the  Board  with  regard 
to  the  activities  on  that  campus. 

Mrs.    Masters  commended  the   secretaries  for  the  completeness  and  accuracy  of  the 
minutes  of  the  March  meeting,    and  the   Chairman  directed  that  the  motion  for  approval 
of  the  minutes  should  include  the  commendation. 

Drc    Lund  moved  that  the  minutes  of  the  March  1,    1970,    meeting,    as  amended,    be 
approved.      The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Varese.    and  the  minutes  were  approved 
unanimou  sly, 

CHAIRMAN'S  ITEMS 

Dr ,    Millar  advised  that  on  March  30  the   Governor  had  met  with  representatives  cf 
the  various  higher  education  systems  and  informed  them  of  the  budget  which  he 
would  propose  for  FY  71.     He   said  there  had  been  little  opportunity  to  examine  the 
budget  message,    and  that  the  Board  was  not  in  a  position  at  this  meeting  to  comment 
on  the   Governor's  message,     It  had  not  as  yet  been  exposed  to  the  Board  of  Higher 
Education.     He   said  that  the  BHE   staff  would  meet  on  Monday  with  the  Regents   staff 
to  examine  in  detail  what  the  new  budget  message  means  with  regard  to  the  university 
systems,    and  the  results  of  that  meeting  would  very   probably  be  discussed  on  Tuesday 
at  the  meeting  of  the  BHE. 

Dr.    Millar  said  inasmuch  as  there  were  no  committee  reports  to  be  presented,    the 
Board  would  move  to  the  next  agenda  item,    Basic  Policy  and  Long-Range  Planning, 
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D' .    Matsler  reviewed  briefly  with  the  Board  the  accomplishments  of  the  Regents 
during  the  period  since  the  creation  of  the  Board  of  Regents,    and  suggested  that  it 
would  be  proper  to  establish  some  of  the  goals  toward  which  the  Regents  might  move 
in  the  next:  year.      He  called  attention  of  the  Board  to  the  recommendations  contained  ir 
the  document  which  had  been  distributed  to  members  in  advance  of  the  meeting  and 
to  those  recommendations  in  the  Executive  Secretary's  Report  No,    21. 

1,  A  Study  of  Faculty  Load. 

Dr.    Matsler  advised  that  the  staff  had  met  with  the  Joint  Faculty  Advisory  Com- 
mittee  to  explore  the  possibility  of  reporting  out  •what  faculty  "do  for  a  living".     He 
said  it  was  proper  that  the  public  have  more  knowledge  in  this  area  and  he  hoped  the 
Board  would  accept  the  study  which  is  coming  from  the  Committee  in  May,    with  a 
followup  study  to  be  submitted  in  December,     He  thought  the  Regents  could  then  make 
decisions  which  will   help  in  explaining  the  faculty  activities  to  the  public  and  to  the 
legislature. 

Dr.    Lund  urged  that  the  reports  from  the  campuses  be  sent  to  the  Board  in  sufficient 
time  for  them  to  read  and  study  the  materials,       Mr,    Smith  inquired  whether  there 
would  be  some  analysis  of  the  reports  prepared  by  the  Central  Staff,    with  relevant 
omparative  data  made- available  to  the  Board.      Dr.    Matsler  advised  that  when  the 
materials  are  received  by  the  Staff  they  will  be  studied,    and  the  Staff  will  be  prepared 
to  analyze  them. 
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2„  Management  Evaluation. 

In  this  connection  Dr.    Matsler  advised  that  the  staff  believes  that  some  kind 
of  a  study  should  be  made  relative  to  costs,   management  procedures,    salary 
classifications,   non-academic  personnel,    etc.  ,    and  rather  than  hire  a  consultant 
to  go  into  the  universities  and  make  such  a  study,   it  might  be  better  to  form  a  com- 
mittee consisting  cf  persons  from  the  universities,    the  Central  Staff,    and  Board 
members  to  study  the  possible  need  for  a  management  evaluation  study.     If  the  com- 
mittee finds  that  such  a  need  exists,   then  the  Board  could  move  in  that  direction; 
if  it  is  found  that  such  a  study  is  not  necessary,    the  committee  would  so  report  to 
the  Board.     He  added  he  was  making  the  recommendation  at  this  time  because  the 
decision  should  be  made  prior  to  preparation  of  the  budget. 

Dr.    Millar  inquired  when  the  committee  should  be  appointed,    and  Dr.    Matsler  sug- 
gested that  the  members  should  be  named  within  a  few  days   so  that  a  meeting  might 
be  called  very  soon.      Dr.    Lund  inquired  as  to  the  specific  management  procedures 
or  areas  contemplated  for  the  study.     Dr.    Matsler  replied  that  some  would  be 
auxiliary  enterprises,    certain  areas  within  the  budgeting  process,    the  many  classi- 
fications of  non-academic  employees  which  number  literally  hundreds.      He  said  he 
thought  that  perhaps  a  consultant  could  help  in  this  area,    but  said  his  question  was 
whether  the  Board  wishes  to  get  involved  in  these  areas.     Dr.    Lund  said  he  would 
suggest  that  the  Executive  Secretary  and  the  Presidents  hold  at  least  one  session  to 
see  if  they  can  agree  upon  a  special  set  of  areas.     Dr.    Braden  said  this  is  a  time 
when  consultants  are  being  widely  used,    but  he  thought  the  Board  would  be  well 
advised  to  pick  the  areas  where  the  universities  might  need  help. 

3.  Priority  of  Educational  Needs. 

Dr.    Matsler  said  it  was  his  feeling  that  the  Board  and  staff  have  probably 
not  examined  priorities  of  programs  well  enough,    and  said  that  if  the  climate  is 
.hanging  and  support  for  higher  education  is  lessened,    then  the  Board  should  turn 
its  attention  to  these  priorities  soon.     He  suggested  a  joint  faculty -board- administra- 
tive committee  to  work  on  programs  before  they  come  into  the  budgets .      The  commit- 
tee should  look  at  priorities  in  the  abstract  at  first,   then  specifics,   he  said.     He 
further  stated  a  committee  should  be  appointed  so  that  it  might  move  in  a  preliminary 
fashion  and  begin  studying  the  whole  matter  of  priorities. 

Dr.    Millar  said  that  it  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Board  to  implement  the  new 
mission  of   all  of  the  universities  in  whatever  way  it  could.      He  thought  it  necessary 
that  the  Board  address  itself  to  new  programs.      The  state  is  not  able  to  fund  and 
staff  all  the  programs  right  away  which  everyone  wants,    and  therefore  priorities 
have  to  be  established  in  general  areas.     He  said  the  BHE  also  concerns    itself 
with  this.     Dr.    Millar  suggested  that  the  Executive  Secretary  and  the  Presidents 
propose  a  committee  structure  to  him,    and  he  would  then  name  the  Board  members 
to  serve  on  the  committee. 

4.  Better  Student  Input  in  University  Governance. 

Dr.    Matsler  said  he  would  like  to  get  the  feeling  of  the  Board  as  to  whether  or 
not  there  should  be  some  procedure  whereby  students  can  be  asked  questions  or 
allowed  to  make  statements  to  the  Board  in  an  orderly  fashion.     He  said  he  would  like 
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to  set  up  a  procedure  whereby  the  Board  could  get  the  benefit  of  on- going  student 
advice.     He  noted  that  there  is  student  participation  at  the  university  level,    as 
students    serve  in  the  academic  senate  and  the  councils.      He  said  he  would  consult 
with  the  Presidents  and  then  propose  to  the  Board  whether  or  not  it  should  move 
in  this  direction. 

Dr.    Millar  said  that  the   Board  had  from  time  to  time  had  student  input,    and  that 
it  had  always  been  helpful,    but  that  he  would  like  reactions  from  other  Board  members, 
Mr.    Barr  said  that  he  was  intrigued  by  the  idea  of  having  some  type  of  planned- in- 
advance,    formal  presentation  from  the  student  population  of  the  universities  regard- 
ing their  view  of  problems  at  the  respective  campuses.     These  should  be  scheduled 
in  advance,    with  the  students  responsible  for  selecting  the  persons  to  make  the  pre- 
sentations and  the  topic  to  be  presented.     He  thought  it  would  be  quite  helpful  to  have 
some  direct  student  input  at  Board  meetings,    and  pointed  out  that  in  the  tentative 
schedule  there  is  time  set  aside  for  this.      He  said  he  would  agree  with  Dr.    Millar 
that  the  Board  would  not  want  to  turn  these  presentations  into  "debating   societies  ', 
and  inquired  whether  the  student  newspapers  and  campus  leaders  are  kept  informed 
of  Board  affairs  and  encouraged  to  attend  meetings.      President  Smith  pointed  out 
that  students  do  cover  the  Board  meetings. 

Dr.    Lund  said  he  believed  this  to  be  an  interesting  idea  and  one  that  should  be 
explored  on  a  flexible  basis  to  see  how  it  would  work  out.     He  said  that  the   Board 
has  a  practice  of  meeting  on  the  campuses  throughout  the  year  and  thought  that  com- 
munication among  the  three  campuses  would  make  it  difficult  to  accomplish  an 
organized  presentation,    and  thus  the  presentation  would  lose  some  of  its  specific 
flavor.     He  then  asked  whether  the  members  might  give  consideration  to  allocating 
an  hour  or  two  throughout  the  year  to  a  student  group  from  each  campus  as  the 
Board  moves  around.     He  cautioned  that  universities  are  large  communities  and 
have  diverse  opinions,    and  that  the  Board  ought  to  make  some  provision  for  getting 
the  flavor  of  this  diversity  at  each  meeting.      The  communication,    insight  and  under- 
standing should  be  what  the  Board  should  seek,   he  stated. 

Dr„    Millar  said  he  wondered  whether  it  might  be  appropriate  when  the  Board  meets 
at  Northern,   for  instance,    for  only  the  N1U  group  to  make  its  presentation.     In  this 
way  through  the  year  the  Board  would  receive  several  presentations.     Each  group 
would  know  in  sufficient  time  and  could  make  preparations  as  they  set  fit  for  the 
topic   and  subjects  to  be  presented. 

Dr.    Matsler  advised  that  he  had  talked  with  some  of  the  students  at  Northern,   and 
said  he  had  learned  that  one  of  the  dangers  is  that  the  students  would  net  like  for 
the    3oard  to  assign  a  topic  to  them.      What  the  students  want,    he  said,    is  to  have  an 
opportunity  to  come  to  the  Board  with  something  of  their  choosing. 

D.r,    Brad^n  said  he  would  call  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  fact  that  ISU  has  a 
number  of  constituencies  on  campus,    and  that  students  are  not  a  homogeneous  gr   up. 
He  said  he  is  often  thought  of  as  being  remote  from  campus  groups,    yet  he  has  a 
steady  stream  of  students  and  faculty  through  his  office.     He  added  that  he  does  not 
hear  the  same  message  from  any  of  them.     He  suggested  that  the  Board  expand  the 
base  of  its  communication  and  take  into  account  all  of  the  various  voices  they  want 
to  hear  from. 
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Dr.    Julian  advised  that  two  other  boards  on  which  he  serves  have  already  initiated 
this,    and  they  have  found  that  the  best  procedure  is  for  a  faculty- student  committee 
on  campus  to  draw  up  whatever  matter  of  concern  the  students  think  should  come 
before  the  Board.      In  this  way  the  presentation  can  be  carefully  prepared,    matters 
are  expedited  and  come  through  the  kind  of  community  channels  which  should  exist 
in  a.  democratic  environment. 

D*.    Spencer  said  that  Sangamon  State  intends  to  involve  students  in  their  scheme 
of  governance,    and  that  Sangamon  would  also  plan  to  offer  academic  credit  for 
participation  in  university  governance.      He  said  that  he  would  like  to  make  a  very 
-    rious  representation  to  the  Board,    that  when  Sangamon  comes  to  the  Board  with 
student  input  it  will  be  part  of  the  University  mechanism  tied  in  to  the  academic 
programs. 

Dr.    Millar  suggested  that  perhaps  the  Presidents  might  like  to  mull  the  matter  over 
and  seme  back  to  the  next  meeting  with  a  scheme,    each  separately,    of  what  method 
he  feels  would  suit  his  particular  campus  with  regard  to  student  involvement.      There 
are  differences  in  the  campuses,    and  he  thought  this  difference  is  sufficient  that  a 
given  format  should  not  be  imposed  on  all  of  them. 

Dr.    Mats.ler  said  he  would  be  glad  to  proceed  in  this  fashion  and  agreed  that  the  best 
pers;»ns  to  select  the  format  are  the  Presidents. 

Mr.    Var^se   said  that  if  the   Board  is  intending  to  hear  these  student  presentations 
in  a  Board  meeting,    perhaps  the  Board  should  devote  a  day  to  this  on  the  different 
-„ampuses„      Dr.    Millar  said  that  the  meetings  do  invariably   end  up  as  two-day 
sessions,    and  that  the  first  day  is  not  structured  in  the  most  productive  way. 
Mr.    Varese  said  this  would  be  the  only  way  to  really  listen  to  what  the  students  are 
presenting,  give  them  sufficient  time. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  said  he  was  interested  in  student  input,    but  also  in  other  areas  and 
elements,    such  as  non-academic  employees.      Dr.    Millar  sa:id  that  while  this  was 
a  good  point,    the  risk  the  Board  would  run  in  this  kind  of  program  would  be  to  commit 
itself  to  an  overpowering  time  schedule.     He  questioned  whether  that  is  really  the 
function  of  the  Board  and  said  he  advocates  letting  the  Presidents  examine  the  ques- 
tion and  then  come  back  to  the  May  meeting  with  their  recommendations. 

President  Smith  said  that  he  would  like  to  bring  in  a  recommendation  in  line  with 
Dr,    Knoblauch's  suggestion,    that  the  total  university  community  should  be  asked  for 

input. 

Dr.    Millar   said  that  he  was  receptive  to  that  idea,    with  one  constraint.      The  commun- 
ication must  be  direct  from  the  constituents  in  an  unfiltered  manner.     He  said  the 
Board  is  not  seeking  to  have  these  different  groups  advise  the  Presidents  who  then 
would  bring  the  matters  to  the  Board.     He  said  what  the  Beard  wants  is  an  open 
channel  and  would  hope  to  broaden  this.     He  said  he  would  hope  that  the  schemes 
suggested  by  the  Presidents  would  provide  for  direct  access. 

Dr.    Matsier  advised  that  he  would  get  together  with  the  Presidents  and  work  on  some- 
thing for  the  May  meeting. 
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5„  Capital  Outlay  Planning. 

In  this  respect,    Dr.    Matsler  said  he  had  no  formal  recommendations  other  than 
that  the  Central   Staff  must  get  more  involved  in  the  utilization  studies,    and  the 
evaluation  of  architects  and  engineers.      The   Central  Staff,    he  said,    thinks  there  are 
some  architects  and  some  engineers  who  should  not  be  chosen,    and  someone  should 
begin  working  on  a  list  so  that  the  Board  of  Regents  can  feel  more  secure  when  the 
final  choices  are  made. 

Dr„    Millar   said  he  would  support  Dr.    Matsler' s  thinking  in  this  area,    stating  that 
the  history  of  the  Board  in  the  area  of  construction  and  getting  projects  completed 
en  time  is  not  the  most  untarnished  record,     He  stated  that  there  has  been  a  great 
deal  of  talk  about  this  and  he  thought  it  time  to  provide  some  technique  for  examining 
proposals  from  architects,    engineers  and  contractor?  with  regard  to  their  techniques, 
ability  and  financial  structure,    and  to  begin  to  develop  a  resource  of  capability  which 
will  meet  the  needs  for  construction.     He  said  he  has  no  preconceived  ideas  at  the 
moment  how  this  might  be  implemented,   but  said  that  some  of  the  factors  which 
enter  into  this  should  come  to  the   Board  much  earlier  than  they  do,    that  the  Board 
should  be  apprised  of  these  plans  earlier  in  the  process. 

President  Smith  said  he  felt  no  great  need  for  this   sort  of  thing.        Dr.    Millar   said 
that  one  would  have  to  examine  the  history  of  performance  in  the  past  two  years; 
and  if  anyone  could  do  this  and,    in  security,    say  that  he  does  not  feel  the  need  for  such 
an  evaluation,    then  he  does  not  share  the  same  view  as  the  Chairman. 

Mr,  Smith  asked  if,  when  the  Board  takes  action  on  the  report,  it  would  approve 
the  recommendations.  How  was  this  to  be  implemented  if  the  Board  endorses  it 
as  an  area  of  concern? 

Dr.    Matsler  then  explained  the  position  of  the  Centra]  Office.      The  Board  Staff 

has  no  authority  to  approve  or  disapprove  decisions  made  at  the  institutions.      Th- 
Board  itself,   however,   does  have  the  authority  and  the  responsibility  in  this  area, 
and  Dr.    Matsler  said  he  thought  that  there  needs  to  b<ij  in  the  capital  outlay  planning 
an  opportunity  for  the  Regents,    prior  to  establishing  monetary  ,-u.m-;,   to  see  the  BC'  pe 
of  any  given  building  in  detail  before  the  final  decision  is  made.      To  make  a  g    r  d 
decision,    the  Board  should  know  how  well  the  rest  of  the  physical  plant  is  utilized, 
how  well  the  classrooms  are  used,   what  the  standards  are,    etc,     In  the  past  the    Board 
has  approved  some  capital  outlay  budgets  without  sufficient  background  in£ormat:l<  n„ 
He   said  the  Board  needs  more  information  to  make  a  g:'-d  judgment,    and  that  fch.6 
Central  Office  needs  this  to  give  the  Board  good  advice.      Programs  should  come  in 
before  capital  budgets  so  that  the  need  for  the  facilities  can  be  justified  to  the  higher 
board.      He  hoped,    he  said,    that  the  Board  would  support  the  Central  Staff  in  this 
move  and  continue  to  closely  examine  this  part  of  the  operation,    allowing  the  Presid 
and  staffs  to  know  that  the  Regents  wish  to  get  involved  a  Little  more  than  at  present,, 

Dr.    Julian  said  he  thought  it  appropriate  that  the  Board  be  apprised  of  these  ma 
early  enough  so  that  it  could  intelligently  appraise  them.     When  the  Board  is  advised 
at  the  last  moment  the  appraisal  is  naturally  going  to  be  hasty  a:->.d  sometimes  :.-  ~ 
vant,    and  perhaps  sometimes  even  deficient. 
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Dr.    Millar  said  that  this  would  not  replace  the  space  planning  on  the  campuses. 
In  this  area,    the  history  of  the  Board  had  been  that  it  has  been  exposed  to  plans 
late  in  the  game,    and  that  the   Board  has  not  been  furnished,   unless  it  pressed 
for  the  information,    the  relationship  between  student  growth,    budgetary  requests, 
space,    etc.      The  whole  thing  has  not  been  well  coordinated.     The  Board  has  had 
tc  engage  architects  with  whom  it  has  not  been  satisfied,    contractors  who  have  had 
projects  delayed  and  badly  done.      The  Board  has  had  jobs  that  were  not  acceptable, 
and  that  to  be  paid  for  over  again.     Dr.    Millar  said  the  Board  must  g*ear  itself  to 
an  overall  better  job  in  this  area.      He  thought  the  Board  is  doing  a  better  job  than 
two  years  age,    but  there  is  still  room  for  improvement. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  said  he  would  say  to  the  Presidents  that  the  Board  has  no  intention 
to  limit  their  authority,    but  this  is  a  matter  for  the  Board  to  be  concerned  with. 
Dr.    Millar  said  that  when  he  and  Dr.    Matsler  go  before  the   BHE,    they  are  for  the 
most  part  well  informed.     He  said  they  should  be  absolutely  confident  that  what  is 
being  proposed  is  defensible. 

President  Smith  said  he  would  state  that  he  did  not  disagree  with  anything  that  had 
been  said  concerning  the  necessity  for  planning  or  giving  adequate  notice  to  the 
Board.     He  thought,    he  said,    that  the  problem  of  duplication  of  effort  should  be 
looked  squarely  in  the  face.     If  everything  done  at  the  university  has  to  be  done  over 
at  the  staff  level,    then  he  thought  the  university  would  be  less  efficient. 

6.  Board  Regulations. 

Dr.    Matsler  advised  that  the  Board  of  Regents  does  not  have  a  single  document 
containing  all  the  regulations  of  the   Board,    but  that  they  are  scattered  throughout 
the  old  "blue  book"  of  the  Board  of  Governors,    supplements  to  this  book,    and  in  the 
minutes  of  meetings  held  since  July  1967.      The  staff,    he  said,    has  been  attempting 
to  pull  all  of  these  together  into  a  single  document  and  has  set  up  a  table  of  contents 
for  what  It  thinks  might  be  proper  Board  Regulations,    and  he  explained  the  different 
categories  in  the  table  of  contents.      What  he  would  like,    he  said,    would  be  for  the 
Board  tc  give  the  Central  Staff  permission  to  proceed  in  the  fashion  set  out  in  the 
report,   without  the  Board  necessarily  binding  itself  to  the  items.     What  he  would 
tike,    he  added,    would  be  for  the  Board  to  support  this  recommendation  to  proceed. 

Dr.    Millar  said  he  was  not  prepared  at  this  meeting  to  either  agree  or  disagree, 
but  would  like  a  bit  more  time  to  read  and  digest  the  material,    and  to  delay  formal 
approval  of  Section  I  of  the  Regulations  until  a  later  meeting. 

Dr.    Matsler  said  it  would  take  months  to  put  the  Regulations  together  and  that  they 
would  be  brought  to  the  Board  for  approval  in  a  piecemeal  fashion. 

7.  Regents  Schedule. 

Dr.    Matsler  said  the  calendar  had  been  modified  somewhat  from  that  originally 
approved  by  the  Board  because  of  the  fact  that  there  are  new  dates  for  reporting  on 
capital  budgets,    and  advised  that  the  calendar  would  still  be  subject  to  change.     He 
recommended  that  the  Regents  approve  the  calendar  in  principle  so  that  the  Central 
Sta,ff  could  move  ahead  in  this  connection. 
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REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  SECRETARY  NO.    21 

Sections  I  and  II  having  been  considered  in  the  previous  agenda  item,    Dr.    Matsler 
said  he  would  move  to: 

Section  III  -   Change  in  Board  Regulation  -  Sabbatical  Leaves 

Dr,    Matsler  reviewed  the  present  and  proposed  new  Regulation  and  said  that  the 
one  area  in  which  there  was  a  difference  of  opinion  between  the  Central  Staff  and 
the  Universities  was  that  provision  having  to  do  with  the  signing  of  a  note  to  encour- 
age faculty  on  sabbatical  leaves  to  return  to  the  campus.     Dr.    Matsler  said  the 
recommendation  of  the  Central  Staff  was  that  the  faculty  be  required  to  return  to  a 
Regency  University  for  one  year,    this  to  be  secured  by  a  judgment  note. 

President  Smith  said  he  would  prefer  that  the  judgment  note  be  done  away  with  arid 
that  the  Regulation  should  state  that  an  individual  granted  a  sabbatical  leave  assumes 
a  professional  obligation  to  return  to  the  University  for  a  period  of  at  least  one  year 
subsequent  to  his  leave.     He  thought  this  would  accomplish  the   same  thing  as  a  note, 
and  that  an  individual  would  tend  to  come  back,     A  note  does  prevent  some  leaves 
which  otherwise  might  be  granted  and,    more  than  that,    the  very  best  people  are  often 
the  ones  who  suffer,    a  person  who  might  receive  an  exceedingly  good  offer  frcm 
another  institution.     He  said  the  university  would  like  to  be  able  to  forgive  the  obliga- 
tion and  allow  him  to  take  the  opportunity.     In  response  to  a  question  from  Dr.    Millar 
the  President  said  they  had  lost  only  one  or  two  persons  at  the  end  of  sabbaticals. 

Dr.    Braden  said  it  seemed  to  him  that  from  his  own  experience  the  whole  leave 
policy  is  intended  to  be  one  which  makes  it  possible  for  faculty  to  keep  themselves 
currently  informed  and  equipped  to  carry  on  the  job.      That  is  the  purpose  of  the 
leave,    to  rewrite,    restudy,    or  change  directions.     He  said  his  attitude  is  that  a 
sabbatical  is  not  a  fringe  benefit,    but  a  part  of  the  expectation  that  faculty  should 
from  time  to  time  use  a  period  of  study  and  reflection  to  improve  their  total  per- 
formance.    He  continued  that  it  seemed  to  him  that  all  that  the  university  need  expeci 
is  that  a  faculty  member  act  in  good  faith  when  he  applies  for  a  sabbatical.      Through- 
out  the  entire  system  in  relationships  with  faculty  the  universitv  assumes  they  are 
acting  in  go.~>d  faith.      If  a  man  performs  in  good  faith  and  find?  that  during  the  coarse 
of  a  year  that  he  has  another  opportunity,    then  he  thought  that  the  university  in  go^d 
faith  should  recognize  that.      It  seemed  to  him,    he  said,    that  the  notes  have  a  kind 
of  punitive  element  in  them  that  simply  isn't  called  for. 

Dr.    Spencer  said  he  wondered  whether  there  is  a  well  thought  out  policy  on  leaves 
in  general,     He  said  he  had  been  led  to  believe  that  they  are  not  a  right,    but  a  p-  . 
vilege  and  are  related  to  the  needs  of  the  person  concerned,     He  said  the  proper ed 
regulation  has  a  punitive  element  on  a  Fulbright  grant  and  thought  this  should  be  in- 
explicit so  that  there  is  not  such  an  element. 

Dt  ,    Matsler  said  that  the  proposed  Regulation  was  for   sabbaticals  only.      He  pointed 
out  that  other  institutions  in  the  State  and  the  conference  do  require  such  notes,      The 
idea  o^  the  note,    he   said,    really  encourages  faculty  to  return  presumably  because  he 
ha-  benefited  from  the  leave,    and  probably  even  keeps   him  from  looking  for  that 
ether  iob.

Dr„    Millar  inquired  whether  with  this  kind  of  arrangement  the  university  also 
incurs  an  obligation  to  take  the  person  back.      Dr.    Braden  said  this  gets  into  an 
area  which  has  not  been  fully  discussed,    but  it  is  one  which  has  special  implica- 
tions„ 

Dr,    Millar  noted  that  the  university  would  be  dealing  essentially  with  persons 
whom,    for  the  most  part,    they  would  expect  to  retain  on  the  staff.      He  inquired 
whether  the  kind  of  policy  which  the   Presidents  propose,    one  which  depends  on 
professional  stature  and  good  faith,    would  encourage  or  enhance  the  ability  of  the 
universities  to  attract  better  scholars  and  people  of  broader  capabilities  to  the 
university  staffs.      President  Smith  said  he  would  think  so,    and  also  that  the  policy 
which  the   Presidents  are  recommending  is  more  appropriate  to  a  mature  university. 

Ml  „    Smith  commented  that  President  Braden  had  mentioned  that  this  is  not  considered 
a  fringe  benefit  and  said  he  would  agree  with  that  philosophy.      He  inquired  whether 
the    Presidents  think  that  removing  the  obligation  and  putting  it  on  a  faith  basis  is 
not  more  consistent  with  a  fringe  benefit  philosophy.      It  sterns,    he  said,    that  if  ycu 
are  saying  this  is  not  a  fringe  benefit,    it  is  more  reasonable  for  the  employer  tc  ask 
-    r  the  commitment  to  return.      Dr.    Braden  replied  that  this  is  certainly  a  possible 
mi ^rpretation,    but  he  would  argue  that  the  judgment  note  is  a  kind  of  provincial  atti- 
tude toward  the  whole  question  of  faculty  improvement. 

Dr.    Lund  said  he  would  lean  away  from  the  note  requirement,    believing  that  it  would 
not  build  a  good  employer  relationship.      When  a  person  acts  in  good  faith  he  is  paid 
back  in  kind,    he  thought,    and  this  tends  to  motivate  that  person.     A  note,    he  thought, 
would  radiate  through  the  staff  and  create  a  negative  climate.     He  said  if  the  Board 
feels  it  cannot  change,    he  would  urge  the   Presidents  to  make  special  cases  out  of 
those  circumstances  rather  than  retain  someone  against  his  will. 

Mr.    Barr  said  he  would  agree  with  the  Presidents  that  this  is  an  unprofessional  type 
of  requirement,    but  the  faculty  should  realize  that  they  can't  have  it  both  ways  -- 
if  they  want  to  be  professional,    they  must  act  in  a  professional  manner  in  other  areas 
also.      It  seems  to  him,    he  said,    that  they  sometimes  wish  to  be  treated  like  trade 
unions.      They  cannot  have  the  best  of  both  worlds,    Mr.    Barr  thought.     He  stated  that 
he  would  like  to  build  universities  where  faculty  are  professional,    and  his  inclination 
would  be  to  adopt  the  Presidents'   recommendation. 

Dr0    Millar  said  he  would  subscribe  to  Mr.    Barr's  comments. 

Dr.    Julian  said  he  had  been  happy  to  hear  Dr.    Braden' s  definition  of  a  sabbatical, 
an  assumption  that  a  man  longs  for  the  leave  to  enrich  himself  spiritually  and  men- 
tally,   and  that  such  a  leave  is  not  accumulated  sick  leave  or  vacation.     He  added 
that  he  agreed  also  with  Mr.    Barr's  statement  that  a  man  accepts  and  is  encouraged 
to  accept  enrichment  of  the  soul  as  the  purpose  of  the  leave,    and  that  it  should  be 
left  up  to  the  man  to  act  within  his  honor. 

Dr.    Millar  said  that  the  meaning  of  the  sabbatical  leave  shall  be  that  as  stated  by 
President  Braden,    an  opportunity  for  a  member  of  the  faculty  to  enrich  himself 
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intellectually  and  spiritually  so  that  he  may  become  a  better  teacher  and  researcher, 
and  that  it  be  left  to  this  individual  as  need  be  to  decide  whether  he  wishes  to  return 
to  the  university  or  go  on  to  higher  heights. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  moved  that  the  proposed  Board  Regulation  relative  to  sabbatical 
leaven,    as  contained  in  the  Executive  Secretary's  Report,    and  reflecting  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Presidents  relative  to  the  judgment  note  requirement,    be  adopted 
by  the   Board.      The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Smith,    roll  was  called,    and  the 
motion  carried  unanimously.      The  new  Board  Regulation  appears  below: 


APPENDIX    D.      BOARD  REGULATIONS 
SECTION  (3)       ACADEMIC  STAFF 
SUBSECTION  (D)        BENEFITS 

SABBATICAL  LEAVE 

The  sabbatical  leave  program  is  intended  to  maintain  and  improve  the 
quality  of  the  educational  programs  of  the  Regency  Universities  by  creating 
the  opportunities  for  the  academic  staff  to  acquire  new   methods  and  technique?, 
to  broaden  outlooks,    and  to  improve  professional  competency  and  stature 
through  study,    research,    and  other  professional  development  activities.      The 
president  of  the  University  may  recommend  that  academic  staff  members  be 
granted  sabbatical  leaves  subject  to  the  following  conditions: 

a.  Sabbatical  leaves  to  be  granted  each  year  in  each  University  shall 
be  limited  to  one  out  of  every  twenty-five  full-time  academic  staff 
members  or  major  fraction  thereof. 

b.  No  individual  may  receive  a  sabbatical  leave  until  he  has  completed 
five  or  more  years  of  full-time  service  on  the  academic  staff  at  the 
institution. 

c„  No  person  shall  receive  a  leave  more  often  than  once  in  seven  years. 

d.  The  timing  and  period  of  the  sabbatical  leave   shall  be  left  to  the 

discretion  of  the  president,    provided,    however,    that: 

(1)         The  total  leave  period  may  not  exceed  nine  months. 

(Z)  The  total  leave  compensation  may  not  exceed  the  equivalent 
of  four  and  one -half  months'  pay  at  the  salary  rate  in  effect 
during  the  leave  period. 

(3)         At  no  time  shall  the  rate  of  leave  compensation  exceed  the 

monthly  contract  salary  rate  in  effect  during  the  leave  period. 
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e.  An  individual  granted  a  sabbatical  leave  assumes  a  professional 
obligation  to  return  to  the  University  for  a  period  of  at  least  one 
year  subsequent  to  his  leave. 

f.  When  an  individual  receives  a  grant  such  as  a  Fulbright  grant,    he  may 
be  granted  sabbatical  leave  with  pay,    and  may  accept  the  grant,    provided 
the  amount  of  such  grant  allocated  to  salary  plus  the  amount  of  his  salary 
on  leave  does  not  exceed  his  normal  salary  for  the  period  of  his  sabba- 
tical.

to  the  Board. 

Section  IX  -  June  Meeting  of  the  Board 

A  change  in  the  meeting  date  for  the  month  of  June  appears  advisable,    Dr.    Matsler 
said,   because  of  a  conflict  with  graduation  exercises  at  Northern  Illinois  University,, 
Mrs.    Masters  moved  that  the  Board  meeting  be  held  in  Springfield  on  June  11,    1970. 
The  motion  was  seconded  by  Dr.    Knoblauch,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Section  X  -   Legal  Counsel's  Report 

Mr.    James  Winning,    Legal  Counsel,    reviewed  for  the   Board  the  various  matters  in 
litigation  pending  in  courts.     He  reported  also  on  several  items  of  proposed  legis- 
lation during  the  current  session  of  the  General  Assembly.     A  Resolution  was  pre- 
sented evidencing  Board  support  of  legislation  to  modify  the  interest  rate  limitation 
of  the   Board  of  Regents  Revenue  Bond  Act  of  1967. 

Dr.    Lund  moved  that  such  a  Resolution  be  adopted.      The  motion  was  seconded  by 
Mr.    Cornwell,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried,    with  Dr.    Knoblauch  casting 
a  dissenting  vote.      The  Resolution  appears  below: 
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RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS,  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  people  of  the  State  of 
Illinois  and  of  the  Board  of  Regents  that  Revenue  Bond  projects  for  the 
Regency  Universities  be  funded  in  the  near  future;  and 

WHEREAS,    it  is  necessary  to  modify  the  7%  interest  rate  limita- 
tion on  bonds  imposed  by  the  Board  of  Regents  Revenue  Bond  Act  of 
1967,    IRS  Chapter  144,    Sec.    351  et  seq.  ,    in  order  to  acquire  such  projects; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  Board  of  Regents 
supports  legislation  in  the  current  session  to  raise,  remove  or  suspend 
the  interest  rate  limitation  of  the  Board  of  Regents  Revenue  Bond  Act  of 
1967. 


Professor  Allen  Weaver  requested  permission  to  make  a  brief  statement  to  the  Bca  rd 
on  behalf  of  the  NIU  Professors'   Union.      Professor  Weaver  advised  there  were  over 
100  members  of  the  NIU  faculty  present  at  the  meeting  and  all  were  hopeful  that  the 
Board  would  take  some  action  with  regard  to  the  Governors'  budget  message. 

Dr.  Millar  responded  to  the  statement  by  Professor  Weaver,  stating  that  the  Board 
had  not  intended  to  have  statements  at  the  meeting,  and  in  fact  had  denied  one  other 
request  to  make  such  a  statement.  He  added  that  the  Board  supports  the  mission  of 
the  university  and  will  do  the  best  it  can  for  the  faculty,    staff  and  other  employees. 

Dr„    Millar  advised  that  the  Board  would  recess  for  luncheon  and  reconvene  at  1:30  p.  m„ 

The  Board  reconvened  at  1:30  and  the  Chairman  announced  that  because  of  certain 
timing  problems  some  of  the  agenda  items  would  be  deferred  until  a  later  meeting, 
He  asked  President  Braden  to  report  on  the  status  of  the  University  Union -Auditorium 
pxoject  and  Dr.    Braden  advised  that  the  university  is  continuing  to  keep  in  day-to-day 
touch,    through  Mr.    John  Shields,    with  the  bond  market.      He  advised  that  the  Governor': 
budget  message  has  introduced  a  new  dimension  into  the  project,    inasmuch  as  it  calls 
for  a  substantial  increase  in  student  fees.     He  said  he  had  no  further  progress  to 
report.     Dr.    Millar  inquired  if  he  understood  correctly  that  there  has  been  enough 
improvement  to  say  that  we  are  within  striking  distance  of  addressing  ourselves  to 
the  bond  sale,    and  the  President  replied  that  that  was  correct.

The  Chairman  advised  that  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  April  5  had  been  distributed 
and  inquired  whether  there  were  any  additions,    deletions  or  amendments  to  be  pro- 
posed.    There  being  none,   Mrs.    Masters  moved  that  the  minutes  of  April  5,   1970,   be 
approved   as  distributed.      The  motion  was  seconded  by  Dr.   Knoblauch,    roll  was  called, 
and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 


CHAIRMAN'S  ITEMS 


Dr.    Millar  stated  that  at  the  April  meeting  the  Board  had  promised  to  make  a  state- 
ment on  the  position  of  the  Board  with  regard  to  the  budget  which  is  currently  being 
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debated  in  the  legislature.     He  advised  that  the  Board  would  have  a  statement  after 
the  luncheon  which  would  represent  the  best  thinking  of  the  Board,    the  Presidents, 
and  the  financial  officers  of  the  institutions  with  regard  to  the  current  discussion  in 
budgeting  the  funds  available,    how  this  relates  to  projected  enrollments  and  the 
mission  of  the  universities,    and  what  action  the  Board  will  take  to  insure  that  the 
people  of  the  State  really  receive  full  value  for  the  funds  which  they  are  investing 
in  higher  education. 

Dr.    Millar  then  called  upon  Dr.    Matsler  for  a  statement  on  the  review  of  the  capital 
budgets  for  1971-72.     Dr.    Matsler  asked  if  the  Board  would  be  interested  in  a  work 
session  for  the  purpose  of  reviewing  the  capital  budgets,    and  advised  that  as  of  now 
it  appears  that  a  day  during  the  first  week  in  August  would  be  most  appropriate. 
Dr.    Matsler  proposed  that  this  review  be  scheduled  for  August  3,    and  this  date 
appeared  to  be  agreeable  with  all  members  of  the   Board. 

Dr.    Millar  reviewed  briefly  the  Board  Regulation  governing  presentations  to  the 
Board,    and  advised  that  the  Central  Office  had  received  a  request  to  make  agenda 
time  available  to  Mr.    Rollin  S.    Church,    Unit  Commander  of  the  Viet  Nam  Veterans 
Association,    DeKalb  County  Unit.      Dr.    Millar  called  upon  Mr.    Church  and  his 
attorney,    Mr.    S.    Thomas  Sutton,    to  address  the  Board;  and  he  advised  Mr.    Church 
that  he  would  be  allowed  five  minutes  within  which  to  make  his  oral  statement. 

Mr.    Church  read  from  a  prepared  statement  and  distributed  copies  of  a  letter  to  the 
editor  which  had  appeared  in  the  DeKalb  Chronicle  on  December  16,    1969,    concerning 
an  incident  in  Lowden  Hall  at  Northern  Illinois  University. 

Several  members  of  the  Board  expressed  the  desire  to  receive  copies  of  the  state- 
ment from  which  Mr.    Church  had  made  his  presentation.      Mr.    Church  delivered  a 
copy  of  his  statement  to  the  Chairman,    and  Dr.    Millar  stated  that  the  Board  must 
have  an  opportunity  to  examine  the  statement  in  detail,    and  that  the  Board  would  have 
some  kind  of  a  response  at  its  next  meeting. 

Committee  Assignments 

Dr.    Millar  said  the  Board  had  approved  the  appointment  of  a  management  study 
committee  to  reexamine  the  principles  of  management  as  applied  to  the  Regency 
Universities  to  make  certain  that  they  are  operated  in  a  modern  management  environ- 
ment,  using  the  best  techniques  which  are  available.     He  advised  that  his  Board  ap- 
pointments to  this  committee  would  include  Mr.    Loren  M.    Smith,    Dr.    Kenneth  Lund 
and  Mr.    Anthony  Varese.     He  asked  that  the  committee  select  its  own  chairman, 
add  any  members  they  desired,    and  structure  themselves  to  provide  meaningful 
information  to  the   Board  as  to  whether  or  not  the  Board  should  in  fact  hire  a  manage- 
ment consultant  to  examine  certain  areas. 

The  Chairman  noted  that  a  second  committee  had  been  approved  by  the  Board,    the 
joint  program  priorities  committee  which  would  begin  to  examine  and  establish 
program  priorities  for  the  Regency   Universities.     He  advised  that  his  appointments 
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to  this  committee  were  Mrs.    Thomas  D.    Masters,    Dr.    Percy  L.    Julian, 
Dr.    Franklin  Matsler,    Presidents   Braden,    Smith  and  Spencer,    and  the  com- 
mittee would  also  include  the  academic  vice  presidents  of  the  Regency  Universi- 
ties,   and  himself. 

Mr.    Smith  inquired  whether  a  proposal  was  ready  for  consideration  by  the  Board 
to  provide  for  student  input  into  Board  deliberations,    as  had  been  suggested  in 
April  by  Dr.    Matsler.      Dr.    Matsler  advised  that  he  had  been  working  with  the 
Presidents  in  an  effort  to  put  together  a  definite  format  for  student  input,    but  that 
it  was  not  ready  as  yet  to  be  presented  to  the  Board. 

Dr.    Lund  commented  that  if  the  management  study  committee  were  to  discharge 
its  obligation  within  the  time   span  and  report  to  the  Board  in  June,    he  would  suggest 
that  each  Board  member,    each  President,    and  the  Central  Office  should  address  a 
letter  to  Mr.    Loren  Smith  giving  his  views  on  such  a  survey  and  outlining  the  specific 
problem  areas  that  would  be  agr.eeable  to  the  universities  for  study,    should  the  com- 
mittee determine  that  a  consultant  ought  to  be  hired.      Dr.    Lund  observed  that  the 
"greatest  problem  is  stating  the  problem",    and  the  Chairman  advised  that  the  commit- 
tee had  been  appointed  for  that  express  purpose.      Dr.    Lund  advised  that  after  the 
views  are  received  by  Mr.    Smith,    the  committee  could  report  to  the  Board  on  June  11 
whether  it  believes  there  is  more  work  to  be  done, 

Mrs.    Masters  inquired  whether  Dr.    Millar  would  appoint  a  chairman  for  the  joint 
program  priorities  committee.      Dr.    Millar  said  he  believed  the  committee  should 
structure  itself,    but  that  he  thought  perhaps  Dr.    Matsler  should  be  the  focal  point 
for  all  correspondence.     Dr.    Matsler  said  he  would,    if  the  committee  members 
agreed,    act  as  an  interim  chairman  until  the  next  meeting  of  the   Board. 

Mr.    Smith  inquired  into  the  question  of  capital  outlay  planning,    and  wondered  whether 
Dr.    Matsler  had  further  thoughts  or  recommendations.      Dr.    Matsler  said  that  at 
the  April  meeting  he  had  wanted  to  get  the  Board  feeling,    and  since  that  time  the 
Central  Office  had  received  additional  materials  and  information  relative  to  utiliza- 
tion,   plans,    etc.  ,    and  thought  that  through  the  capital  outlay  budgets  and  long  range 
plans  more  information  would  be  available  than  in  previous  years.      Mr.    Smith 
said  that  this  is  an  area  which  needs  much  improvement,    and  believed  that  the  report 
given  by  the  Executive  Secretary  in  April  had  been  a  very  thoughtful  one  and  was  one 
which  should  be  followed  up. 

BASIC  POLICY  AND  LONG  RANGE  PLANNING  ITEMS 

Report  of  Joint  Faculty  Advisory  Committee 

Dr.    Matsler  introduced  Dr.    Edra  Lipscomb,    Chairman  of  the  Joint  Faculty  Advisory 
Committee  to  the  Board  of  Regents. 

Dr.    Lipscomb  stated  that  on  behalf  of  the  faculty  of  ISU  and  NIU  she  would  like  to 
thank  the  Board  and  staff  for  the  opportunity  to  discuss  with  them  some  of  the  views 
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and  concerns  of  faculty.     Historically,    she  said,    this  is  the  first  time  that  any  of 
the  faculty  committees  have  been  invited  to  make  a  presentation  to  the  Board,    and 
she  felt  that  this  exchange  would  promote  cooperative  effort  in  education  and 
excellence,    and  is  indicative  of  the  Board's  effort  to  make  wise  decisions.      She 
advised  that  the  members  of  the  committee  had  been  selected  in  accordance  with 
procedures  in  the  Board  of  Regents  Governing  Policy,    and  that  in  addition  to  this 
presentation  the  committee  is  scheduled  to  make  a  second  presentation  in  December, 
In  an  effort  to  make  the  presentation  most  beneficial.    Dr.    Lipscomb  advised  that 
the  committee  would  appreciate  any  suggestions  of  topics  which  might  occur  to 
Board  members.      She   stated  that  there  would  be  time  for  questions  and  answers  and 
said  she  hoped  that  members  would  feel  free  to  interrupt  if  they  had  specific  questions 
or  comments.      She  then  introduced  the  members  of  the  Joint  Faculty  Advisory  Com- 
mittee:    Dr.    Arthur  Larson,    Dr.    Ira  Cohen,    Dr.    Charles  Hicklin,    Dr.    Ben  Hubbard, 
Dr.    Charles  Morris,    Dr.    Richard  Little,    and  Dr.    Elwood  Egelston  who  had  formerly 
served  on  the  committee.      She  also  introduced  Mr.    Charles  Witte,    president  of  the 
ISU  student  body.      Two  faculty  members  were  not  present:     Dr.    Charles   Canon  and 
Dr.    John  Kreidle.      Mr.    Charles  Sumid,    the  NIU  student  representative,    was  also 
not  present. 

Dr.    Lipscomb  then  introduced  Dr.    Richard  Little  of  NIU  to  present  a  general  discus- 
sion of  the  topic,    Faculty  Load  or  Productivity. 

Dr.    Little  said  that  the  Board  members  had  received  studies  and  analyses  of  faculty 
load,    and  he  would  prefer  to  confine  his  remarks  to  a  more  limited  area,    i.  e.    the 
nature  of  faculty  activities,    priorities,    tensions  and  problems  involved  in  evaluating 
the  work  of  faculty.     Dr.    Little  said  he  would  suggest  an  analogy  between  a  faculty 
member  of  a  major  state  university  and  a  member  of  another  profession,    not  a 
corporate  employee  who  finds  his  primary  activity  is  as  a  part  of  a  team  and  who 
is  generally  not  expected  to  make  substantial  or  a  very  great  achievement  on  his  own, 
but  rather  works  in  consultation  and  with  the  help  of  others.      This  would  not  be  appro- 
priate when  applied  to  a  faculty  member,    and  he  would  suggest  an  analogy  with  a 
salesman  whose  income  depends  upon  how  hard  and  effectively  he  works,    who  decides 
the  hours  he  works,    and  who  is  judged  on  what  he  produces.      Similarly,    he  said,    the 
time  of  a  faculty  member,    aside  from  the  9-12  hours  he  spends  in  a  classroom, 
is  his    own.     He  is  judged  on  what  he  produces,    he  works  alone,    and  his  colleagues 
are  not  dependent  upon  what  he  does  for  their  own  activities.     His  life   style  tends  to 
be  similar  to  that  of  a  salesman,    but  added  that  he  may  also  be  found  late  at  night 
Or  on  weekends  in  his  office.      Ultimately,    the  major  source  of  his  discipline, 
conscientiousness,    and  dedication  to  his  work  comes  from  within.     He  has  all  the 
pressures  and  agonies  of  a  self-employed  man,    and  he  noted  that  there  are  people 
who  cannot  find  within  themselves  this  kind  of  dedication.     He  would  suggest  the 
great  majority  of  faculty  feel  a  sense  of  pressure  in  their  work  and  worry  about 
their  effectiveness  as  teachers  and  scholars.      Time  is  the  worst  enemy,    he  added. 

Within  this  context,    Dr.    Little  said,    he  would  categorize  some  of  the  activities  of 
faculty,    and  the  first  two  are  teaching  and  research,    with  the  amount  of  time  spent 
in  teaching  a  variable  dependent  upon  the  number  of  students,    whether  or  not  he 
lectures,    etc.      Teaching  and.  research  conflict  for  the  time  of  a  faculty  member  and 
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tend  to  go  off  in  different  directions;  and  with  the  growing   specialization  of  research 
the  amounts  and  kinds  of  reading  materials  have  exploded  tremendously. 

A  third  activity  of  faculty,    Dr.    Little  advised,    is  called  "maintenance",    which  is 
simply  the  effort  necessary  to  keep  one  competent.      With  the  knowledge  explosion, 
there  is  a  constant  sense  of  becoming  more  and  more  ignorant.      The  impact  on 
teaching  is  also  great,    as  it  takes  more  time  to  upgrade,    lecture,    and  read  in  the 
respective  fields. 

Another  activity  of  faculty,    Dr.    Little  said,    is  institutional  service   -  time  spent 
in  governing  the  university,    in  policy  making  processes,    curriculum  development, 
matters  pertaining  to  promotion,   tenure  and  salary  questions.     All  these  are  done 
in  committee,    Dr(    Little  advised,    and  committee  life  is  an  important  part  of  faculty 
involvement  in  the  university,    particularly  in  these  times  when  more  and  more 
students  serve  on  committees,    thus  almost  doubling  the  length  of  committee  meetings. 

Another  category  is  public  service,    i.  e.  ,    service  to  nonacademic  or  non-university 
agencies,    and  this  is  varied  and  widespread.     Dr.    Little  cited  examples  of  city 
government,    school  boards,    children's  theater,    judging  of  art  shows  and  contests. 
Many  of  these  arise,    he  stated,    from  the  fact  that  the  public  considers  the  university 
as  a  resource  and  are  not  bashful  about  using  it.      They  feel  it  is  legitimate  to  ask 
for  time  consuming  help  with  problems.      Finally,    he   said,    the  most  difficult  cate- 
gory is  participation  in  the  life  of  the  university    community.      The  outside  world 
has  invaded  the  university  and  the  problems  are  more  serious  and  pressing.      This 
is  a  special  responsibility  and  one  that  faculty  cannot  ignore.     Students  are  involved 
in  all  of  these  issues,    and  the  faculty  cannot  shut  the  door  without  creating  an 
unfortunate  and  dangerous  gap  in  communication  between  members  of  the  community. 

"How  does  one  even  talk  about  the  amount  of  time  spent  in  the  various  categories?  " 
he  asked.      The  question  of  priorities  is  the  fundamental  dilemma.      The  faculty 
member  has  been  hired  by  the  state  to  teach,    and  state  funding  is  determined  by 
credit  hours  generated,    but  the  faculty  learn  that  salary,    advancement  and  standing 
are  often  dependent  upon  his  publications  rather  than  on  his  teaching.      Good  teaching, 
he  continued,    is  often  done  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  it  is  not  rewarded,    but  is  done 
out  of  a  sense  of  personal  commitment. 

Evaluating  the  individual  faculty  member  has  developed  a  number  of  techniques, 
none  of  which  is  fully  satisfactory,    he  said.      Classroom  visitation  suffers  from  the 
fact  that  announced  ahead  of  time  they  do  not  accomplish  what  they   should,    and  if 
not  announced,    there  is  objection  on  the  grounds  of  intimidation.     If  there  is  a  high 
circulation  of  administrative  people  in  the  classroom,    there  is  a  presumption  of 
interference.      Surveys  of  student  opinions  are  useful,    but  not  conclusive,    although 
he  thought  students  probably  know  more  about  what  kind  of  a  job  faculty  is  doing, 
and  he  believed  these  will  be  more  widely  used.      The  grapevine   still  remains  the 
primary  source  of  information,    he  said,    although  there  is  a  possibility  of  inequities. 
If  the  basis  of  reward  is  credit  hours  generated,    then  any  faculty  member  would 
prefer  to  have  200  hours,    but  this  would  tend  to  discourage  members  from  initiating 
any  new  courses.     Also,    he  pointed  out,    the  larger  the  class  the  more  difficult  it  is 
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to  do   anything  other  than  lecture,    and  students  have  criticized  this  lecturing. 
The  quality  of  education  depends  far  less  on  what  goes  on  in  a  class  than  what 
has  gone  on  ahead  of  the  class.      What  is  really  at  stake,    he  said,    is  improving 
the  climate  in  which  a  member  feels  justified,    rather  than  simply  going  about 
it  in  terms  of  increasing  the  number  of  hours  he  has,    in  increasing  the  prepara- 
tion rather  than  the  contact  hours.      To  summarize,    Dr.    Little  said,    this  all 
amounts  to  a  call  for  greater  attention  to  the  basis  for  evaluation  of  teaching  and 
greater  commitment  to  developing  a  system  whereby  teaching  can  be  rewarded. 
Many  members  of  the  faculty  would  rather  pay  more  attention  to  teaching  and 
really  feel  a  little  uneasy  about  the  fact  that  their  time  is  divided,    but  he  thought 
it  would  be  unrealistic  to  say  "do  less  research  and  more  teaching",    because 
higher  education  is  not  structured  that  way. 

Dr.    Julian  commented  that  he  would  like  very  much  to  have  a  copy  of  Dr.    Little's 
presentation  so  that  he  might  read  it  carefully.      For  some  persons,    Dr.    Julian 
observed,    it  is  made  easier  to  relate  their  teaching  to  research  fields,    but  for 
others  it  is  required  that  they  teach  certain  courses  totally  unrelated  to  their  areas 
of  research.     Dr.    Julian  said  he  had  a  great  deal  of  sympathy  with  the  position  of 
the  teacher  particularly  regarding  evaluation,    and  said  he  thought  it  would  be  a  good 
idea,    if  the  faculty  expects  the  Board  to  understand  and  convey  an  understanding  of 
their  position  to  the  public  at  large  and  to  the  higher  boards,    that  a  committee  of 
the  Board  of  Regents  sometime  meet  with  members  of  the  faculty  in  order  to  have 
a  better  understanding  of  what  the   Board  does  in  fact  govern.     He  added  that  he 
sometimes  wonders  at  the  fact  that  the   Board  is  called  to  pass  upon  a  few  matters 
that  probably  could  be  dispensed  with  in  a  much  shorter  time.      There  is  little  time 
given  to  becoming  acquainted  with  the  things  the  Board  must  interpret.     He  suggested 
that  perhaps  Dr.    Little  could  draw  a  more  concrete  outline  of  how  the  Board  might 
better  contribute  to  the  sum  total  of  these  dilemmas. 

Dr.    Braden  said  he  would  make  one  response  to  a  point  raised  by  Dr.    Little,    the 
competitiveness  and  disjunctiveness  of  research  and  teaching.     He   said  he  would 
take  the  point  of  view  that  this  might  be  true  when  considering  just  one  person,    but 
he  would  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  if  one  person's  research  affects  just  one 
week's  work  in  everybody's  teaching,    then  it  will  have  a  tremendous  effect  on  the 
teaching  function. 

Mr.    Barr  stated  he  thought  Dr.    Little  had  made  an  excellent  presentation  and 
pointed  up  the  problems  the  Board  has  in  attempting  to  define  what  a  faculty  member 
is  and  how  compensation  should  be  determined.     As  to  the  analogy   drawn  by  Dr. 
Little,    Mr.    Barr  thought  that  the  faculty  themselves  do  not  have  a  clear  idea  whether 
they  are  self-employed  professionals  or  employees,    and  he  added  that  the  compensa- 
tion of  a  salesman  is  directly  related  to  his  efforts,    while  the  salary  of  faculty  is 
determined  through  budgets,    legislature,    etc.     He  remarked  that  there  seems  to  be 
a  growing  tendency  for  collective  bargaining,    and  this  is  directly  the  opposite  of  the 
professional  man's  image.     He  further  stated  that  as  Dr.    Little  pointed  out,    it  is 
difficult  if  not  impossible  to  treat  each   individual  faculty  member  as  an  individual 
professional  person.       Certainly,    he  thought,    if   faculty  want  to  be  treated  as  pro- 
fessionals,   they  must  act  as  professionals. 
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Dr.    Little  said  he  would  repeat  that  the  faculty  member's  return  is  directly 
related  to  what  he  produces.      His  rank,    the  question  of  promotion,    salary  range, 
are  all  directly  related  to  what  he  has  produced,    but  it  takes  longer  to  see  the 
results  of  the  production. 

Dr.    Millar  said  he  would  take  issue  with  several  specific  things  Dr.    Little  had 
said.      First,    he   said,    people  in  search  of  information  do  not  restrict  their  calls 
to  the  university.      They  will  call  anyone,    anywhere,    at  any  time  that  they  believe 
can  get  the  information  for  them.      It  doesn't  make  any  difference  whether  one 
happens  to  be  a  public  or  a  private  institution.     He  said  that  as  a  member  of  industry 
he  knows  they  get  their  share  of  the  calls,    but  that  it  is  a  local  thing.      If  the  insti- 
tution happens  to  be  a  major  institution,    whether  industrial  or  university,    it  will 
get  this  kind  of  a  reaction  from  the  people  who  live  in  the  area. 

Another  point,    Dr.    Millar  stated,    was  that  he  hoped  the  concept  of  two  worlds, 
the  university  world  vs.    the  outside  world,    could  be  eliminated.     He  thought  that 
if  the  university  continues  to  think  of  itself  as  being  separate  and  apart,    this  en- 
courages the  thought  that  there  is  a  division. 

Speaking  for  industry,    Dr.    Millar  continued,    in  listening  to  the  things  that  faculty 
say  they  do  and  the  fact  that  people  in  industry  are  measured  on  productivity,    that 
is  no  longer  the  case.      It  had  been  pointed  out  in  a  stockholders  meeting  which  he 
had  attended  just  the  past  week  that  major  corporations  no  longer  can  in  fact 
confine  themselves  to  the  mechanical  act  of  making  tractors  or  producing  goods. 
They  are  a  part  of  the  fabric  of  society  and  must  necessarily  have  a  public  con- 
science.     Corporations  are  just  as  concerned  with  those  factors  in  the  general 
population  which  the  university  structure  has  been  supporting.      He  pointed  out  that 
government  is  beginning  to  look  to  the  industrial  world  in  many  respects  for  con- 
tributions to  the  social  problems.      He  said  he  was  uneasy  about  the  fact  that  the 
university  chooses  to  separate  itself  and  to  treat  faculty  as  something  special,    and 
said  that  it  really  isn't  going  to  continue  that  way. 

Dr.    Millar  also  urged  that  Dr.    Little  put  his  statement  into  written  form  and  send 
copies  to  the  Board  members  for  further  study. 

Mrs.    Masters  said  she  would  concur  with  some  of  Dr.    Millar's  remarks  in  that 
industry  is  more  and  more  responsive  to  the  needs  of  society,    but  that  what  is 
expected  from  industry  is  different  from  what  is  expected  from  the  university  world, 
where  certain  areas  are  devoted  to  the  search  for  truth  itself. 

Dr.  Millar  stated  that  industry  is  expected  to  produce  goods,  and  the  university  is 
asked  to  produce  first  quality  students  and  in  addition  is  asked  to  become  involved 
in  research  and  in  service  to  the  community  and  broader  activities.  In  the  indus- 
trial world  the  change  is  more  dramatic,  and  the  expectations  are  they  will  be 
asked  to  produce  not  only  goods,  but  to  produce  the  very  same  kind  of  social  and 
community  effort  which  up  until  now  has  only  been  produced  at  the  university.  He 
said  he  did  not  think  that  we  should  let  the  tradition  of  history  cloud  the  fact  that 
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dramatic  change  is  going  to  take  place,    and  this  is  not  restricted  to  the  univer- 
sity,   but  to  all  segments  of  the  society. 

Dr.    Lipscomb   advised  that  NIU  has  a  faculty  load  study  underway,    and  that  they 
believed  it  would  be   similar  to  that  of  ISU.      ISU' s   study  was  presented  by  Dr. 
Arthur  Larson  next. 

Dr.    Larson  said  that  faculty  load  is  perhaps  one  of  the  most  perplexing  problems 
in  the  administration  of  a  university.     In  the  study  distributed  to  Board  members, 
the  faculty  had  been  asked  to  report  average  hours  per  week  devoted  to  four  areas: 
instruction  and  instructionally  related  activities;  activities  related  to  academic 
discipline;  activities  related  to  department,    college  or  university  management;  and 
university  related  public  service.      Medians  were  chosen  as  measures  to  report  so 
that  the  data  would  not  be  distorted.      The  median  number  of  hours  reported  per 
week  by  816  faculty  members,    including  all  respondents,    is  54  hours,    with  90% 
reporting  41  hours  or  more  and  the  middle  fifty  per  cent  reporting  from  47  to  63 
hours.     It  is  interesting  to  note,    he  said,    that  among  the  five  colleges  of  the  uni- 
versity the  spread  of  medians  is  from  55  to  59  hours,    with  three  colleges  being 
within  1  hour  of  each  other.      Faculty  members  reported  that  instructional  and 
instructionally  related  activities  take  up  more  than  one -half  of  their  time,    the 
median  percentage  being  59%  or  33  hours  per  week  by  faculty  members  teaching 
college  classes.      Lab  school  teachers  reported  that  76%  of  their  time,    or  40  hours 
per  week,    is  devoted  to  instructional  activities. 

Faculty  responsible  for  teaching  college  classes  report  a  median  of  11%  of  their 
time,    6  hours  per  week,    is  devoted  to  research  activities.      Lab  school  teachers 
report  a  median  of  4%,    or    2  hours  per  week,    in  research  activities. 

Committee  assignments  account  for  a  median  of  5%  or  2  4/5  hours  per  week  of  the 
time  of  college  teaching  faculty,  and  4%  or  2  hours  per  week  for  laboratory  school 
faculty. 

Other  areas,    including  activities  in  professional  organizations,    administrative 
responsibilities,    and  public  service,    have  not  been  reported  to  date. 

Dr.    Larson  advised  that  one  way  of  measuring  whether  the  faculty  time  varies  with 
the  level  of  classes  taught  is  to  determine  the  number  of  student  semester  hours 
of  credit  earned  per  hour  of  faculty  instructional  time.     He  said  about  13  student 
semester  hours  of  credit  are  earned  per  hour  of  faculty  instructional  time  in 
courses  open  to  freshmen  and  sophomores;  in  courses  open  to  junior  and  seniors, 
about  8  student  semester  hours;  in  courses  open  to  advanced  undergrad  and  graduate 
students,    about  5  hours;  and  in  those  open  to  graduate  students,    abput  3  hours.     He 
thought  these  data  to  be  generally  of  the  order  one  might  expect. 

Another  item  of  interest  was  the  student  semester  hours  of  credit  earned  in  classes 
taught  by  faculty  of  different  ranks.  Data  revealed  that  in  classes  taught  by  profes- 
sors about  11  student  semester  hours  of  credit  are  earned  per  faculty  hour  of  instruc- 
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tional  time;  for  classes  taught  by  associate  professors,    10  hours;  for  those  taught 
by  assistant  professors,    10  hours;  and  for  those  taught  by  instructors,    8  hours. 

From  data  received,    it  is  apparent  the  largest  part  of  faculty  time  is  devoted  to 
instruction  and  instructionally  related  activities;  that  per  hour  of  faculty  instruc- 
tional time  the  greatest  number  of  student  semester  hours  of  credit  are  earned  in 
freshman  and  sophomore  classes;  and  that  the  number  of  student  semester  hours 
of  credit  earned  does  not  seem  to  be  especially  affected  by  rank  of  faculty  members 
teaching  the  classes. 

Many  questions  could  be  raised,    Dr.    Larson  said.     Are  differences  among  faculty 
members  or  among  departments  related  to  the  fidelity  of  individual  reports?     Is 
there  any  relationship  between  the  data  and  effectiveness  of  teaching?     May  differ- 
ences among  departments  be  related  to  factors  such  as  facilities,    course  content, 
class  organization,    teaching  procedures,    size  of  classes,    philosophy,    and  type  of 
students?     Dr.    Larson  concluded  with  the   statement  that  he  feels  the  greatest  value 
which  may  come  from  these  reports  will  be  internal.     If  faculty  members,    depart- 
ments and  colleges  are  encouraged  to  look  at  their  procedures  in  order  to  provide 
better  utilization  of  faculty  time,    then  their  programs  may  be  improved. 

Dr.    Charles  Hicklin  said  one  of  the  things  he  would  stress  is  the  demands  students 
make  on  faculty  time.      He  said  they  bring  all  sorts  of  problems  to  the  faculty  for 
attention. 

Dr.    Hicklin  advised  that  he  had  just  returned  from  a  seminar  on  collective  bargain- 
ing in  universities,    and  that  he  had  received  much  insight  from  talking  with  people 
from  other  areas.     A  lot  of  administrators,    he  said,    are  anxious  to  get  faculty  to 
the  bargaining  table  and  negotiate  workload.      Dr.    Millar  said  that  this  one  thing 
concerns  the  Board  as  it  begins  to  feel  the  pressure  for  collective  bargaining, 
that  in  fact  the  people  involved  are  seeking  the  best  of  both  worlds   -  they  want  the 
collective  bargaining  for  economic  return,    and  they  want  the  freedom  of  the  profes- 
sional life  to  pursue  their  own  activities.     In  San  Francisco,    Dr.    Millar  said,    he 
had  heard  some  very  forceful  talks  about  the  collective  bargaining  movement  in 
higher  education  -  comments  like  "it  is  inevitable",    "the  time  has  come",    and 
"we  are  moving  toward  total  collective  bargaining".      If  this  is  done  in  the  tradi- 
tional collective  bargaining  kind  of  arrangement,    he  asked,    where  then  do  you  train 
the  men,    what  segment  of  the  system  will  have  the  philosophy  that  professionalism 
and  individual  initiative  are  really  strong  points  in  business  and  academic  philosophy? 
If  everyone  is  under  the  collective  bargaining  umbrella,    where  do  you  bring  in  the 
philosophy  that  there  is  another   side  to  the  coin?     Dr.    Millar  said  he  worried  about 
the  fact  that  under  those  circumstances  the  faculty  would  become  robotized  and  auto- 
mated,   and  this   should  not  be  allowed  to  happen. 

Dr.  Hicklin  said  he  believed  that  the  biggest  pressure  is  from  the  teaching  assist- 
ants,   and  that  even  the  students  are  forming  unions  and  making  demands. 

Dr.  Spencer  said  he  was  concerned  with  statements  by  Dr.  Little  and  Dr.  Larson. 
He  said  he  wonders  whether  such  a  study  should  relate  to  the  master  plan  or  to  the 
statement  of  •what  a  university  should  be,    in  the  light  of  criticisms  everyone  has 
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heard  in  the  last  ten  years,    the  attacks  on  the  establishment  by  students  and 
many  others.      He  wonders,    he  said,    if  anyone  has  addressed  himself  to  the 
shallowness  and  hypocrisy  that  is  generated  by  the  pressure  for  publication 
in  the  university  system. 

The  Board  recessed  at  12:00  Noon  and  reconvened  at  2:00  p.m.      Dr.    Millar 
asked  Dr.    Matsler  to  present  his  Executive  Secretary's  Report. 

EXECUTIVE  SECRETARY'S  REPORT  NO.    22 

Section  I  -   Board  Regulations:     Section  (1)  Board  Procedure 

Dr.  Matsler  advised  that  the  text  of  Section  (1)  had  been  presented  to  Board  mem- 
bers in  April  for  review.  This  Regulation  was  now  being  presented  with  a  recom- 
mendation that  it  be  adopted. 

The  Regulation  is  as  follows: 

APPENDIX  D.         BOARD  REGULATIONS 
SECTION  (1)  BOARD  PROCEDURE 


SUBSECTION  (A)     BOARD  REGULATIONS 


1.  DEFINITION 

Board  Regulations  are  standing  statements  of  policy  or  procedure 
adopted  by  the  Board  of  Regents  concerned  with  the  conduct  or  operation 
of  all  Regency  Universities  or  of  the  Board  itself.      Board  Re  gulations 
are  differentiated  from  Governing  Policy  and  Bylaws  in  that  they  are 
less  basic,    tend  to  deal  with  specific  methods  or  issues,    and  are  more 
responsive  to  change.      Board  actions  directed  to  specific  situations, 
or  intended  to  direct  or  guide  an  individual  University,    are  not  to  be 
construed  as  Board  Regulations. 

2.  ADOPTION  OR  MODIFICATION 

Board  Regulations  may  be  adopted  or  modified  at  any  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  present,    pro- 
vided a  quorum  exists.     Such  regulations  may  be  proposed  by  any  member 
of  the  Board,    by  the  Central  Office,    or  by  the  Universities.     All  proposed 
additions  or  modifications  shall  be  presented  to  the  Board  by  means  of 
the  Executive  Secretary's  Report. 

3.  CATALOGUE  OF  REGULATIONS 

The  Executive  Secretary  shall  maintain  a  catalogue  of  Board  Reg- 
ulations and  shall  furnish  members  of  the  Board  and  the  Presidents 
copies  of  all  adopted  or  modified  Regulations  by  the  Board  meeting 
following  the  adoption.      The  Presidents  shall  be  responsible  for  further 
internal  distribution  to  their  staffs. 
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SUBSECTION    (B)     BOARD  MEETINGS 

1.  MEETING  FORMAT 

In  order  to  improve  the  quality  of  the  Board's  deliberations  and 
to  emphasize  the   Board's  concern  with  basic  policy  and  long-range 
planning,     the  meeting  agenda  shall  be  structured  as  follows: 

a.  Basic  Policy  and  Long-Range  Planning 

b.  Executive  Secretary's  Report 

c.  Special  Institutional  Matters 

d.  Recurring  Institutional  Matters 

Topics  within  these  categories  shall  be  classified  as  wither  an 
Action  Item  or  an  Information  Item.     Each  action  item  shall  have  an 
appropriate  resolution  or  recommendation  to  insure  that  the  record 
will  be  clear  as  to  the  action  taken. 

2.  AGENDA  CATEGORIES 

a.  Basic  Policy  and  Long-Range  Planning. 

To  encourage  a  continual  in-depth  review  of  essential  Regency 
System  policy,    goals,    and  long  range  plans,    the  institutions  will 
be  requested  to  present  to  and  discuss  with  the  Board,    one  or 
sometimes  two,    basic  policy  issues  common  to  all  institutions 
at  each  meeting.      The  topics  will  be  assigned  at  least  three  months 
in  advance   so  that  the  report  from  the  institution  may  be  distri- 
buted well  in  advance  to  Board  members  and  Central  staff  for  re- 
view and  so  that  staff  comments  and  recommendations  may  be 
offered. 

Sufficient  time  will  be  allowed  at  the  meeting  to  permit  Board  mem- 
bers to  react  to  the  issues  presented.  Recommendations  for  Board 
action  or  policy  should  follow  each  discussion  wherever  possible. 

b.  Executive  Secretary's  Report. 

The  Executive  Secretary's  Report  shall  be  primarily  concerned 
with  overall  Regency  System,    Board,    and  Central  Office  matters. 
The  Central  Office  comments  and  recommendations  on  institutional 
affairs  shall,    wherever  possible,    be  presented  at  the  time  of  their 
discussion.      One  exception  will  be  in  the  area  of  new  program  pro- 
posals,   since  these  require  considerably  more  time  than  is  afforded 
between  the  usual  mail  out  and  meeting  dates.      The  Report  of  Legal 
Counsel  shall  be  included  in  the  Executive  Secretary's  Report. 
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c.  Special  Institutional  Matters. 

Time  will  be  allocated  at  each  meeting  to  one  or  more  of  the 
Presidents  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  special  matters  to  the 
Board  (1)  for  information  purposes,    (2)  to  seek  the  Board's  advice, 
or   (3)  to  obtain  the  Board's  approval.       The  Executive  Secretary  shall 
be  advised  on  all  items  in  any  such  report  prior  to  mail  out  time. 
It  is  understood  that  the  regular  Presidents'  letters  to  the  Board 
will  supplement  this  report  and  that  this  public  presentation  is  at 
the  individual  discretion  of  the  Presidents  and  not  a  required  part 
of  the  Agenda. 

d.  Recurring  Institutional  Matters. 

This  document  (previously   known  as  the  President's  Report)  shall 
consist  of  (1)  per sonnel  transactions,    (2)  purchases,    (3)  progress 
reports  on  new  construction,    and  (4)  change  orders.      (Programs 
and  plans  for  new  buildings  will  be  included  under  "  Special  Insti- 
tutional Matters".  ) 

It  is  expected  that  the  Central  Office  will  carefully  review  this  doc- 
ument prior  to  the  meeting  and  recommend  approval  so  that  the 
Board  can  act  on  it  with  dispatch.      The  Executive  Secretary  will 
raise  questions  where  appropriate  with  University  staff  prior  to 
the  Board  meeting. 

SPECIAL  PRESENTATIONS 

a.  Persons  desiring  to  address  the  Board  should  make  a  written  re- 
quest to  the  Executive  Secretary  in  time  to  place  the  item  on  the 
agenda  prior  to  the  mail  out  date   (the  mail  out  date  is  ten  days 
prior  to  the  meeting).     Any  such  request  must  include  the  name 
and  address  of  the  individual  wishing  to  speak,    the  name  of  the 
organization  or  group  represented,    and  a  summary  of  the  presen- 
tation. 

b.  If  the  presentation  is  not  expected  to  exceed  five  minutes,    it  may 
be  given  orally.     If  it  requires  more  than  five  minutes,    fourteen 
written  copies  must  accompany  the  request  to  speak. 

c.  Members  of  the  Universities'  or  the  Central  Office's  staff  may  ad- 
dress the  Board  on  invitation  from  any  member  of  the  Board. 
Other  members  of  the  Universities'  faculty,    staff,    or  students 
should  follow  the  procedure  enumerated  above.     Requests  from 
these  persons  shall  also  be  filed  with  the  President  of  their  insti- 
tution at  the  same  time  they  are  submitted  to  the  Executive  Secre- 
tary. 
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d.  The  scheduling  of  special  presentations  on  the  agenda  shall  be 

in  the  manner  most  appropriate  to  the  subject  of  the  presentation 
and  the  business  of  the  Board.      However,    in  the  event  that  an  item 
appears    on  the  agenda  and  there  is  insufficient  time  to  conform  to 
usual  procedures,    the   Chairman,    with  the  consent  of  the  members, 
may  recognize    a  person  desiring  to  make  a  statement  on  the  subject. 

4.  ADVANCE  DISTRIBUTION  OF  AGENDA  MATERIALS 

All  agenda  materials  shall  be  mailed  to  Board  members,    the 
Presidents,    and  the  Central  Staff  no  later  than  ten  days  prior  to  the  next 
scheduled  meeting.      "Walk-in"  items   should  be  avoided. 

5.  REGENTS  SCHEDULE 

a.  The  Executive  Secretary  shall  be  responsible  for  developing  with 
the   Board  a  program  of  work  for  each  year,    which  sets  certain 
clear  near-term  objectives  and  formulates   specific  plans  for  reach- 
ing them.      The  Executive  Secretary  shall  have  the  responsibility 
for  the  scheduling  and  assignment  of  the  monthly  items  in  the  agenda 
category,    "Basic  Policy  and  Long-Range  Planning". 

b.  Each  year  the  Central  Office,    with  the  advice  of  the  Universities, 
shall  prepare  and  submit  to  the   Board  for  approval  a  schedule  of 
Basic  Policy  and  Long-Range  Planning  topics,    reports,    supportive 
data  requirements,    and  submission  dates  to  facilitate  complete, 
orderly,    and  timely  presentations  to  the   Board  during  the  ensuing 
twelve  month  period.      This  schedule  shall  be  known  as  the  Regents 
Schedule. 

6.  PUBLICATION  OF  PROCEEDINGS 

A  report  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Regents  shall  be  pub- 
lished for  each  fiscal  year  in  sufficient  number  for  distribution  to  inte- 
rested parties. 

Section  II  -  Additions  to  the  Architects  Manual 


Dr.    Matsler  advised  that  in  order  to  bring  the  Architects  Manual  into  conformance 
with  new  requirements  in  Public  Acts  76-1805  and  76-894,    the  Staff  recommendation 
is  that  two  new  sections  be  added  to  the  Manual: 

24.  The  Illinois  Revised  Statutes  require  the  disclosure  of  all  persons 

having  beneficial  interest  of  more  than  lj%  in  a  bidding  enterprise 
and  that  all  bidders  of  construction  projects  in  excess  of  $25,  000  be 
prequalified.      The  architect  shall   include  the  following  in  the   speci- 
fications: 
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CONTRACTORS'   PREQUALIFICATIONS 


(a)         Bidders  List 


Any  firm  wishing  to  bid  on  construction  work  for 


University  shall  submit  a  request  in 


writing  to  the  university  to  place  his  name  on  the  bidders  list. 
The  request  should  be  accompanied  by  a  written  disclosure  of 
the  name  of  each  individual  having  a  beneficial  interest  of  more 
than  72%  in  the  bidding  enterprise  and,    if  the  bidder  is  a  corpor- 
ation,   the  names  of  all  its  officers  and  directors.     In  addition, 
the  approved  bidder  shall  notify  the  university  of  any  changes  in 
its  ownership  or  officers  at  the  time  such  changes  occur. 

(b)  Approval  as  a  Responsible  Bidder 

Upon  receiving  a  request  to  be  placed  on  the  bidders  list,    the 
university  may  make  such  inquiries  and  request  such  informa- 
tion as  is  felt  necessary  to  determine  the  responsibility  of  the 
interested  party. 

(c)  Removal  or  Suspension  from  Bidders   List 

1 .  Cause  for  Removal  or  Suspension. 

The  following,    among  others,    are  considered  sufficient 
grounds  for  removal  or  suspension  from  the  bidders  list: 

Previously  failed  to  perform  work  properly. 

Failed  to  complete  on  time  contracts  of  similar  nature. 

Habitually  and  without  just  cause  neglected  the  payment 
of  bills  or  otherwise  disregarded  his  obligations  to  sub- 
contractors,  materialmen  and/or  employees. 

Any  fact  disqualifying  the  bidder  under  any  statute  of 
the  State  or  rule  or  regulation  of  the  Board  of  Regents. 

2.  Notice  of  Removal  or  Suspension. 

The  University  may  remove  or  suspend  a  bidder  from  a 
bidders  list  for  failure  to  conform  to  these   specifications 
or  for  any  of  the  causes  listed  above.      The  bidder  will  be 
given  due  notice  of  such  removal  or  suspension. 
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3.  Reinstatement  on  Bidders  List. 

At  any  time  after  he  receives  a  notice  of  removal  or   sus- 
pension the  bidder  may  submit  in  writing  an  explanation  of 
the  circumstances  which  were  the  cause  of  the  removal  or 
suspension,    or  may  show  that  such  circumstances  have 
been  corrected.      On  the  basis  of  such  explanation  the  Uni- 
versity may  modify  or  rescind  the  removal  or   suspension. 

25.  Building  plans  and  specifications  shall  call  for  the  isolation  of  steam 

systems  when  steam  is  used  in  the  preparation  of  food.      This  separa- 
tion should  be  accomplished  by  the  use  of  separate  steam  generators. 
Plans  and  specifications  shall  also  call  for  the  effective  isolation  of 
heating  and  cooling  water  systems  from  potable  water  systems. 
Effective  isolation  shall  be  accomplished  through  the  use  of  a  "minimum, 
air  gap".      Check  valves,    vacuum  breaker,    or  backflow  preventers  are 
prohibited. 

Section  III  -   Tuition 


Dr.    Matsler  reviewed  briefly  the  tuition  charges  at  the  Regency  Universities  since 
1967.     He  advised  that  after  the  legislature  finishes  its  deliberations,    it  might  be 
necessary  to  make  some  kind  of  a  change  and  suggested  that  this  be  done  by  a  tele- 
phone poll  of  Board  members. 

Section  IV  -   Board  of  Higher  Education  Actions,    April  1970 

The  Board  of  Higher  Education  deferred  action  on  the  request  to  review  the   General 
Purpose  Classroom  Building  project  at  NIU  until  a  cost  estimate  based  on  the  100% 
stage  of  design  is  provided  by  consultants. 

The  BHE  approved  giving  assurance  to  the  IBA  that  reserves  in  the  amount  of 
$332,  242  will  be  made  available  to  meet  the  project  budget  for  the  Psychology- 
Mathematics  Building  if  firm  bids  demonstrate  that  such  reserves  are  needed. 

Dr.    Matsler  also  reviewed  the  Board  of  Higher  Education's  position  with  regard 
to  the  Governor's  budget  and  its  implications  on  higher  education. 

Section  V  -   Legal  Counsel's  Report 

Mr.    James  M.    Winning,    Legal  Counsel,    reviewed  items  in  his  report  concerning 

the  Board  or  the  Regency  Universities. 

He  advised  that  with  regard  to  the  Central  Receiving  Building  Addition  project  at 
Northern  Illinois  University,    he  had  received  a  letter  from  the  legal  counsel  for 
Telander  Bros.    Contractors,    Inc.    terminating  that  contractor's  interest  in  the 
contract  as  of  February  10.      Mr.    Winning  said  he  had  discussed  this  with  repre- 
sentatives of  the  University  and  they  had  prepared  a  resolution  which  he  asked 
Mr.    Templin  to  read  to  the  Board: 
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RESOLUTION  RE  TELANDER   BROS.    CONTRACTORS,    INC. 


RESOLVED:  (1)     That  the  award  of  general  work  on  the  Central 

Receiving  Building  addition  at  Northern  Illinois  University,    heretofore 
made  to  Telander  Bros.    Contractors,    Inc.  ,    be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
cancelled,    as  a  direct  result  of  the  repudiation  of  its  contract  obligations 
heretofore  made  by  the  contractors; 

(2)  That  counsel  for  the  University  and  the   Board  be 
and  they  are  hereby  directed,    on  behalf  of  the  Board,    to  take   such  steps 
as  may  be  necessary  or  desirable  to  recover  bond  liabilities  and  damages, 
if  any,    there  may  be,    as  a  result  of  the  breach  of  contract  by  Telander 
Bros.    Contractors,    Inc.  ; 

(3)  That  Telander  Bros.    Contractors,    Inc.,    from  and 
after  the  date  hereof   and  in  accordance  with  the  Rules  and  Regulations 

of  this  Board,    be  removed  from  the  qualified  bidders  list  on  all  future  work 
undertaken  by  or  on  behalf  of  this  Board; 

(4)  That  the  award  of  the  contract  for  general  work  here- 
tofore repudiated  by  Telander  Bros.    Contractors,    Inc.    be  made  to  Linden 
&  Sons,    the  next  lowest  qualified  bidder,   whose  bid  was  $856,  847.  00,    upon 
approval  by  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois.

Mr.    Smith  moved  for  adoption  of  the  above  Resolution.      The  motion  was  seconded 
by  Mr.    Cornwell,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Section  VI  -  Legislation 

Dr.    Matsler  reviewed  briefly  legislation  which  has  been  introduced  in  the  current 
session  of  the  General  Assembly  which  would  directly  affect  or  be  of  interest  to 
the  Regency  Universities. 

Mrs.    Masters  moved  that  the  Executive  Secretary's  Report  No.    22  be  approved  as 
presented.      The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Cornwell,    roll  was  called,    and  the 
motion  carried  unanimously. 

Dr.    Millar  then  read  a  statement  with  regard  to  the  position  of  the  Board  of  Regents 
on  the  budget  submitted  by  the  Governor  and  how  it  affects  the  Regency  Universities: 

The  Board  of  Regents  mindful  of  its  dual  responsibility  to   (1)  support  the 
universities  in  their  educational  mission  and  (2)  consider  the  interests 
of  the  State  in  the  wise  and  efficient  utilization  of  its  resources,    has  care- 
fully studied  the  effect  of  the  Governor's  budget  with  respect  to  the  alloca- 
tions for  the  Regency  system.      We  believe  the  budgets  as  amended  and 
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approved  by  the   Board  of  Higher  Education  to  be  reasonable.      We  recognize 
two  specific  problems  facing  us  today.      The  first  is  concerned  with  our 
commitments  to  both  academic  and  nonacademic  salaries  for  the  coming 
year.     And  the  second  is  concerned  with  the  timing  of  tuition  increases. 

When  the  funding  decision  is  made  by  the  legislature  and  the  Governor  we 
urge   sufficient  budget  flexibility  be  given  the  Regency  Universities  to  meet 
these  needs  and  reiterate  our  concerted  belief  that  such  flexibility  in  fiscal 
management  is  a  necessity  for  prudent  administration  of  our  institutions. 

ILLINOIS  STATE  UNIVERSITY 


Married  Student  Housing  Project 

President  Braden  said  that  the  Board  had  heretofore  authorized  the  development  of 
plans  and  architectural  drawings  for  100  units  to  be  constructed  on  the  site  of  the 
ISSCS  land  conveyed  to  the  University.     He  advised  that  the  plans  as  originally  deve- 
loped proved  to  be  too  costly  to  be  within  the  range  of  married  students,    and  that 
the  University  had  gone  back  through  the  planning  procedure  with  the  architects  and 
had  come  up  with  a  new  proposal,    copies  of  which  had  been  distributed  in  advance 
to  Board  members.      Mr.    John  Shields  had  also  updated  the  feasibility  study  for  this 
project  and  had  furnished  copies  of  the  study  to  members.     Dr.    Braden  said  he  was 
now  requesting  authority  for  the  University  to  proceed  to  take  bids  and  negotiate 
the  sale  of  bonds. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  moved  that  the  Board  approve  the  plans  for  the  Married  Student 
Housing  project  at  Illinois  State  University  and  authorize  the  University  to  take 
bids  for  the  construction  of  the  project  as  soon  as  money  from  the  sale  of  bonds 
is  available.      The  motion  was  seconded  by  Dr.    Lund,    roll  was  called,    and  the 
motion  carried  unanimously. 

Mr.    Cornwell  presented  and  moved  for  adoption  of  a  Resolution  concerning  the  sale 
of  revenue  bonds  for  the  Married  Student  Housing  project  at  Illinois  State  University. 
The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Barr,    roll  was  called,    and  the  Resolution  was 
adopted  unanimously.      The  text  of  the  Resolution  is  as  follows: 

WHEREAS,   under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  the  Board  of  Regents 
Revenue  Bond  Act  of  1967,    as  amended,    the  Board  of  Regents  is  authorized 
to  acquire  a  system  of  revenue  producing  buildings,    structures  and  facili- 
ties for  the  use  or  benefit  of  Illinois  State  University;  and 

WHEREAS,   the  Board  of  Regents  has  heretofore  authorized  the 
development  of  plans  and  architectural  drawings  for  the  construction  of  a 
Married  Student  Housing  Project  at  Illinois  State  University;  and 

WHEREAS,    it  is  best  in  the  public  interest  to  assure  the  marketa- 
bility of  Revenue  Bonds  for  the  aforesaid  project: 
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NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  officers  and  agents 
of  the  Board  of  Regents  and  Illinois  State  University  are  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  negotiate  the  terms  and  conditions  of  issuance  of  bonds  for 
the  Married  Student  Housing  Project  at  Illinois  State  University. 

Before  presenting  his  Report   to  the  Board,    Dr,    Braden  asked  that  a  correction  be 
made  in  the  Faculty  Appendix  to  show  the  resignation  of  James  M.    Howard  to  be 
effective  June  30,    1970,    and  that  Mr.    Howard  had  been  granted  a  leave  of  absence 
without  pay  from  April  23,    1970,    until  June  30,    1970. 

Dr.    Braden  also  requested  that  the   Contract  Addition  for  the  General  Services 
Building  in  the  Buildings  and  Grounds  section  of  his  Report  be  deleted. 

The  President  then  presented  his  report  to  the  Board  and  requested  approval  of  the 
following  items:

Mr.    Robert  Lenz,    attorney  for  Illinois  State  University,    presented  the 
recommendation  of  the  University  that  the  Board  of  Regents  authorize 
modification  of  existing  contracts  on  Watterson  Towers  to  substitute 
PPG  Industries,    Inc.    as  the  glazing  contractor  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed 
$115,  000.  00.      This  sum  is  to  be  paid  from  retainage  now  held  pursuant 
to  contracts  with  C.    Iber   &  Sons,    Inc.  ,    general  contractor,    and  Fitch, 
Larocca,    Carrington  and  Jones,    architects.      The  new  glazing  contractor 
will  repair  the  approximately  1200  Hope  windows  on  both  Towers,    work 
to  commence  prior  to  June  1,    1970. 

This  agreement  shall  be  without  prejudice  to  any  rights  of  arbitration 
or  litigation  on  the  part  of  all  parties  to  the  pending  dispute.      The  prac- 
tical effect  of  this  modification  agreement  shall  be  to  repair  the  glazing 
failure  now  and  defer  the  matter  of  liability.

6.  Honorary  Degrees 

President  Braden  requested  approval  of  the  Board  for  the  award  of  two  honorary 
degrees  at  the  June  1970  Illinois  State  University  Commencement.     Dr.    Braden 
advised  that  this  is  a  recommendation  from  the  honorary  degree  committee  and 
has  been  concurred  in  by  the  Academic  Senate  and  the  President,    and  will  con- 
form to  institutional  rules  which  restrict  honorary  degree  awards  to  people 
of  note  who  have  had  a  close  connection  with  ISU  or  with  Illinois,    and  who  are 
not  holders  of  elective  or  major  appointive  public  office.      Recipients  must  be 
present  to  accept  the  awards. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  moved  that  approval  of  the  Board  be  given  to  the  award  of  two  honor- 
ary degrees  at  the  Illinois  State  University  Commencement  in  June  1970.      The  motion 
was  seconded  by  Mr.    Smith,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Mr.    Lenz  presented  for  consideration  a  resolution  authorizing  the  use  of  certain 
surplus  revenues  for  the  constru  c  tion  of  a  metal  building  for  the  Illinois  State 
University  golf  course: 

RESOLUTION  APPLYING  CERTAIN  SURPLUS  REVENUES  IN 
"THE  TEACHERS  COLLEGE  BOARD  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 
REVENUE  FUND  OF  1961  FOR  ILLINOIS  STATE  NORMAL 
UNIVERSITY  AT  NORMAL,    ILLINOIS" 

WHEREAS,    by  Section  7(6)  of  the  resolution  adopted  by  The  Teachers 
College   Board,    December  11,    1961,    creating  an  issue  of  $1,  375,  000  Physical 
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Education  Facilities  Revenue  Bonds  Series  of  1961  for  Illinois  State 
University  at  Normal,    Illinois  Surplus  Revenues  in  "The  Teachers 
College   Board  Physical  Education  Revenue  Fund  of  1961  for  Illinois 
State  Normal  University  at  Normal,    Illinois"  may  be  used  by  said 
Board  for  any  lawful  purpose;  and 

WHEREAS,    the  Board  of  Regents  is  by  statute  the  successor  to 
The  Teachers  College  Board  with  all  rights,    powers  and  duties  thereof 
in  connection  with  said  bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,    said  Board  of  Regents  has  determined  it  to  be  neces- 
sary and  desirable  to  use  $27,  728  of  said  Surplus  Revenues  to  pay  the 
cost  of  constructing  a  metal  building  60  feet  by  60  feet  for  Illinois  State 
University's  golf  course,    which  comprises  part  of  the  physical  education 
facilities  financed  by  said  $1,  375,  000  bonds,    this  being  a  lawful  purpose 
for  the  use  of  such  Surplus  Revenues;  and 

WHEREAS,    said  Board  of  Regents  does  now  find  and  determine  that 
the  amount  of  said  Surplus  Revenues  as  of  June  30,    1969,    which  hereto- 
fore has  not  been  used,    pledged  nor  hypothecated  exceeds  $27,  728: 

NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  BOARD  OF  REGENTS 
THAT:

Dr.    Knoblauch  moved  that  the  Report  of  Illinois  State  University  as  amended  and 
presented  be  approved.      The  motion  was   seconded  by  Mr.    Cornwell,    roll  was 
called,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 
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NORTHERN  ILLINOIS  UNIVERSITY 

Before  presenting  his  Report  to  the  Board,    President  Smith  introduced  Dr.    William 
Hermann,    Coordinator  of  Student  Financial  Aids,    who  had  prepared  and  distributed 
to  members  of  the  Board  a  Tuition  Waiver  Report  for  the  Summer  of  1969,    Fall 
Semester  1969-70  and  Spring  Semester  1969-70.      Dr.    Hermann  reviewed  the  report 
with  the   Board  which  indicated  approximately  $1,  900,  000  in  tuition  and  fees  waived 
during  the  periods  covered. 

Dr.    Lund  inquired  whether  Dr.    Hermann  had  access  to  information  which  would 
allow  him  to  form  a  judgment  about  the  relationship  of  recipients  and  the  question 
of  need.      Dr.    Hermann  replied  that  need  is  not  considered  in  any  of  the  scholarships 
awarded  out  of  Springfield,    but  said  that  his  judgment  would  be  that  approximately 
43%  of  the  recipients  would  still  qualify  on  the  need  basis. 

Proposal  for  Ph.  D.    in  Physics 

President  Smith  advised  that  unless  the  staff  of  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  had 
changed  its  mind,    he  understood  it  intended  to  recommend  to  the  BHE  at  its   June 
meeting  that  this  program  be  deferred.      The  President  distributed  copies  of  a 
memorandum  containing  supportive  information  for  this  proposed  program,    and 
advised  that  he  had  a  resolution  to  be  presented  to  the  Board: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  Board  of  Regents  reaffirms  its  request 
that  the   Board  of  Higher  Education  approve  the  Ph.  D.    in  Physics  at 
Northern  Illinois  University  and  to  take  this  action  at  its  meeting  of 
June  2,    1970. 

This  request  is  based  on  (1)  the  recommendation  of  the  Commission 
of  Scholars  and  consultants  that  this  program  be  approved,    (2)  the  under- 
standing that  this  program  is  one  of  five  that  were  to  be  examined  rigorously 
this  year  and  to  be  approved  only  if  found  exceptionally  strong,    a~d  that  this 
program  has  been  found  by  every  consultant  and  reviewing  body  to  be  a  con- 
temporary program  designed  to  meet  recognized  needs,    including  the  edu- 
cation of  community  college  teachers  of  physics,    (3)  the  progran.  is  designed 
to  encourage  extensive  interaction  with  research  facilities  already  available 
or  now  being  developed  at  the  national  laboratories  at  Argonne  and  Weston. 

Dr.    Lund  moved  that  the  Resolution  be  adopted.      The  motion  was  seconded  by 
Mr.    Smith,    roll  was  called,    and  the  Resolution  was  unanimously  adopted.

Dr.    Knoblauch  moved  that  the  President's  Report  for  Northern  Illinois  University 
as  amended  and  presented  be  approved.      The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mrs.    Masters, 
roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

SANGAMON  STATE  UNIVERSITY 

University  Bookstore 

Dr.    Spencer  advised  that  at  the  April  meeting  of  the  Board  authorization  had  been 
granted  to  negotiate  a  contract  for  the  operation  of  the  Bookstore  with  the  Follet 
Corporation.      Since  that  time  Follett  has  stated  it  is  unwilling  to  accept  an  amend- 
ment to  the  proposed  contract  which  would  enable  the  University  to  recapture  some 
of  the  funds  in  the  event  the  bookstore  did  better  financially  than  anticipated. 
Dr.    Spencer  said  the  University  had  informed  local  book  dealers  of  the  policy  of 
seeking  private  support  for  this  activity  of  the  University  and  had  received  vigorous 
bidding  from  local  firms  which  did  agree  with  the  recapture  provision.      He  advised 
that  Shadid's  of  Springfield  was  the  successful  bidder,    and  that  a  contract  had  been 
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prepared  for  the  approval  of  officers  of  the   Board,    and  the  President  asked 
Mr.    George  Hoffmann  to  explain  briefly  the  provisions  of  the  agreement. 

Mr.    Hoffmann  explained  that  as  stated  by  President  Spencer,    Follett  had  objected 
to  amendments  to  the  proposed  contract.     He  said  the  University  felt  it  should  have 
a  percentage  of  the  gross   sales  of  the  bookstore  operation  and  had  placed  that  per- 
centage at  5%.      Follett  had  been  willing  to  pay  5%  only  on  the  excess  over  $300,  000 
in  sales.      He   stated  that  while  Follett  is  a  larger  operation  than  the  local  bookstores, 
the  University  believes  that  Shadid  is  an  experienced  operator.      Dr.    Spencer  empha- 
sized that  perhaps  at  a  future  time  the  services  of  Follett  might  be  utilized,    and 
that  Follett  had  declined  to  accept  any  fees  for  services  already  performed. 

Mr.    Smith  moved  that  the  contract  with  Shadid' s  Book  Mart  to  operate  the  University 
bookstore  at  Sangamon  State  Univers  ity  be  approved  and  that  the  officers  of  the 
Board  be  authorized  to  execute  the  contract.      The  motion  was  seconded  by  Dr. 
Knoblauch,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried,    with  Dr.    Julian  abstaining. 

University  Dining  Facility  Operation 

Dr.    Spencer  requested  permission  to  negotiate  a  contract  with  Canteen  Corporation 
for  the  provision  of  professional  operating  services  for  the  University  dining  facili- 
ties.    He  advised  that  the  contract  would  be  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Board 
for  approval  of  the  specific  terms  at  the  June  meeting. 

Equipment  for  Interim  Facilities 

Dr.    Spencer  advised  that  due  to  a  number  of  revisions  in  space  allocations  in  the 
plans  for  the  interim  facilities,    the  purchasing  schedule  for  the  equipment  has  been 
delayed.      He  stated  that  bids  will  be  opened  on  most  equipment  items  after  the  May 
meeting  of  the  Board  and  requested  that  the   Board  authorize  a  telephone  poll  of 
Board  members  to  be  conducted  by  the  Executive  Secretary  in  the  interim  before 
the  June  meeting  for  approval  of  award  of  contracts  for  equipment  purchases. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  moved  that  the  Executive  Secretary  be  instructed  to  conduct  a  tele- 
phone poll  of  Board  members  at  the  request  of  Sangamon  State  University  for  the 
purposes  of  awarding  contracts  for  equipment  purchases.      The  motion  was  seconded 
by  Mr.    Barr,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Annexation  of  Campus  to  Springfield  Sanitary  District 

At  the  request  of  President  Spencer,    Mr.    Hoffmann  presented  the  following 

Resolution: 

WHEREAS,    it  is  essential  that  sanitary  sewers  be  extended  to 
include  land  held  by  the  Board  of  Regents  for  Sangamon  State   University, 
which  land  is  not  now  within  any  sanitary  district  but  is  contiguous  to 
other  land  which  is  now  a  part  of  the  Springfield  Sanitary  District, 

NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  Board  of  Regents 
execute  any  petition  or  petitions  for  annexation  of  the  land  which  it  holds 
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or  which  it  may  hereafter  acquire  for  Sangamon  State  University  in 
Sections  23,    24,    25  and  26  in  Woodside  Township,    Township  15  North, 
Range  5  West  of  the  Third  Principal  Meridian  in  Sangamon  County, 
Illinois,    and  that  Gordon  H.    Millar  as  Chairman  and  Franklin  G. 
Matsler  as  Secretary  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  in  their 
respective  official  capacities  to  sign  any  such  petition  or  petitions 
for  Board  of  Regents  acting  for  Sangamon  State  University. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  moved  that  the  Resolution  be  adopted.      The  motion  was   seconded 
by  Mr.    Barr,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Dr.    Spencer  then  presented  the  balance  of  his  Report  to  the  Board  and  requested 
approval  of  the  following  item: 

Personnel  Transactions  for  faculty  and  other  employees.  A  list  of  the  persons 
involved  in  these  transactions  is  appended  to  the  President's  Report  and  will  be 
kept  on  file  at  the  University  and  in  the  Central  Office. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  moved  that  the  President's  Report  as  amended  and  presented  to  the 
Board  be  approved.      The  motion  was  seconded  by  Dr.    Lund,    roll  was  called,    and 
the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Dr.    Matsler  advised  that  the  appointments  of  Dr.    Ernest  Hanson  of  Northern 
Illinois  University  and  Dr.    Francis  B.    Belshe  of  Illinois  State  University  to  the 
County  Scholarship  Commission  required  ratification  by  the  Board.       Dr.    Lund 
moved  that  the  appointments  be  ratified  by  the  Board.      The  motion  was  seconded 
by  Mr.    Cornwell,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Board,  Dr.  Millar  declared 
the  meeting  adjourned  until  the  next  regularly  scheduled  meeting  in  Springfield, 
Illinois  on  June  11,    197  0.

The  regularly  scheduled  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Regents  convened  in  executive 
session  at  10:00  a.  m.    on  Thursday,    June  11,    at  the  Sheraton  Inn  in  Springfield, 
Illinois.      The  open  meeting  of  the  Board  convened  in  the   Caucus  Room  of  the 
Sheraton  Inn  at  4:00  p.m.        Dr.    Gordon  H.    Millar,    Chairman,    presided. 

Dr.    Millar  called  the  meeting  to  order,    roll  was  called,    and  the  following  members 
were  present:

Among  others  present  were  the  staffs  of  the  Regency  Universities  and  the  Central 
Office;  members  of  the  Faculty  Advisory  Committee  to  the  Board  of  Regents; 
Mr.    James  M.    Winning,    Legal  Counsel  to  the  Board;   Mr.    Robert  J.    Lenz,    Legal 
Counsel,    Illinois  State  University;  and  representatives  of  the  news  media. 
Mr.    Ray  Page  was  present  for  part  of  the  Executive  Session. 

Dr.    Millar  announced  that  as  stated  on  the  agenda  the  Regents  would  meet  on  two 
days  because  of  a  very  crowded  and  difficult  agenda.      He  assured  members  of  the 
press  and  others  in  attendance  that  the  time  spent  in  the  preceding  executive  session 
had  been  devoted  to  discussion  of  very  serious  matters  in  conformity  with  the  Open 
Meetings  law.     He  announced  that  another  executive  session  would  be  held  at  8:00  a.  m. 
on  Friday,    June    12,    and  followed  by  an  open  meeting  which  would  convene  at  approxi- 
mately 9:00  a.  m. 

The  Chairman  announced  that  there  would  be  a  departure  from  the  agenda  to  allow 
architects  and  engineers  to  make  presentations. 
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Psychology  Building,    East  Campus,    NIU  -   IBA  Project  No.    75-54 

Mr.    Shigeo  Okamoto  of  the  Perkins   &  Will  Partnership,    project  architects,    and 
Mr.    Ted  Nelcoff  of  McKee-  Berger-Mansueto,    Inc.    distributed  copies  of  listing 
of  chronological  occurrences  and  explanations  affecting  the  estimated  cost  of  con- 
struction and  the  total  project  budget,    and  describing  what  might  be  done  to  bring 
this  project  within  the  reauthorized  appropriation.      President  Smith  then  asked 
for  approval  to  delete  from  the  project  the  Lecture  Room  and  the  wire  partitions 
enclosing  storage  spaces  in  the  basement,    and  to  submit  the  revised  program  to 
the   Board  of  Higher  Education  for  approval. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  moved  that  the  revised  project  be  approved  and  submitted  to  the 
Board  of  Higher  Education.      The  motion  was   seconded  by  Dr.    Lund,    roll  was  called, 
and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Dr.    Millar  advised  that  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  May  3,    1970,    had  been  distri- 
buted by  mail  and  asked  if  there  were  any  proposed  corrections  or  additions.      There 
being  none,    Mrs.    Masters  moved  that  the  minutes  of  May  3,    1970,    be  approved. 
The  motion  was  seconded  by  Dr.    Knoblauch,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried 
unanimously. 

The  Chairman  announced  that  the  election  of  a  Vice  Chairman  would  be  deferred  until 
the  meeting  on  Friday. 

BASIC  POLICY  AND  LONG  RANGE  PLANNING  ITEMS 

Sangamon  State   University 

Dr.    Spencer  advised  that  copies  of  three  documents  had  been  distributed  to  members 
of  the   Board  and  that  he  would  recap  what  has  been  done   since  December  1969  when  the 
Board  had  authorized  8  Bachelor's  and  10  Master's  programs  for  Sangamon  State. 
About  90%  of  the  administrative  staffing  has  been  completed  for  all  divisions  of  the 
university.      Recruiting  and  appointment  of  faculty  is  approximately  80%  complete. 
Admissions  for  the  Fall  1970  quarter  were  closed  on  June  5,    with  all  subsequent 
applications  on  a  standby  basis.      The  university  has  admitted  630  FTE  students  for 
September,    allowing  for  Z0%  attrition. 

As  to  the  physical  facilities  the  interim  campus  is  under  construction.      Phase  I  of 
the  permanent  campus  is  in  the  planning,    and  just  completed  is  the  long   range  master 
plan.      President  Spencer  advised  that  the  internal  operating  policies,    pay  plan, 
administrative  procedures,    curriculum  and  the  long  range  plan  had  been  put  together 
into  this  single  presentation. 

The  exclusive  features  of  SSU  which  he  would  call  innovative  are  open  admissions, 
academic   standing  and  a  counselling  program  directly  sensitive  to  student  needs. 
At  the   same  time,    he   said,    Sangamon  would  have  respect  for  the  old  which  is  as 
important  as  the  right  to  choose  the  new.      This  is  unique  among  public  institutions   - 
providing  for  a  quarter  of  work  off  campus  for  full  credit  which  would  involve  faculty 
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supervision  and  participation  by  firms   in  the  evaluation  process.      A  system  of 
governance  for  Sangamon  State  is  underway,    with  the  first  draft  of  the  document 
which  will  provide  for  a  unicameral  assembly. 

Sangamon's  program,    he  added,    would  try  to  restore  teaching  to  its  proper  place 
and  make  a  serious  commitment  to  public  affairs  by  educating  every  student  in 
public  problems  of  the  time.      He  advised  that  he  would  like  to  call  upon  Dr.    George 
Cohen,    Vice   President  for  Academic  Affairs,    to  addres  s  himself  to  a  short  state- 
ment on  how  Sangamon  is  planning  the  curriculum  in  detail. 

Dr.    Millar  said  he  had  read  in  detail  the  plans  that  had  been  distributed    and,    as 
Dr.    Spencer  had  recalled,    the  emphasis  will  be  on  public  affairs  training  that  will 
prepare   students  for  a  role  in  public  administration.      Of  the   students  enrolled,    he 
inquired,    did  the  President  have  any  feeling  of  what  their  objectives  are?      Do  they 
recognize  that  Sangamon  State  is  directed  toward  the  role  that  people  play  in  public 
affairs  in  society?      To  what  kinds  of  eventual  professional  work  do  the   students 
aspire? 

President  Spencer  replied  that  the  applications  received  show  distribution  of  inte- 
rests in  this  order:     teacher  education  at  secondary  and  elementary  levels; 
business  and  business   study;   government  and  public  administration.      He   said  that 
in  the  materials  distributed  by  the  university  it  is   stated  clearly  that  all  students 
will  have    some  mandatory  work  in  public  problems,    perhaps  10  quarter  hours  out 
of  90.      He  could  not  say  the  university  has  had  a  positive   reaction,    but  neither  has 
it  had  a  negative  reaction.      Students  have  been  willing  to  engage  in  debate  with  the 
university  at  the  governance  weekend,    and  he  thought  they  were  relieved  to  find  an 
access  to  decision  makers  that  is  not  very  common. 

Dr.    Millar  asked  whether  Dr.    Spencer  and  his   staff  would  address  themselves  pri- 
marily to  those  elements  which  would  be  characterized  by  specialization  in  public 
affairs,.      He   said  he  would  not  consider  the  normal  role  of  the  teacher  as  being  par- 
ticularly oriented  toward  public  affairs.      Dr.    Spencer  advised  that  all  prospective 
teachers  will  engage,    as  a  part  of  their  requirements,    in  explicit  study  in  public 
affairs.      He  and  his   staff  believe,    he  said,    that  there  is  a  way  of  educating  people 
which  will  enable  them  to  much  better  handle  public  problems. 

Dr.    Millar  said  he  wished  to  emphasize  again  that  this  is  the  special  mission  of 
Sangamon  State   -   to  bring  to  areas  of  government  and  public  life  at  federal,    state 
and  local  levels,    experts  to  work  within  the  expanding   systems.      The  innovativenes  s 
of  the  effort  has  been  carried  out,    but  what  concerned  him,     he   said,    was  the  course 
content  and  whether  or  not  Sangamon  is  meeting  the  public  affairs  mission.      Dr. 
Knoblauch  said  these  feelings  were   shared  by  him,    and  asked  Dr.    Spencer  to  point 
out  how  Sangamon  would  differ. 

Dr.    Spencer  replied  that  Sangamon  is  caught  in  a  kind  of  dilemma  -   mandated  to 
be  innovative  in  public  affairs,    but  students  respond    in  traditional  terms.      If 
students  were  to  have  their  needs  responded  to,    Sangamon  would  have  to  replicate. 
Sangamon  State  is   saying  it  will  respond,    but  it  will  do  it  in  a  different  way.      Through- 
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out  the  program  there  is  an  explicit  requirement  on  the  part  of  faculty  that  they  be 
trained  in  the  broadest  possible  way  -   no  narrow  professionalism,    but  with  a  broad 
competency,    developed  in  philosophy  and  public  policy  in  addition  to  what  they  are 
trained  in.      The  failure  of  the  biologist  or  chemist  to  concern  himself  with  where  his 
science  is  leading  him  leads  to  narrow  profe  s  sionalization  in  governments.      Sangamon 
will  make  seasoned  decision  makers,    not  narrow  ones,    and  will  replicate  problems 
from  the   real  world,      Sangamon  might  look  like   another  agency,    he  said,    but  the 
proof  will  be  in  pulling  it  off  and  better  educating  people  for  these  purposes. 
Dr.    Spencer  called  upon  Dr.    Cohen  to  make  a  statement  on  how  Sangamon  will  edu- 
cate teachers  and  also  how  Sangamon  will  plan  the   curriculum. 

Dr.    Cohen  said  he  and  his  people  had  been  working  on  just  this  problem  and  believed 
they  have  a  satisfactory  answer.      He   said  they  felt  that  if  they  were  to  organize  their 
curriculum  along  traditional  lines  this  would  not  enable  the  university  to  reflect  the 
ideas  they  wanted  to  express.      They  began  to  seek    out  issues,    items,    questions  and 
ideas  they  could  attach  faculty  and  students  to.      They  would  be  able  to  publish  regu- 
larly every  year  or  two  a  different  set  of  problems  to  which  new  students  could 
assign  themselves,    i„  e.  ,    man  and  his  environment;  communications  and  technology; 
justice  and  the   social  order;  work,    leisure,    poverty  and  power.      These  are  all  tied 
in  with  the  code  agencies,    four  general  programs,    each  with  a  contemporary  human 
and  governmental  role.      Students  will  assign  themselves  to  the  programs  which  will 
allow  a  variety  of  options  for  the    student.      The  university  is  planning  to  firm  up  a 
series  of  undergraduate  commitments  in  disciplines  and  programs  which  will  spin 
off  into  areas.      Dr.    Cohen  said  as  one  looks  at  the  planning  documents  he  would  be 
able  to  identify  areas  the  university  is  not  moving  into.       The   rationale,    he   said,    is 
that  for  every  spin  off  into  graduate  work.    Sangamon  State  will  have  to  grow.      There 
is  a  serious  question  of  just  exactly  what  directions  the  university  will  take,    and 
added  that  no  permanent  decisions  have  been  made.      Sangamon  will  be  moving  into 
areas  all  of  which  will  have  or  be   related  to  the  public  aspect  of  life   rather  than  any 
personal  sort  of  thing  like  physics,    chemistry  or  the  humanities.      Teacher  education, 
he   said,    becomes  an  important  item  and  Sangamon  has  programmed  out  a  rather 
novel  v/ay  of  preparing  teachers  at  least  in  the  last  two  years  of  their  college  career. 
They  will  ask  juniors  to  go  out  and  meet  with  students  from  the  very  beginning.      This 
will  be  done  through  social  agencies  to  establish  a  relationship  with  a  single  child. 
There  will  be  a  feedback  of  experience  where  various  kinds  of  things  called  methods 
courses  would  occur.      This  will  involve  going  to  state  agencies  and  asking  them  to 
approve  this  education  program,    but  it  will  handle  the  traditional  professional  courses, 
the  certification  courses,    in  a  novel  way. 

Dr.    Millar  inquired  how  the  innovative  methods  and  kinds  of  programs  would  mix 
with  the  qualifications   students  already  will  have  when  they  enroll  at  SSU.      These 
students  will  be  coming  from  traditional  universities  and  junior  colleges,    and  he 
inquired  if  Sangamon  anticipated  any  transition  problems,    or  whether  the  plan  is 
designed  so  that  the  threshold  meshes  with  the  rest  of  the  academic   system. 
Dr.    Cohen  replied  that  this  is  a  very  important  question,    and  what  Sangamon  has 
done  is  to  establish  an  advising   system  which  would  precede  the  incoming  junior 
to  move  him  into  one  of  the  programs;  but  in  the  absence  of  success,    such  students 
would  be  able  to  take  additional  programs.      Over  a  period  of  time,    he   said,    this 
would  become  the   style  of  the  university. 
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Dr.    Millar  recalled  that  when  Sangamon  State  was  first  studied  the  decision  had  been 
made  that  the  quarter  system  would  better  fit  the  operation  than  the  semester   system. 
He  inquired  whether  Dr.    Cohen  was   satisfied  with  this.      Dr.    Cohen  said  that  the 
quarter  system  would  better  fit  in  with  the  work- study  program  and  student  mobility. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  asked  if  there  would  be  any  problems  with  accreditation  agencies, 
and  Dr.    Cohen  advised  that  just  the  past  week  Sangamon  had  been  visited  by  people 
from  the  North  Central  Association. 

Dr.    Spencer   said  that  each  person  who  chooses  teacher  education  at  Sangamon  will 
be  assigned  to  a  child  in  a  family.      He  believes,    he   said,    this  is  crucial  to  understand- 
ing what  schools  do  to  a  child.      There  will  be  a  parallel  study  throughout  the  period  of 
the  prospective  teacher's  life  at  Sangamon  State  following  the  child's  development. 
What  Sangamon  State  would  have  is  a  clinic  on  the  problems  encountered  in  the  class- 
room,   where  psychology  becomes  relevant.      He  added  that  if  Sangamon  lets  the  market 
tell  it  what  to  do  it  would  become  a  "senior  junior  college".      On  the  other  hand,    he  said, 
Sangamon  recognizes  that  innovative  programs  can  become  as  arrogant  as  tradition. 

The  President  then  asked  Mr.    John  Noak  to  comment  on  the  long  range  plans  for  the 
Sangamon  campus. 

Mr.    Noak  said  he  would  address  himself  to  the  manner  in  which  the  projections  for 
Sangamon  State  were  obtained,    how  the  mix  was  decided  upon,    and  indicate  some  of 
the  assumptions  used  in  determining  how  Sangamon  would  plan  space  and  facilities 
for   students  in  particular  groupings.      Sangamon  had  proceeded  in  a  manner  much  like 
a  market  analysis,    he   said,    to  find  out  first  of  all  whether  or  not  Sangamon  had 
enough  potential  consumers  and  what  their  needs  are  now,    as  well  as  five  or  ten  years 
from  now.      Data  and  publications   studied  all  indicated  there  was  potentially  an  extreme- 
ly large   student  body  for  Sangamon  State;  and  if  all  factors  remain  as  they  now  are, 
the  problem  might  be  not  whether  Sangamon  had  enough,    but  whether  or  not  it  might 
grow  too  fast.      The  thing  they  discovered,    he  said,    was  that  too  rapid  a  growth  dilutes 
the  quality  of  programs,    which  affects  the  reputation  of  the  institution.      Sangamon, 
therefore,    has  taken  the  position  that  it  wants  to  build  at  a  pace  it  can  maintain  without 
downgrading  initial  quality,    but  in  fact  increasing  the  quality  over  the  years. 

Mr.    Noak  said  they  had  searched  Department  of  Labor  publications,    the  Cortland 
report,    and  analyses  of  the  local  area  as  well  as   student  applications.      An  analysis 
of  what  was  felt  would  be  the  future   state  and  national  needs  was  made.      State  and 
national  governments  as  well  as  local  governments  do  not  need  just  public  admini- 
strators who  are  adept  at  managing  public  affairs,    but  they  also  need  architects, 
etc.    who  are  dedicated  to  public  affairs,    even  on  a  private  basis.      The  needs  include 
nurses,    psychiatrists  and  anthropologists.      By  combining  sources  of  information, 
Mr.    Noak  said  they  had  come  up  with  the  student  enrollment  and  mix  figures.      Their 
estimates  show  that  by  1982  Sangamon  State  will  have  reached  the   saturation  point. 
He  called  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  Report  I  which  would  give  an  accurate  idea,    if 
projections  and  class  mix  hold  true,    of  how  much  space  would  be  needed  in  the  future. 
In  this   regard,    he   said,    they  had  tried  to  determine  space  needed  for  classrooms, 
laboratories,    faculty  offices,    and  the  learning  resource  center,    and  to  build  and 
develop  around  the  particular  needs  of  the  persons  meant  to  use  the  space.      These

estimates  are  that  by  1982  there  will  be   12,  000  FTE  or  18,  000  headcount  students 
at  Sangamon. 

Mr.    Noak  said  there  is  already  a  demand  for  Sangamon  State  to  enter  the  engineering 
sciences,    and  said  that  Sangamon  will  also  have  to  match  the  capabilities  of  the 
medical  school  with  training  in  the  biological  sciences  and  allied  health  professions. 

Mrs.    Masters  moved  that  the   Central  Office   staff  be  authorized  to  forward  to  the 
Board  of  Higher  Education  the  long  range  plans  for  Sangamon  State  University. 
The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Barr,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  until  8:00  a.m.    on  Friday,    June   12,    for  an  executive 
session,    to  be  followed  by  a  public  meeting  at  9:00  a.m.

The  Board  met  in  executive  session  at  8:00  a.  m.  ,    and  in  open  meeting  at  9:00  a.  m. 

CHAIRMAN'S  ITEMS 

Dr.    Millar  announced  that  the  first  item  of  business  would  be  the  election  to  fill 
the  vacancy  created  by  the   resignation  of  Mr.    Lor  en  M.    Smith  as   Vice  Chairman. 
He  asked  for  nominations  for  Vice   Chairman  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  until 
January  1971. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  placed  the  name  of  Mr.    J.    Robert  Barr  in  nomination. 

Mrs.    Masters  nominated  Mr.    Guy  E.    Cornwell. 

Dr.    Lund  moved  that  the  nominations  be  closed  and  the  secretary  instructed  to  call 
the  roll.      The  roll  call  resulted  in  the  election  of  Mr.    Guy  E.    Cornwell  with  four 
votes.      Mr.    Barr  received  two  votes. 

Dr.    Millar  said  it  was  with  dismay  and  regret  that  he  must  announce  the  resignation 
of  Dr.    Samuel  E.    Braden  as  President  of  Illinois  State  University.      He   read  the 
following  letter  which  Dr.    Braden  had  addressed  to  him  as  Chairman  of  the  Board: 

"I  request  that  my  appointment  as  president  and  professor  of 
Economics  at  Illinois  State  University  terminate  as  of  31  August, 
1970. 

"I  hope  to  continue  my  educational  career  in  classroom 
instruction  rather  than  in  academic  administration. 

"Thank  you  for  your  friendship  and  your  understanding.  " 
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The  Chairman  said  he  would  leave  it  to  Dr.    Braden  to  answer  questions  or  to  make 
any  public   statements  as  to  his  reasons,    but  said  he  wished  to   state  that  the  Board 
has  the  highest  confidence  in  and  the  greatest  respect  for  one  of  the  finest  presidents 
in  the  State,    and  that  they  wished  him  well  in  whatever  endeavor  he  chooses  to  pursue. 
Dr.    Braden,    he  stated,    had  made  a  real  contribution  to  Illinois  State  University  during 
the  turmoil  of  the   spring  campus  disorders.      ISU  remained  open,    with  very  little 
class  time  lost.     He  further  stated  that  in  the  face  of  overpowering  problems,    Dr, 
Braden  stood  firm  and  contributed  in  every  way  to  the   success  of  Illinois  State. 
President  Braden,    he  continued,    had  been  avaluable  addition  to  the  Board  of  Regents. 

President  Braden  said  he  wished  to  make  a  short  statement: 

"My  decision  to  resign  from  Illinois  State   University  is  based  on  purely 
personal  considerations  and  is  neither  hasty  nor  capricious.      I  know  of  no 
president  who  has   received  more  generous  and  effective  cooperation  from  his 
vice  presidents,    his   staff,    and  his  faculty  and  student  colleagues  than  I  have. 
I  know  of  no  university  system  which  has  had  more  thorough  and  constructive 
control  from  its  governing  board  and  its   staff.      Because  of  the  work  of  these 
persons  and  groups,    through  the  years  we  have  achieved  an  institutional 
record  of  which  we  and  the  State  of  Illinois  can  be  proud.      I  simply  find  that 
I  no  longer  enjoy  grappling  with  the  kinds  of  problems  that  confront  a  college 
president  today.      I  will  leave  the  University  and  the  community  with  real 
regret.  " 

Mrs.    Masters  said  she  "wished  to  express  her  feeling  of  gratitude  for  Dr.    Braden's 
magnificent  conduct  of  the  office  of  President  of  Illinois  State  University  through  some 
very  difficult  years. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  moved  that  the   resignation  of  President  Samuel  E.    Braden  be  accepted. 
The  motion  was   seconded  by  Mr.    Barr,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Dr.    Millar  said  the   Board  must  now  address  itself  to  how  Illinois  State   University  is 
to  be  managed  in  the  next  few  months.      He   said  that  in  executive   session  the   Chairman 
of  the  Academic  Senate  at  ISU,    Dr.    Charles  Morris,    had  been  asked  to  immediately 
start  the  process  of  presidential  selection.      This  will  be  done  in  conformance  with 
the  ISU  Constitution  and  in  compliance  with  the  Governing  Policy  of  the  Board  of 
Regents.      He  said  that  Dr.    Morris  is   structuring  that  effort,    but  in  the  interim  the 
Board  had  appointed  an  Acting  President,    Dr.    Francis  R.    Geigle.      Dr.     Geigle  will 
start  working  with  President  Braden  on  July  1  to  effect  an  orderly  transition. 
Dr.    Geigle  will  serve  until  such  time  as  the  presidential  selection  process  can 
function  effectively  and  produce  a  new  President, 

Dr.    Knoblauch  moved  that  Dr.    Francis  R.    Geigle  be  appointed  as  Acting  President 
of  Illinois  State  University  effective  September  1,    1970,    with  the  understanding  that 
he  will  commence  working  with  President  Braden  on  July  1,    1970,    to  effect  the 
transition;  that  a  salary  of  $38,400  per  annum,    a  housing  allowance  of  $300.  00  per 
month  until  a  house  is  furnished;  and  the  use  of  a  State -owned  automobile  be  approved 
effective  September  1,    1970;  and  that  if  Dr.    Geigle   should  elect  to  move  his  household 
from  DeKalb  to  Normal,    that  Illinois  State  University  assume  the  expenses  incurred 
for  moving.        The  motion  was   seconded  by  Mr.    Barr  and  carried  by  acclamation.

Campus  Disruptions 

Dr.    Millar  said  that  the   Board  has  deliberated  at  length  on  actions  to  take  to  guar- 
antee and  be  responsive  to  the  taxpayers  and  others  that  the  costs  for  campus  dis- 
ruptions would  be  recovered.      The  Board  of  Regents  believes,    he  continued,    that 
it  must  have  a  meaningful  communication  and  dialogue  and  to  this  end  had  involved 
the  student  body  leaders  in  this  problem.      With  the  student  leaders  the  Board  had 
drafted  a  resolution  stating  the  intent  to  make  restitution  to  the  taxpayers.      The 
Board,    he  said,    has  asked  the  help  of  these  student  leaders  and  they  have  agreed  to 
go  back  to  their  campuses  and  work  ■with  their  constituencies  and  report  to  the  Board 
in  October  a  means  by  which  we  can  recover  the  costs  involved.      Dr.    Millar  read 
the  following  resolution: 

The   Board  of  Regents  has  requested  the   Presidents  of  Northern  Illinai  s 
University  and  Illinois  State  University  to  ascertain  the  costs  for  disruptions 
at  its  campuses.      Such  costs  are  to  include  property  damage  and  extra  costs 
for   security  personnel  and  any  other  costs  resulting  from  the  recent  disorders 
at  both  institutions,, 

The   Board  of  Regents  recognizes  that  the  causes  for  riots  on  its  cam- 
puses and  others  in  the  nation  are  many  and  varied.      However,    it  is  highly 
desirable  that  the  costs  of  damaged  buildings  due  to  riots  be  met  as  locally 
as  possible  and  by  some  other  method  than  through  the  regular,    budgeted 
funds;   or  that  if  budgeted  funds  have  already  been  used  for  repair  in  some 
instances,    appropriate  amounts  be  reimbursed. 

The   Board  has  no  desire  to  make  unnecessary  indictments  or  to  take 
punitive  action  against  the  vast  majority  of  students  who  have  had  no  part 
in  the  recent  disorders.      From  the  investigations  made  it  is  apparent  that  a 
very  few  persons,    oftentimes  unidentifiable  as  either   students  or  nonstudents, 
have  actually  taken  part  in  the  destroying  of  property.      Yet,    it  feels  it  has  a 
responsibility  to  the  citizens  of  Illinois  to  take  action  to  recoup  the  losses 
due  to  the  disruptions. 

The   Board  of  Regents  invites  the   student  leaders  to  concern  them- 
selves with  a  solution  or  solutions  to  this  problem  and  to  submit  whatever 
proposals  they  may  have  to  the  October  meeting  of  this  Board. 

Mr.    Cornwell  moved  for  adoption  of  the  resolution.      The  motion  was   seconded  by 
Mrs.    Masters,    and  the  motion  carried  by  acclamation. 

Dr.    Millar  stated  that  at  the  May  meeting  of  the   Board  Mr,    Rollin  Church  had  made 
a  statement  to  the   Board  alleging  certain  occurrences  at  Northern  Illinois   University. 
Dr.    Millar  then  asked  President  Smith  to  respond  to  Mr.    Church's   statement: 

President  Smith  distributed  copies  of  and  read  the  following   statement: 
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STATEMENT  BY  PRESIDENT  RHOTEN  A.    SMITH 

CONCERNING  ALLEGATIONS  OF  MISCONDUCT  BY  ROLLIN  S. 

CHURCH  BEFORE  THE  BOARD  OF  REGENTS,    MAY  3,1970 

The  statement  read  to  the  Board  of  Regents  in  Normal  at  its  May  3 
meeting  by  Mr,    Rollin  S.    Church  has  been  examined  by  me,    by  members 
of  my  staff,    and  by  the  Director  of  the   University  Security  Division.      In 
addition  I  wrote  Mr.    Church  May  4,    1970  saying  that  if  he  had  evidence  in 
support  of  the  charges  made  in  his  statement  he  should  turn  such  evidence 
over  to  the  State's  Attorney  and  ask  for  a  grand  jury  investigation.      Not 
only  has  Mr.    Church  made  no  response  to  that  request  but  our  own  investi- 
gation shows  his   statement  to  consist  largely  of  unfounded  and  unsubstanti- 
ated allegations  based  on  unnamed  sources,    unsupported  conclusions  and 
irresponsible  inferences. 

His  principal  charge,    that  the  University  has  ignored  narcotics 
activity  is  baseless.      In  1968-69  there  were  five  arrests  on  campus  and   so 
far  in  1969-70  there  have  been  ten  such  arrests  for  violation  of  various 
narcotics  laws.      Included  are  three  individuals  arrested  in  the  University 
Center.      Contrary  to  his  allegations,    the  police  have  had  no  reported  cases 
of  prostitution.      Two  cases  of  alleged  rape  were  taken  to  the  State's  Attorney 
but  failed  to  be  prosecuted  for  lack  of  evidence.     One  case  of  alleged  extortion 
failed  prosecution  because  the  individual  involved  failed  to  file  a  complaint. 
The  University  has  just  completed  a  successful  prosecution  for  arson.      (The 
charge  actually  was  criminal  damage  to  state  property.  ) 

His  remarks  about  Mr.    Jerry  Busby,    formerly  with  the  Northern  Illinois 
University  police  force,    are  not  true.      Both  Vice   President  Richard  J.    Smith 
and  I  were  thoroughly  advised  of  the   situation  at  all  times. 

Patrolman  Boyle  is  cited  by  Mr.    Church  as  contributing  to  the  narcotics 
problem.      We  can  find  no  basis  for  these  charges.      Church  also  quotes   Boyle 
out  of  the  context  of  a  letter  written  to  R.    J.    Smith  during  wage  negotiations 
between  the   University  and  the  Patrolmen's  Association.      The  quotation  is 
neither  fair  to  Patrolman  Boyle  nor  can  it  be  used  as  a  basis  for  the  inference 
Church  has  drawn  from  it. 

Finally,    I  should  say  that  enough  has  been  said  about  the   Lowden  Hall 
Incident  without  commenting  on  it  further  here.      Eye  witnesses  disagree  on 
the  facts  and  their  interpretation  as  put  forward  in  the  letter  to  the  editor  of 
the  DeKalb  Daily  Chronicle.      Certainly  Mr.    Church  is  in  no  position  to  comment 
for  he  was  not  present.      The  Board  has  been  fully  informed  on  that  matter  and 
I  trust  is   satisfied  with  our  handling  of  a  difficult  situation  at  a  difficult  time. 

Dr.  Knoblauch  moved  that  President  Smith's  statement  in  response  to  Mr.  Church 
be  accepted  by  the  Board.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Barr,  and  the  motion 
carried  by  acclamation. 
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NORTHERN  ILLINOIS  UNIVERSITY  -   LONG  RANGE  PLAN 

In  presenting  the  long  range  plan  for  NIU,    President  Smith  noted  the  plan  had  been 
changed  in  a  number  of  ways  from  that  originally  presented  to  the  Board.      These 
changes  have  been   based  in  part  on  a  fuller  articulation  of  the  long  range  academic 
plan,    comments  and  advice  from  Board  members,    further  study  of  space  needs, 
and  upon  new  regulations  received  only  recently  from  the  Board  of  Higher  Education. 
Work  on  this  plan,    he  continued,    has  been  accomplished  largely  by  a  committee  of 
staff  people  due  to  the  fact  that  NIU   does  not  have  a  campus  planner. 

In  looking  at  the  plan,    the  President  said,    the  basic  question  is,    what  kind  of  a 
university  is  NIU  and  what  kind  does  it  wish  to  become.      They  had  found  that  there 
are  four  strands  in  the  history  of  NIU  which  make  up  the  kind  of  university  NIU  is 
and  wishes  to  become,,      The  first  is  the  tradition  in  the  preparation  of  teachers, 
to  which  has  recently  been  added  areas  of  commuter  college  and  university  teachers. 
The  second  strand  is  the  geographic  location  of  NIU  which  serves   Chicago  and  its 
western  suburbs,    one  of  the  fastest  developing  industrial  areas  in  the  country.      This 
is  a  culture  center  of  the  United  States  and  one  which  presents  in  excellent  form  the 
urban  problems  faced  by  areas  all  over  the  country.      The  university  is  nearby  to 
Weston  and  Argonne  National  Laboratories,    and  out  of  all  of  this   comes  what  might 
be  called  a  social  science,    urban,    business,    industry,    and  cultural  focus.      From 
Weston  and  Argonne  also  comes  a  scientific  focus. 

The  third  strand  is  composed  of  the  new  challenges  to  higher  education,    a  societal 
focus.      This  would  include   such  programs  as  CHANCE,    racial  justice,    environmental 
studies,    health  related  studies,    etc.      The  fourth  strand  is  the  mission  to  develop 
innovatively  as  a  liberal  arts  university. 

There  are  specific  physical  needs  which  grow  out  of  the  academic  plan,    the  President 
stated,    and  he  called  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  the  map  showing  the  locations  of 
buildings  and  a  listing  of  the  buildings.      Traffic  and  parking  are  two  acute  problems 
which  confront  the  university,    and  said  he  would  anticipate  that  these  would  become 
"worse  before  solutions  are  found.      Another  problem  facing  the  university  is  finding 
a  plan  for  demolition  of  buildings  on  campus.      Housing  is  another  problem,    with  the 
university  having  experienced  ups  and  downs    over  a  period  of  years. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  moved  that  the   Board  accept  the  long  range  plan  of  Northern  Illinois 
University  for   submittal  to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education.      The  motion  was   seconded 
by  Dr.    Lund,    and  the  motion  carried  by  acclamation. 

ILLINOIS  STATE  UNIVERSITY  -   LONG  RANGE  PLAN 


President  Braden  said  that  ISU's  plan  had  already  been  presented  to  the   Board  in  a 
different  time  frame,    but   before  it  is  transmitted  to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education 
it  will  need  some  articulation  of  the  two  aspects  presented  to  the  Board.      This  will 
be  done  with  the  help  of  the  staff  and  with  further  support  which  the  Leo  Daly  firm 
will  furnish  to  the  University, 
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Dr.    Millar  inquired  whether  the  President  would  choose  to  comment  on  the  current 
activity  with  the  University  Union- Auditorium  complex.      Dr.    Braden  said  he  would 
present  at  a  later  time  a  resolution  for  the  Board's  consideration.     He  said  there 
had  been  a  great  deal  of  discussion  in  recent  weeks  about  the  project  and  they  were 
hoping  to  test  very  soon  the  ability  to  go  through  with  the  plans  as  developed.     In 
discussions  with  Mr.    Witte  and  other  student  leaders,    they  had  been  convinced  that 
the  things  they  had  had  to  leave  out  of  the  complex,    particularly  recreation  facilities, 
are  so  pressing  that  the  university  must  make  immediate  plans  to  get  those  needs  met 
in  some  other  way.      This  will  involve  the  construction  of  other  facilities  which  are 
neither  as  expensive  or  sophisticated.

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Section  II  -    Board  Regulation:     Obligation  of  Financial  Resources 

Dr.    Matsler  presented  for  first  reading  of  the  Board  a  regulation  to  establish  uniform 
guidelines  for  the  approval  and  execution  of  contracts  and  other  agreements  which 
obligate  financial  resources  of  the  Board.      The   regulation  deals  with  the  following 
aspects  of  obligating  financial  resources:     classification  of  transactions;  administra- 
tive approval  by  the  appropriate  level  of  authority;  and  signature  requirements.      The 
regulation  had  been  prepared  by  Mr,    Keating  of  the   Central  Office  in  conjunction  with 
vice  presidents  of  the  institutions  and  will  be  on  the  agenda  of  the   July  1970  meeting 
for  action  by  the   Board. 

Section  III  -    Board  Regulation:     University  Calendars 

Dr.    Matsler  presented  for  first  reading  of  the  Board  a  proposed  Board  Regulation 
on  University  Calendars.      The  proposed  regulation,    to  be  presented  for  action  by  the 
Board  in  July,    provides  that  the  University  calendars   shall  specify,    among  other 
dates,    the  opening  and  closing  dates  of  each  session,    registration,    final  examinations 
(if  uniformly  scheduled),    recognized  holidays,    vacations,    and  commencement.      The 
calendar   shall  be  published  in  the  official  University  Catalogue,    and  changes  in  such 
calendars  shall  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Regents.       Calendars  should  also  be   sub- 
mitted to  the   Board  no  later  than  12  months  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  planned  year. 

Section  IV  -   Assessments  for  Joint  Council 


Dr.    Matsler  presented  for  approval  of  the  Board  a  breakdown  of  assessments  from 
the  Regency  Universities  and  the   Central  Office  toward  the  budget  of  the  Joint 
Council  on  Higher  Education  for  the  1970-71  fiscal  year  and  recommended  that  they 
be  approved:

Section  V  -   Regency  System  Appropriations,    FY  1970-71 

Dr.    Matsler  presented  for  the  information  of  the   Board  a  financial  account  of  the 
budgeting  and  appropriation  process  for  the  Regency  system  for  the  fiscal  year 
1970-71.      The  extent  and  nature  of  revisions  made  to  the  budget  request  by  the   Board 
of  Higher  Education,    Bureau  of  the   Budget,    and  the   General  Assembly  were  exhibited. 

Section  VI  -  Amendment  to    Bylaws 

A  proposed  amendment  to  the   Bylaws,    to  be  recommended  for  adoption  by  the  Board 
in  July,    was   submitted  for  first  reading.      The  amendment  would  permit  the  delegation 
of  authority  to  sign  contracts  to  certain  officials  of  the  Central  Office  and  the   Univer- 
sities,   as  provided  in  the  proposed  Board  Regulation  described  in  Section  II  of  the 
Executive  Secretary's  Report  No.    23. 
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Section  VII  -  Student  Participation  at  Board  Meetings 

Dr.    Matsler  presented  several  alternatives  by  which  student  participation  in  govern- 
ance could  be  increased.     After  a  general  discussion,    it  was  the  consensus  that  no 
action  should  be  taken  until  after  a  careful  study  of  the  report  of  the  ad  hoc  student 
advisory  committee  to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  to  insure  that  whatever  formal 
recommendation  is  made  would  be  consistent  throughout  the  various   systems. 

Section  VIII  -    Construction  Cost  Analysis  of  Recent  Building  Projects 

Dr.    Matsler  presented  a  staff  report  on  the  cost  of  various  types  of  buildings  as  well 
as  the   cost  increases  which  have  occurred  over  the  past  years,    and  the   current  status 
of  building  projects  approved  by  the   Board,    but  not  yet  under  construction. 

Section  IX  -  Report  of  Legal  Counsel 

This   section  of  the  Report  was  presented  by  Mr.    James  M.    Winning  and  consisted  of 
a  status  report  on  pending  legal  matters  affecting  the  Regency  universities. 

Section  X   -    Legislative  Report 

Dr.    Matsler  distributed  a  report  on  some  of  the  measures  adopted  by  the  General 
Assembly  in  the  recently  adjourned  session  of  the  legislature  and  which  will  affect 
the  Regency  University  operations. 

Dr.    Knoblauch  moved  that  the  Report  of  the  Executive  Secretary  No.    23  be  approved. 
The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr,    Cornwell,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried 
unanimou  sly. 


SANGAMON  STATE  UNIVERSITY 

President  Spencer  presented  his  Report  to  the  Board  and  requested  approval  of  the 
following  items: 

1.  Lease  for  Office  Space  .       A  lease  has  been  negotiated  for  1800  square  feet  on 
the  first  floor  of  the  building  at  411  East  Washington  Street  in    Springfield,    to 
be  used  as  an  academic  advisement  center  during  the  months  of  July  and 
August  1970.
